CINCINNATI (pTT) A 
marijuana-smoking gunman, 
searching for a son he aban¬ 
doned 20 years ago, surren¬ 
dered "Saturday to a police¬ 
man impersonating his son 
after holding eight persons 
hostage in a home for unwed 
mothers. 

The gunman was Identified 
as Jessie Coulter. 39, Detroit, 
who had served time in a Mi¬ 
chigan prison on charges 
stemming from a 1968 gun 
battle with police. 

Coulter was accompanied 
by his former wife. Rita Gi- 
bion of Detroit, 37-year-old 
mother of his lost son. Police 
did not know whether she 
came voluntarily or was 
forced to accompany Cbulter 
to the Catherine Booth Salva¬ 
tion Army home Friday night 

Homicide detectives said 
the pair was being held in 
‘‘investigative detention” and 
would probably be charged 
this morning. Detectives did 
not say what charges would 
be lodged. 

Coulter was talked into sur¬ 


rendering shortly after six of 
hfc? hostages escaped by jump¬ 
ing him and taking away his 
sawed-off shotgun while he 
was ruling a marijuana cig¬ 
arette. He was still armed 
with a knife and held a man 
and a woman. 

"Believe me it could have 
been a real tragedy.” said po¬ 
lice Lieut. H. W. Mills. 

"We tricked him into giving 
up by having a police officer 
imitate his son,” said police 
Capt. 'Robert Morgan, shortly 
after the 15-hour ordeal 
ended. "He stood outside the 
locked door and pretended to 
be his son and talked to him 
for about 20 minutes. 

"When the gunman and his 
ex-wife came out, one of 
them, I don't know which one, 
said, ‘Is that really my son?” 
said Morgan. 

Friday night, Coulter forced 
the hostages — four em¬ 
ployees and four patients, in¬ 
cluding a pregnant 13-year-old

Don’t meddle, Russia warns U.S. 


MOSCOW fUPT) - The So¬ 
viet Union Saturday bluntly 
told the West to mind its own 
business and stop interfering 
in Soviet internal affairs. (See 
earlier story. Page 39) 

A lengthy, unsigned article 
in the Communist party news¬ 
paper Pravda also accused 
the West of giving "pay and 
support” to dissidents in an 
attempt to undermine the So¬ 
viet system. 

Pravda hinted darkly at 
more arrests following the de¬ 
tention of three prominent So¬ 
viet human rights activists in 


the past 10 days and the ex¬ 
pulsion of an American cor¬ 
respondent with dote ties to 
the dissident community. 

The whole issue threatened 
to further strain Soviet- 
American relations at a time 
when the new Carter adminis¬ 
tration is trying to reach 
agreement with Moscow on 
arms control. The current 
crackdown an dissidents could 
be the Kremlin's major test of 
President Carter’s resolve. 

Police action haB been 
directed mainly at an unof¬ 
ficial group set up to monitor 


the Soviet Union’s compliance 
with pledges it made on 
human rights at the 1975 Eu¬ 
ropean Security Conference in 
Helsinki. 

The head of the group, 
physicist Yuri Orlov, was de¬ 
tained Thursday. Another 
member, author Alexander 
Ginzburg, was arrested one 
week before. Also picked up 
was the head of the Ukrainian 
branch of the organization. 
Mikola Rudenko. 

Western diplomats and the 
dissidents themselves are at 


odds over why Soviet authori¬ 
ties launched the crackdown. 

After Ginzburg's Feb. 3 
arrest, his colleagues blamed 
Carter and U.S. State Secre¬ 
tary Cyrus Vance for "open¬ 
ing the door to repression” by 
showing indecision on the 
human rights question during 
the first weeks of the new ad¬ 
ministration. 

The arrests, they said, were 
a test of Carter's resolve, a 
challenge to his administra¬ 
tion. 

But the diplomats suggested 
the Kremlin might be trying

NEW YORK (AP) — U.S. 
envoy Andrew Young re¬ 
turned Saturday from a 
10-day tour of Africa asserting 
that former state secretary 
Henry Kissinger abandoned 
Britain in its efforts to bring 
black majority rule to Rhode¬ 
sia. 

Young, the first black U.S. 
ambassador to the United 
Nations, said he felt the Unit¬ 
ed States had been unfair to 
Britain. “Dr. Kissinger put a 
burden on Britain’s back and 
then abandoned them,” the 
former Georgia congressman 
said. 


Cablecar rescue 
takes six hours 


TOKYO (UPI) — Police 
rescued 44 people 248 feet 
above ground by lowering 
them one-by-one in a canvas 
basket Saturday, a procedure 
that took six hours. 

Six others trapj>ed in a sec¬ 
ond cablecar on the slopes of 
Mt. Okogiri across Tokyo Bay 
from the Japanese capital 
were rescued about an hour 
after the cars stalled. There 
were no injuries. 

The two cablecar* stalled 
abruptly Saturday morning. 


trapping 43 tourists and a con¬ 
ductor in the upper car and 
five tourists and a second con¬ 
ductor in the lower car. 

"I thought they had stopped 
it deliberately so we could 
enjoy the scenery,” said 
Kumio Namao, 28, after being 
rescued from the upper car. 
"When we learned it had bro¬ 
ken down we got scared. 
Even looking down from the 
window scared us. The trees 
and everythihg down below 
looked very small.” 
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He told reporters in London 
before departing for the Unit¬ 
ed States: "'Hiis was not in¬ 
tended, but I think Dr. Kis¬ 
singer thought they (the Re¬ 
publicans) would win the pre¬ 
sidential election.” 

Young appeared to imply 
that Kissinger’s southern Afri 
ca shuttle last September to 
deal with the Rhodesia situa¬ 
tion was partly calculated to 
help win the election. If the 
Republicans won, Young in¬ 
dicated, Kissinger would still 
be in office and thus able to 
help ease the role Britain had 
assumed. 

Instead, “The British have 
been very lonely” because 
there was a vacuum after the 
democratic victory in No¬ 
vember, he said. 

Meanwhile in Salisbury 
Rhodesia’s defence minister 
resigned in the middle of an 
uproar over his decision last 
month to call up men in the 
38-50 age group for military 
service. 

Minister Reg Cowper. 45. 
announced his resignation and 
declared in a statement that 
it is “neither sought nor 
suggested” by Prime Minister 
lan Smith, head of the white 
minority regime. 

Smith "still has my support 
and I still think that what he 
is doing is in the sincere be¬ 
lief that it is for Rhodesia’s 
benefit,” Cowper said. 

Cowper is Rhodesia’s third 
defence minister since war¬ 
fare with black nationalist 
guerrillas started four years 
ago. 

The decision to call up men 
in the 38 to 50 age group came 
under heavy attack by the as¬ 
sociation of Rhodesian Indus¬ 
tries, which said it would 
cripple business. 

Cowper said his main con¬ 
cern in resigning is national 
morale. 

"I have always accepted 
and fully appreciated that 
while heavy burdens would be 
placed on the 25-38 age group, 
there was a great advantage 


in leaving the 38-year-olds and 
above from service,” Cowper 
said.

African Ambassador R. F. 
Botha advised State Secretary 
Cyrus Vance that a negotiated 


NICOSIA (CP) — Greek -Cyriot and Turkish- 
Cypriot leaders agreed Saturday to resume talks to 
bring peace to this politically-divided island following 
a four-hour meeting with UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim. 

A joint statement said, “Instructions have been 
worked out for the representatives in the intercom- 
munal talks as the basis for future negotiations.” II 
added the representatives will meet in Vienna at the 
end of March under Waldheim’s auspices but gave no 
further details. 

The late-night meeting was attended by Cyprus 
President Archbishop Makarios; Raouf Denktash, 
president of the self-proclaimed Turkish-Cypriot state, 
and Waldheim. The UN secretary-general arrived in 
Nicosia from Cairo at the end of a Middle East tour 
where he tried to get the Arabs and Israelis back to 
their adjourned peace talks in Geneva. 

Makarios and Denktash met last month for the 
first time in 13 years, and their meeting raised hopes 
that the stalled negotiations would get underway 
again. 

I inferences arising from the 
Turkish invasion of Cyprus in 
July, 1974, and the continuing 
occupation of 36 per cent of 
the island, have complicated 
a Greek-Turkish dispute over 
oil exploration In the Aegean 
Sea — a split which has 
brought the virtual collapse or 
the eastern wing of the NATO 
alliance. 

The Cypriot talks first began 
after an earlier Waldheim 
peace effort immediately 
after the Turkish occupation. 
They collapsed last February. 

The meeting late Saturday 
was held on neutral ground in 
an officers’ mess of the UN 
peace force in Cyprus at Nico¬ 
sia International Airport. 

The airport has not been 
used since the 1974 invasion. 
It is part of the heavily-for¬ 
tified Atilla Line, dividing the 
Turkish-occupied north and 
the Greek-Cypriot south. Ma¬ 
karios and Denktash travelled 
separate roads to reach the 
dining hall, which was ringed 
by white UN armored cars. 

Relatives of some of the 
more than 2.000 Greek- 
Cypriots listed as missing in 
the fighting demonstrated for 
their return outside the Nico¬ 
sia Hilton Hotel, where they 
thought Waldheim would be 
staying. They dispersed after 
being told he would not visit 
the hotel.

Book says Marcia 
made Wilson quit 


LONDON (Reuter) — Lady 
Falkender, centre of a flurry 
of gossip over her influence 
as private secretary of former 
British prime minister Harold 
Wilson, is accused of having 
been a major factor in his 
decision to retire last march. 

Wilson shocked Britain 
when he suddenly announced 
his resignation, saying that at 
60 he had had enough of the 
premiership. 

In a book that has already 
been run in serial by the 
Dally Mirror, Wilson’s former 
press secretary, Joe Haines. 


has been saying that Lady 
Falkender had a powerful in¬ 
fluence in the backroom poli¬ 
tics of the Wilson leadership. 

The book. The Politics of 
Power, was published today 
and in it Haines tells how he 
knew that Wilson had planned 
his resignation two years in 
advance. 

But he claims that Lady 
Falkender, typist Marcia Wil¬ 
liams who rose to become a 
titled lady, was a substantial 
part of the burden that made

Makarios has stressed the 
missing persons issue recent¬ 
ly. but Denktash calls it a 
propaganda exercise and say’s 
almost all the 2,000 have been 
accounted for. 

Serious negotiations be¬ 
tween the two Cypriot factions 
— if they get off the ground — 
will cover such issues as the 
Turkish-Cypriot demand that 
a future Cyprus have a weak 
central government and two 
zones with strong powers, and 
Makarios’s demand for the re¬ 
turn of territory taken by Tur¬ 
kish troops in 1974, and now 
inhabited by Turkish-Cypriots. 

Makarios and Denktash 
have said they were hopeful 
the talks would produce a 
"framework" for formal sett- 
ment negotiations. They last 
met Jan. 27 in a surprise sum¬ 
mit which broke eight months 
stalemate on the settlement 
issue. 

Denktash warned on the eve 
of the talks that a final settle¬ 
ment would still take a year 
to 18 months "if all went 
well.’’ 

Denktash said lie and Ma¬ 
karios still disagreed on "the 
degree of federation." The 
Turkish Cypriots want a weak 
central government which 
would not interfere with their 
autonomy in northern Cyprus. 

Makarios has demanded 
that the Turkish Cypriot share 
of the Island, now 38.5 per 
cent, be reduced to 20 per 
cent. On Jan. 27. Denktash 
countered with an offer of 32.8 
per cent. Both men have said 
their figures are "negotia¬ 
ble,” but diplomatic sources 
say there is no sign of an easy 
compromise on the issue.

DETROIT (UPI) — A University of Detroit com¬ 
puter says no Valentine's Day celebration can be com¬ 
plete without swallowing a boiled egg with its shell, put¬ 
ting bay leaves under the pillow or reciting corny 
verses to appease the gods of love. 

The computer is billed as the world’s only mem¬ 
ory bank crammed with bits of folklore collected from 
antiquity by university students. 

Professor James Callow probed the machine's 
memory and came up with an unsettling list of 
suggestions for invoking the holiday’s best results, par¬ 
ticularly with dreams. 

Callow quoted the computer as saying the bay leaf 
gimmick or the egg trick are among the more popular 
customs in ancient folklore for dreaming of one’s future 
lover. 

"Long ago the bay tree was associated with Apol¬ 
lo." Callow’ said. “You could put the leaves under your 
pillow to induce nice dreams. 

"As for the eggs.(they’re probably the world’s mosl 
widely recognized fertility symbol. Americans associate 
eggs with Easter and with children’s pastimes, bul 
elsewhere eggs have played an important role in the 
serious business of courtship and marriage.’’ 

The prolessor also said either substance should be 
liberally sprinkled with salt, which throughout history 
has been considered a mystical agent for accomplishing 
everything from curing an earaciie to getting rid of vis¬ 
itors. He said finding a mate probably (it in there 
somewhere.

MANHATTAN, Kan. (UPI) — Four university art 
instructors figure the world could use a lift from the 
winter doldrums and nothing would be more appropri¬ 
ate than a big Valentine in the sky over the central 
Kansas prairie. 

This afternoon they plan to send up 250 helium- 
filled red weather balloons anchored by ropes and 
forming a giant heart. They describe the project — en¬ 
titled "The Big Heart in the Sky from the Heart of 
America” — as the world's largest valentine. 

The Kansas State University artists invited volun¬ 
teers to help create the sculpture by holding the 100 
ropes which will keep the balloons in place. After ev¬ 
eryone has had time to admire the 100-foot-tall heart, it 
will be hauled down and the balloons will be launched 
as Valentine greetings to the world, each with a small 
bag of wheat and a postcard attached for the finder to 
return. 
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WHEATON, Md. (UPI) - 
Police charged a suburban 
Washington townhouse Satur¬ 
day evening and captured a 
man who had held his six- 
year-old son hostage for five 
hours while sporadically fir¬ 
ing at police outside. 

The man, identified as Dan¬ 
iel Roger Evans, 27, fired sev¬ 
eral shots from the home of

a hospital under police gaurd. 
Police said he was found 
crouched in the basement and 
bleeding from a wound suf¬ 
fered when he broke into the 
townhouse. He was not shot. 

Police said officers respond¬ 
ed to a burglary call and as 
they approached the town- 
house, the man began shoot¬ 
ing out of a window with the 
rifle. Police said they were

Wilson too tired to con¬ 
template changing his mind 
and carrying on.

“I guess he was smoking 
pot and he started to roll a 
cigarette and one of the 
nurses grabbed his gun and it 
discharged, but no one was 
hurt,” Baxendale said. * 

“He had placed a gun in the 
mouth of the 15-year-old for 
about 15 minutes,” Baxendale 
said. 

Baxendale said one of the 
hostages then sat on Coulter 
while the six fled the room. 

After they escaped, Coulter 
held the remaining two hos¬ 
tages with the knife and 


threatened to pour alcohol 
over them and set them on 
fire. 

Police Chaplain C. L. Con¬ 
ner, a member of a special 
]>olice “clergy team” which 
the police department uses in 
such situations, said Coulter 
surrendered peacefully. 

“There was no violence. No 
one was hurt. We talked him 
into giving up. We granted 
him no concessions,” said 
Conner. 

Police said before surren¬ 
dering, Coulter talked to a 
brother-in-law, Carlton 
Brown, who was flown in 
from Detroit. 

Authorities said the child 
Coulter was seeking was born 
Oct. 16. 1957. but they did not 
know where he was. 

Morgan said Coulter had 
been searching for his son for 
about a year and nursing 
home officials said the ex-wife 
had called them about a week 
ago. asking the whereabouts 
of the child.

In the past the PLO had 
avoided defining boundaries 
of a future Palestinian state. 
Israel charged that the group 
wanted to take all of Israel 
and refused to negotiate with 
the PLO. 

But Arbeiterzeitung says 
the PLO memorandum re¬ 
ferred to a Palestinian state 
composed of the West Bank of 
the Jordan River, the Gaza 
Strip and the Israeli-occupied 
enclaves of Himma and Auja. 

The newspaper quoted the 
PLO as saying the guerrillas 
would make a serious "com¬ 
mitment to peace” provided it 
was based on reciprocity. 

“Between the future sover¬ 
eign state erf Palestine and the 
state of Israel a non¬ 
belligerent status could be es¬ 
tablished," the memorandum 
was quoted as saying. 

Arbeiterzeitung says the 
PLO also wanted Israel to re¬ 
cognize a right of Palestinians 
to return to their home towns 
or compensation if they decid¬ 
ed not to return. 

The paper added that the 
PLO suggested “Western 
Europe and in particular the 
Second Socialist Interna¬ 
tional" might help encourage 
moderate policies by the 
Palestinians “and exert posi¬ 
tive pressure on the negative 
attitude of the Americans, 
Israelis and certain Arabs." 

It says Kreisky had been 
told that major victims of an¬ 
other Middle East war “be¬ 
sides the Arabs and Israelis 
themselves would be the West 
European countries, whose 
economies and continued wel¬ 
fare were crucially dependent 
on the continued flow of Mid¬ 
dle East oil.” 


Police said the man refused 
to talk on the telephone with 
police or with relatives who 
were called to the scene until 
shortly before the capture.

That suspect, who fired 
more than 200 shots from two 
high-powered rifles, released 
the hostages one by one and 
then surrendered peacefully. 

Authorities said the same 
S.W.A.T. team that negotiated 
that surrender was called in 
for this one.

BEIRUT (UPI) — An emer¬ 
gency Arab League meeting 
Saturday discussed possible 
restrictions on Palestinians in 
Lebanon after two days of 
rival guerrilla clashes on 
Beirut’s outskirts. 

A communique following 
the meeting expressed the 
committee’s “dismay at the 
clashes that took place during 
the past two days . . . which 
forced the deterrent forces to 
intervene.”

Killer fire rages 


MELBOURNE (Reuter) — 
Bushfires swept across three 
Australian states Saturday, 
laying waste half a million 
acres of land and killing four 
men. 

The state of Victoria was 
worst hit with 80 separate 
blazes reported in rural areas 
southwest of Melbourne. 
Three people died, including 
two brothers trapped Inside 
their home when it caught 


fire at Wemeth 97 miles west 
of the state capital. 

Streatham, a small town 
137 miles from Melbourne, 
was virtually wiped out after 
flames destroyed 20 houses, 
shops and public buildings. 

In South Australia, fires 
raged on the Eyre peninsula 
and a 50-year-old man died 
when he left his car to run 
from the advancing flames. 

Bushfires were also burning 
in the isolated Strahan region 
in southwest Tasmania. 


CAIRO, Egypt (UPI) — De¬ 
fying a new national security 
law, hundreds of Cairo Uni¬ 
versity students staged an an¬ 
ti-government demonstration 
on campus Saturday on the 
first day the school reopened , 
after last month’s food riots. 

Witnesses said students 
chanted slogans and carried 
signs denouncing President 
Anwar Sadat as a “dictator." 

The slogans also rejected 
the new law which imposes 
penalties of life imprisonment 
at hard labor for demon- 
strators, strikers and 
members of underground or¬ 
ganizations “hostile to the es¬ 
tablished order of the commu¬ 
nity” — a veiled reference to 
Communist groups.

P ROGRESSIVE CONSERVATIVE leader Joe 
Clark's decision to establish a policy advisory 
council to pinpoint areas of major concern and set 
priorities for a future Tory government appears, at 
first glance, to be a wise one. 

Mr. Clark's reasons for such a move are obvious: 
he wants to avoid the disasters which befell the 
Diefenbaker administration 20 years ago when, after 
years in opposition, the Tories suddenly came into 
power with no priorities and no co-ordinated plan to 
tackle the myriad problems facing the nation. 

But true to the well established Tory party 
tradition of stabbing itself in the back, in-partv 
criticism of Mr. Clark’s decision is already making 
itself heard. Specifically the griping is directed 
against some of the council appointees who are felt to 
be too left wing by a number of caucus members. 

One Western MP has been quoted as saying: "We 
will certainly have policy priorities if we win the next 
election but whether those priorities will be 
Conservative or left wing is another question. The 
names of recognizable Conservatives on the list are 
small in number. There's going to be a lot of 
grumbling among certain members.’' 

Whether or not the point raised by the outspoken 
but unnamed Western MP possesses any validity it is 
one which should give Mr. Clark some food for 
thought. It is also one which cannot help but raise a 
number of other questions in the minds of rank and file 
supporters of the Conservative Party. 

For instance, the 20-member council (made up of 
five Conservative members of Parliament and 15 
citizens) has very skimpy representation from the 
West: one MP and four citizen members, including one 
from the Yukon. Quebec, on the other hand, has six 
members, of which two are MPs. 

To round out the picture on this regional basis, 
Ontario has five members and the Maritimes four. 


take Tory support in the West too much for granted at 
this time. 

Certainly western input would appear to be a basic 
requirement for any study being made on food 
production in Canada or the development of its natural 
resources — two of the major priority targets so far 
selected by the new council. Yet, oddly enough, there 
isn’t one farmer or mining engineer — from the West 
or anywhere else — serving on the council, although it 
appears to have plenty of lawyers, academicians, 
politicians and businessmen. 

The West’s representation consists of one 
university president, one university student, one 
businessman and one union leader. With all the 
dedication and the best will in the world, this little 
group can hardly be considered able to sound a 
coherent voice for this part of the country on such a 
wide range of topics as the council has selected to 
study. 

These are: feeding the nation and the world, the 
possible restructuring of government, ministries and 
the bureaucracy, national and economic growth and 
development, Canadian heritage and culture, 
Canadian federalism, human resources development, 
natural resources development, communications, 
justice and the protection of society, and Canada's 
interests in the outside world. 

Tnle, it can be argued that narrow regionalism 
should play no part in the deliberations and discoveries 
of the various task forces which go to make up the 
advisory council; that the council will deal with 
Canada as a whole. 

Admirable as the pursuit of this idealistic goal 
may be, its consequences could be disastrous. For 
example, what kind of contribution could the president 
of the Club de Hockey Canadien be expected to make 
on the subject of increasing the wheat yield in

The possibility that the sud¬ 
den growth of the Antarctic ice 
sheet may trigger an ice age 
has been given new weight bv 
recent evidence which 
matches small changes in the 
wobble, tilt, and orbit of Earth 
with the ebb and flow of past 
climates.

climate change had been dis¬ 
missed because it can account 
for only a one-degree dif¬ 
ference in the global 
temperature average The 
variation between an ice age 
and interglacial is closer to 5 
degrees C. 

But fossil evidence reported 
last month by John Imbrie of 
Brown University, James D. 
Hays of Columbia University’s 
Lamont-Doherty Geological 
Observatory, and Nicholas J. 
Shackleton of Cambridge 
University in England reveals 
an unmistakable con-elation 
between climate changes for 
the past 150,000 years and 
astronomical cycles. 

★ * * 

As a result climatologists are 
being forced to consider 
various ways that small varia¬ 
tions in sunlight might cause 
benign interglacials or harsh 
ice ages. A prime suspect is the 
fluctuation of the Antarctic ice 
sheet. 

"Earth’s climate system 
must somehow amplify these 
small effects," Dr. Imbrie 
mused during a telephone in¬ 
terview. "The Antarctic ice 
sheets may very well be the 
amplifier. They may be the 
reason the climate is so sen¬ 
sitive." 


★ * * 

The basic reasoning is as fol¬ 
lows. In some as yet unknown 
way a slight dimming of the 
rate the sun's heat reaches the 
Earth's surface causes the An¬ 
tarctic ice sheet to begin grow¬ 
ing rapidly. Then this increas¬ 
ing ice cover acts like a vast 
radiator. It beams heat into 
outer space more effectively 
than did the sea it covers. 

This, in turn, alters the 
global weather patterns and so 
touches off glacial growth in 
the Northern Hemisphere. 
Thus the world might plunge 
into another 90,000-odd years of 
ice age. 

The astronomical theory 
predicts that the natural trend 
for the next 23,000 years is 
growing glaciation. In the last 
8,000 years the sub-Antarctic 
seas have been cooling steadi¬ 
ly, scientific studies have 
found. Already the water here 
is halfway to its ice-age 
temperature 

★ * * 

Although scientists measure 
climatic intervals in thousands 
of years, the evidence suggests 
that dramatic climate changes 
occur within a century or two. 

According to Terry Hughes, 
a glaciologist from the univer¬ 
sity of Maine, this is another 
reason to look to ice sheets as 
the instrument for climate 
change. 

Unlike changes In Earth's or¬ 
bit — which occur gradually 
over thousands of years — 
glaciers can change their rate 
of growth or contraction quite 
suddenly. From a growth rate 
of a few metres a year glaciers 


have been known to suddenly 
start growing at kilometres 
per year and then to begin to 
retreat just as unpredictable 
This is Dr, Hughes' fifth 
season in Antarctica. He has 
come to study the complicated 
dynamics of the last remaining 
giant ice sheets. Already he 
thinks he may understand how 
an ice age ends abruptly 

* ★ * 

This involves giant tee 
shelves like the one covering 
Ross Sea. From work that his 
colleague, George Denton, has 
done, Dr. Hughes feels sure 
that similar ice shelves 
covered much of the Arctic and 
North Atlantic during the last 
age. 

These shelves seem to act 
like corks, keeping the tremen¬ 
dous ice sheets from melting. 
But under certain circum¬ 
stances, he believes, “calving 
bays” would form. These are 
places in ice shelves where the 
glacier ice is broken up into ar¬ 
madas of icebergs 
"Hudson's Bay was once a 
large calving bay,” says Dr. 
Hughes 

And, he continues, some 
evidence suggests that the 
Ross Ice Shelf itself might be 
developing a calving bay. 
There is an indication that the 
point where the shelf is 
grounded is retreating: one of 
the necessary conditions. 

★ ★ * 

If this were indeed happen¬ 
ing, then the scientist has 
calculated that the ice-sheet in 
western Antarctica extending 
from the Palmer Peninsula to 
the Trans-Antarctic Mountains 
would disintegrate in about 300 


years. Besides raising the 
world sea level by 20 feet, no 
one seems to know what effect 
this would have on the world 
climate. 

* ★ ★ 

However, scientists here 
believe that the Ice shelf Is 
thickening, not deteriorating, 
explains Richard Cameron, the 
National Science Foundation 
manager of the various Ross 
Ice Shelf investigations, during 
a discussion at a small camp 
located on top of the ice shelf. 

At this spot engineers from 
the Cold Regions Research and 
Engineering Laboratory have 
been trying to punch a hole 
completely through the 1,300- 
foot thick ice. Although they 
have been forced to give up the 
attempt this season, the scien¬ 
tists involved say that when the 
hole is completed, it will help 
them determine whether the 
ice shelf is growing or 
shrinking. The intensive 
study of the Ross shelf Is the 
first prong in a •-scientific at¬ 
tack designed to yield an under¬ 
standing of the changes that 
are taking place in the entire 
western Antarctic ice sheet. 

★ ★ ★ 

" Even if this is not the trig¬ 
ger for climate change, it may 
be a sensitive indicator of the 
direction things are heading,” 
says Dr. Cameron. 

This could be especially im¬ 
portant if any of man’s ac¬ 
tivities — burning fossil fuels, 
spraying large amounts of 
aerosols into the atmosphere, 
cutting down forests — are 
found to have significant 
climatic effects, the Antarctic 
scientists maintain.

There are six vacant seats in Parliament due to the 
death or resignation of members of Parliament and the 
prime minister is not moving to fill them. In effect, the 
Liberals are denying elementary democratic rights to 
hundreds of thousands of Canadians. The law that permits 
this should be changed. 

The law requires only that the prime minister set the 
date for a by-election within six months of a declared 
vacancy (and there are often odd delays In declaring an 
empty seat officially vacant). But the date of a by-election 
remains entirely the prime minister's choice. Thus, the elec¬ 
tors of St. John's West languished for 405 days before last Oc¬ 
tober's by-election there, the electors of Ottawa-Carlton nine 
months. In contrast, Hochelaga's voters waited only 41 days 
after Gerard Pelletier's resignation, and then only to reject 
the Liberal Party's paratrooper, Pierre Juneau. 

Now Health and Welfare Minister Marc Lalonde says by- 
elections in five empty Quebec seats will probably occur 
before the end of 1977 “but it would not be responsible to hold 
them right away”. What is It that makes It responsible to 
deny these electors representation? 

Is it the Liberal's Gallup poll standings or, as Mr. 
Lalonde is apparently trying to suggest, really the public in¬ 
terest? Do the Liberal claim that a judgment on their pop¬ 
ularity Is tantamount to a vote in Mr. Levesque’s proposed 
referendum — a Liberal loss equals a separatist win? 

We should set a limit to the period during which 
Parliamentary seats can remain vacant so that, in satisfying 
the prerequisites of democracy, we are governed by laws, 
not men.

If we were awarding points for performance, the com¬ 
bined opposition in the Legislature would have a slight edge 
over the past week. 

For the first time since the session opened, the people in 
the minority appeared to get their efforts combined for a 
relentless attack on Economic Development Minister Don 
Phillips and Attorney-General Garde Gardom. 

By weekend the ever-present grin had vanished from 
Gardom's face, at least In the house. Phillips, with a skin 
thicker than Peace River gumbo, appeared to be surviving 
better but was also feeling the effects of the barrage. 

At issue was the royal commission appointed Tuesday 
morning to probe all aspects of the always-faltering B.C. 
Railway. 

First the terms of reference were questioned, second the 
make-up of the commission. On the surface, the first ques¬ 
tion really didn't merit attention. But only on the surface. 

For several days, the NDP flailed away trying to batter 
Gardom into a rewrit? of the terms of reference, or state for 
the official record that the M.E.L. Paving fiasco would, 
specifically, be one of the main targets for the commission to 
zero in on. 

Gardom refused to consider rewriting the terms of 
reference and equally stubbornly refused to say those magic 
words: “The M.E.L. paving issue will be a specific target.” 
The furthest he would go was to repeat, in the face of all de¬ 
mands, that In his opinion the terms of reference were broad 
enough in scope to permit the commission to investigate all 
and every operation involving the railway "the whole, com¬ 
plete bag." 

It took Gordon Gibson, the lively but lonely Liberal from 
North Vancouver-Capilano, to put the demands into perspec¬ 
tive. He reminded Gardom that a royal commission es¬ 
tablished in 1955 to investigate the forest industry had 
powers as broad in scope as the latest commission to in¬ 
vestigate the BCR. And he reminded Gardom that the Sloan 
Commission of 1955 had stubbornly refused to hear any 
evidence, any witnesses, involving Robert Sommers, then 
minister of forests.

A few years ago I had the 
opportunity of working for one 
day on a special problem with a 
highly qualified arbitrator in 
an industrial dispute. 

Over lunch he posed a ques¬ 
tion to me and the company 
representative who was with 
us. The question was this, 
"Why don t we give everyone 
the same rate of pay?”. 

Our Immediate reaction was 
“How would you fill the more 
responsible jobs without any 
financial incentive? He then 
countered with, 'Which jobs 
would be the hardest to fill? 
The guy pushing the broom or 
the executive giving the 
orders?” 

One has to admit that he 
made a good point. Monetary 
incentive is not, and should not, 
be the major criterion when 
considering who should fill 
the higher positions in any 
organization. 

In this just Society of ours we 
all have an obligation to con¬ 
tribute our fair share of work 
in return for a fair share of 
the profits. There are of course 
abuses at all levels, but the 
higher the position the greater 
the abuse. 

If we are to make any 
progress Irom here on in we 
need an evaluation of all oc¬ 
cupations, one with another, to 
ensure a fair distribution of the 
wealth we produce in this 
country. Idealism? No I think it 
is just common sense. Unfor¬ 
tunately this commodity is not 
as common as it should be.

Bad news for cheapskate developers and architects in 
search of Instant fame and - Identity . 

Victoria aldermen Robert Wright and John Hayes intend 
to attack one of North America’s most sacred cows — freedom 
of choice In the design of buildings. 

The trite saying that one can’t legislate good taste has 
been repeated so often that most people have come to believe 
it. 

Until someone comes along and says: Why not? 

Why not, Indeed, say Wright and Hayes, placing the onus 
on the defenders of a credo that should never have been 
pronounced in the first place. 

The lack of control over the design of buildings on this 
continent has resulted In disjointed cities void of any 
architectural cohesion. 

At best, the freewheeling design methods can give us a 
collection of individually acceptable, perhaps even beautiful, 
buildings that simply don’t blend into a eohesiv? cityscape. 

Somehow, it has escaped most North American architects 
that there is beauty in the uniformity of buildings. 

It is that kind of uniformity that makes people feel com¬ 
fortable in European cities. Uniformity, on the other hand, 
doesn’t mean buildings look alike. 

Design controls would also help eliminate outright bad 
architecture. 

Many Victoria residents still wonder how the devil a 
garish-looking muffler shop ended up in the front yard of the 
Bay Street armory. 

And what about all the tacky service stations obliterating 
the city vistas? Service stations are necessary, but apart 
from locating them In the proper places, they could be sub¬ 
ject to better designs. 

Anyone who says it’s impossible to build a good-looking 
service station should take a look at the gas station near the 
University of Victoria. 

The layman won’t be able to tell architects exactly what 
to do. but most people are capable of pointing out what they 
shouldn’t do. 

By giving architects complete freedom, society hasn't 
done itself a favor. 

Many architects will grasp any opportunity to erect 
monuments to themselves. Others will compromise their in¬ 
tegrity by giving in to demands for shortcuts from their 
clients. 

All of which adds up to one thing: Controls are bady 
needed. 

★ * * 

Take courage, all you freeloaders who have found that 
it’s cheaper to owe the city commercial property taxes than 
borrow money. 

City council’s bark is worse than its bite. In fact, the 
beast hasn’t got any teeth. 

After some ferocious noise about taking businesses to 
court if they owe more than $3,000 worth of back taxes, coun¬ 
cil is now soft-pedalling the issue. 

The plan was to take the delinquents to court, but it now 
appears that someone's been crying on Mayor Michael 
Young’s shoulder and some of the tears also seem to have 
dropped on Aid. Murray Glazier’s jacket. 

Both the mayor and Glazier are against proceeding with 
court action at this time, although city council gave explicit 
instructions to do so last year. 

Every good union leader knows that a strike vote should 
be called only if the union is willing to go through with it, If 
necessary. 

But Young and Glazier decided it’s better to backtrack 
In doing so, they’ll set city council up as a laughing-stock and 


at the same time show a serious disregard for city solicitor 
Jakob de ViUlers, professional integrity. 

Unless council gives de Villlers the go-ahead to take the 
delinquent taxpayers to court, he’ll have devil of a time next 
year to collect the commercial property taxes. 

There's one more Important aspect to the matter. Ad¬ 
mittedly, it takes longer, about three years, before a 
homeowner runs the danger of losing his house for non¬ 
payment of property taxes, but when that moment is 
reached, he won't be given another grace period. 

The system comes crashing down on the little guy while 
the big ones get special consideration. 

Remember who pleaded for additional time for commer¬ 
cial tax delinquents—Young and Glazier. The names might 
come in handy at next November’s election. 


It isn't the first time Gibson has bailed out the NDP 
when its combined aim grows fuzzy with rhetoric and in¬ 
nuendo. He has the ability to trim away the verbosity, ex¬ 
press his concerns succinctly and spell out why he is con¬ 
cerned in the first place. He makes the NDP approach look 
like a goon squad with baseball bats. 

Gibson prefers the scapel and uses it effectively. 

Outside the house late in the week he said he agreed that 
the terms of reference provided the commission were broad 
enough In scope to include every aspect of the M.E.L. issue. 
“But they don’t say what the commission must do. only what 
it may do." Gibson says thoughtfully. “And that concerns 
me. I don’t challenge the integrity of the commissioners. I 
would just like their directions from the government to be 
specific on this one point. 

"I think the attorney-general knows what I’m talking 
about, and I think that’s why he’s been looking quite unhappy 
for the past few days. He's in a position he doesn't like being 
in, he's defending something he doesn't like defending. 

"Otherwise he would say, and say clearly, that the 
M.E.L. case will definitely be investigated instead of hiding 
behind the broad terms of reference." 

The combined opposition also made points on the 
makeup of the commission. Nobody challenged Mr. Justice 
Lloyd McKenzie as head of the probe, and those of us who 
know the judge know why. He will not be afraid to turn over 
the rocks whatever lies beneath. 

David Chapman wasn't challenged, either. But the third 
member, Sidney Welsh, was and for good reason. He has ad 
mltted that he is a staunch supporter of the Social Credit 
Party. 

Gardom’j defence of that particular appointment is that 
political affiliation does not preclude a person from perform¬ 
ing his duty without fear or favor. He termed the suggestion 
that Welsh might do otherwise “scurrilous." 

The usually affable Gardom made his point testily and 
neatly sidestepped the issue. Welsh’s integrity was not being 
challenged. What was being questioned was the advisability 
of asking a close friend of the family to investigate a possible 
family scandal. 

Sid Welsh is a solid citizen with a great knowledge of bid¬ 
ding practices and construction. Like Mr. Justice McKenzie 
he won't be afraid to turn the rocks over. 

But the government will never quite shake the suspicion 
that they've appointed one of their own boys, however unjust 
that suspicion may be. 

Did the government win any points? Sure they did, but 
the few they picked up were handed to them by hamhanded 
ML As who didn’t right their guns before they fired. 

Bill King, a tower of NDP strength and as honest a man 
as you're likely to find, was the first defaulter. 

He wanted to know why Commissioner Chapman had 
already made a public statement saying the M.E.L Paving 
issue would not be part of the commission’s investigation. It 
turned out later that Chapman had said he couldn't see much 
point in the M.E.L. versus B.C. Railway court case being 
reviewed, but that events leading up to it and events subse¬ 
quent to it undoubtedly would be. In other words "why waste 
time seeking what is already in the court records?" A sound 
enough statement. 

An unusual goof for King who, unlike some of his col¬ 
leagues. prefers to deal with facts. 

Graham Lea from Prince Rupert is a different kettle of 
fish. Lea prefers, and seems to enjoy, the mudslinging. If he 
can muddy the water, he's happy. He prefers “yes or no" 
answers to "have-you-stopped-beating-your-wife" questions.

Stop sewage dithering — reader 


With regards to your lengthy 
write-ups in the Colonist 
relating Alderman McKenzie's 
views on the Oak Bay and Vic¬ 
toria sewerage problem, I am 
confused as to his conclusions.

long been evident that the 
whole program has evolved on 
the basis of a series of oppor¬ 
tunistic decisions, and not ac¬ 
cording to a well engineered 
plan. 

There is sufficient engineer¬ 
ing and oceanographic data 
available to make it quite evi¬ 
dent that Victoria Is not getting 
value for its money, either in 
solving the pollution problem 
or in keeping costs down. The 
escalating costs and the revela¬ 
tion that the Macaulay site was 
not really available fora treat¬ 
ment plant are only secondary 
disparities In this whole issue. 
The objective of the invest¬ 


ment was to provide Greater 
Victoria with an up-dated 
sewage disposal system that 
will solve our increasing con¬ 
cern about needless pollution 
and yet not cost too much. The 
solution was that a long outfall 
could serve for the present and 
would always be needed, but an 
eventual treatment plant would 
be needed on-line and provision 
should be made in the project 
design. Nothing of the present 
CRB program fits these re¬ 
quirements and the more the 
engineers involved try to ex¬ 
plain, the more evident it is 
that this has become an expen¬ 
sive piecemeal operation 
I have nothing to do with the 
Oak Bay group but I am 


thoroughly disgusted by an in¬ 
ference of dithering when those 
responsible are many of the 
aldermen concerned. We do not 
need more studies and more 
needless costs. We need the ap- 
pliction of brains and do not 
seem to have elected many. If 
you are an exception. Mr. 
McKenzie, question the 
validity of the CRB’s effort to 
stampede the program with 
their so-called deadline for the 
program. Also, ponder whether 
Macaulay is really a logical 
site for sewage tanks and treat¬ 
ment Then work from there.

Vickers jumps into fast-train fight 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
competition for a new fast * 
passenger train to serve Ca¬ 
nadians has turned inti a 
three-cornered fight, with a 
bid by Canadian Vickers Ltd. 
to build a 120-mile-an-hour 
gas turbine locomotive. 

Vickers has submitted a 
proposal to the federal trans¬ 


port department to build a 
modified version of a turbo 
train produced by ANF-In- 
dustries of France, six of 
which are currently being 
tested by Amtrak in the U.S. 

J. Eric Harrington, chair¬ 
man and president of Vickers, 
said there were 70 such trains 


of proven reliability in service 
around the world. 

The Vickers design will 
compete with the CN Turbo, 
built ' by Pratt and Whitney 
Aircraft of Canada Ltd., and 
the so-called LRC (light, 
rapid, comfortable, train pro¬ 
duced by Bombardier-MLW 
Ltd. 


Earlier last week, Bombar¬ 
dier announced that Amtrak, 
the U.S. government passen¬ 
ger rail agency, would lease 
■two LRC trains in a two-year 
test on the Vancouver- 
Portland run. 

The Pratt and Whitney 
Turbo is currently in use on 


Canadian National’s Tororrto- 
Montreal run. 

The transport department’s 
tender specifications call for a 
train capable of carrying 400 


passengers at maximum 
speeds on existing road beds, 
and at significantly increased 
speeds over improved road 
beds. 



Judge dismisses 
suit against IBM 


LOS ANGELES (Reuter) — 
A 5300 -million anti-trust suit 
against International Business 
Machines Corp. — the world’s 
largest computer firm — was 
dismissed here Friday by a 
U.S. district court judge. 

Judge Ray McNichols 
granted the IBM motion for 
dismissal, saying he found 
“no substantial evidence in 
the reocrd to support a find¬ 
ing of unlawful monopoli¬ 
zation or attempt to monopo¬ 
lize” the computer market by 
IBM. 

The suit, filed by California 
Computer Products Inc.,-has 
accused IBM of engaging in 
“predatory” and “monopo¬ 
listic” practices in the gen¬ 
eral-purpose computer and 
disk-drive markets. 

California Computer Prod¬ 
ucts, a small computer firm 


based in Anaheim, Calif., had 
no immediate comment on the 
verdict. 

McNichols told the court 
that for some time prior to 
the start of the trial last No¬ 
vember, “I held the view that 
die plaintiff had, at best, a 
very thin case for anti-trust 
relief.” 

The judge’s decision in dis¬ 
missing the case came as a 
surprise to both sides. 

Officials of both IBM and 
California Computer Products 
had expected the trial to last 
at least another two months. 

IBM still, faces several 
other anti-trust suits, includ¬ 
ing a 53-billion suit by Me- 
morex Cbrp. of Santa Clara, 
Calif. The Memorex case is 
expected to go to trial this 
summer.

Bronfman steps down 
as Milton Croup chief 


TORONTO (CP) — Mitchell 
Bronfman, a Montreal busi¬ 
nessman who testified about 
high-interest loans last week 
in Quebec’s organized crime 
inquiry, has resigned as pres¬ 
ident of (Milton Group Ltd., 
the company’s shareholders 
were told Friday. 

He was also voted out as a 
director of the Ontario-based 
company at its annual meet¬ 
ing here. 

Bronfman is a nephew of 
the late Sam Bronfman, 
founder of the giant Seagram 
distilling empire. 

The organized crime inqui¬ 
ry was told he paid nearly 
100-per-cent interest on nearly 
51.5 million loaned by alleged 
underworld financier William 
(Obie) Obront. 

A shareholder at the meet¬ 
ing asked whether Milton 
Group had appointed legal 
counsel to investigate Bronf¬ 
man’s alleged involvement 
with Montreal crime figures. 


William Breukelman, who 
replaced Bronfman, said: 

“That would be like carry¬ 
ing coals to Newcastle. There 
are a lot of people investigat¬ 
ing that already. There’s no 
need for the company to dou¬ 
ble up on it.” 

After the meeting, Bronf¬ 
man said he decided to resign 
as president because Breukel¬ 
man had been doing an effec¬ 
tive job running the company. 
Breukelman was formerly ex¬ 
ecutive vice-president. 

Milton Group, based in Mil- 
ton, Ont., is a small company 
with interests in highway 
transport, marble, real estate 
and brickmaking. 


BOJSD WEEK 


PARIS (UPI) — 'Hie group 
of 19 developing nations tak¬ 
ing part in the north-south 
economic dialogue says it will 
hold a final ministerial meet¬ 
ing with the eight industri¬ 
alized countries before the 
end of May. 

Manuel Perez Guerrero, 
Venezuelan minister for inter¬ 
national economic affairs and 
co-chairman of the conference 
on international economic co¬ 
operation between the world’s 
rich and poor nations, said 
the meeting would be held on 
what he called “senior of¬ 
ficials level.” 

“The final ministerial meet¬ 
ing of the conference should 
be held as soon as possible 
thereafter, and in any case 
not later than the end of 
May,” Perez Guerrero said. 

The final ministerial meeting 
was originally scheduled for 
Dec. 15. It was postponed at 
the urgings of Western lead¬ 
ers who wanted to co-ordinate 
policies with the new adminis¬ 
tration of President Carter, 
who took office Jan. 20. 

Asked if the group of devel¬ 
oping nations expected a 
more encouraging approach 
from the Carter administra¬ 
tion, Perez Guerrero said, 
“We have not discussed this, 
but we have at the back of 
our minds the changes under¬ 
gone." 

Conference sources said the 
group of 19 expected the 
Carter administration to be 
more forthcoming on the 


main issues which bogged the 
talks down at commission 
level last year—gearing 
prices for raw materials, 
which the developing coun¬ 
tries export, to the price of 
consumer goods, which they 
import.

Neumann said he’d try to 
get by on his 5100 renter’s 
grant from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, the 540 he had in the 
bank and his rug money. 

“I’ll ask my landlord to 
trust me for a while and go 
round to the missions for 
some of my food.” 

Neumann got the 5300 in 
January, five months after 
“two young punks punched 
me out twice in one night.” 

First, they banged on the 
door of his two-room shack in 
the city’s skid road district. 
Killer, Neumann’s mongrel 
dog, went barking after them 
and was kicked by the hood¬ 
lums. 

“I went out and they 
worked me over.” 

When Neumann went out 
later to look for his dog, the 
youths drove by and pum¬ 
melled him while he was writ¬ 
ing down their car licence 
number. 

Neumann said he spent his 
5300 this way: 575 on overdue 
rent for his $150-a-month 
dwelling; 565 owed to B.C. 
Hydro on a light and heat bill 
that averages 530 a month; 
550 on clothes; 540 into the 
bank, and the rest on an im¬ 
proved diet. 

“I ate shoulder steaks, 
chuck roasts, pork picnics and 
other stuff I can’t usually af¬ 
ford.” 

Neumann said he applied 
for the criminal injuries pay¬ 
ment last September after his 
social worker said it wouldn’t

be deducted from his allow¬ 
ance.

A coast guard spokesman 
said 9,000 of 15,540 gallons 
that spilled into San Francis¬ 
co Bay from a ruptured valve 
on a drydocked freighter had 
been recovered by skimming 
ships, barges and vacuum- 
equipped trucks, but that 
“heavy concentrations" of oil 
still polluted the waters. 

The spill, which began 
Thursday when fuel began 
gushing from the Matson 
Line’s Hawaiian Progress, 
spread a blotch three miles 
long and a mile wide off Alca¬ 
traz. 

About 100 birds were report¬ 
ed in distress, according to 
Jack White, spokesman for 
the California Fish and 
Games service. He said at 
least foir birds had been 
! rilled by the spill and seven 
more were recovered for de¬ 
toxification, “but we’re sure 
we’re going to get a higher 
death toll.” 

Many birds in the area of 
the spill “appear not to be 
acting normally,” he said. 

| The birds included canvas- 
back ducks, sw'an-like grebes, 
gulls and cormorants, a sea 
I fowl. 

The recovered birds are 
warmed by a heavy-duty 
dryer, given antibiotics and 
then force-fed with water and 
food. After they begin to 
preen their feathers, they are 
placed in a pond to see if they 
have fully “sobered up” be¬ 
fore being set free.

Five strong regions 
the best government 


Milk pouch-packs

OTTAWA (CP) — British 
Columbia Premier William 
Bennett said a confederation 
of five strong regions — the 
Atlantic, Quebec, Ontario, the 
West and the Pacific — was 
the best system of govern¬ 
ment for Canada. 

Answering questions on the 
CIV program Qustion Period 
taped for broadcast Sunday, 
Bennett said separation from 
Canada as advocated by the 
Parti Quebecois government 
of Quebec was not the solu¬ 
tion. 

“But the confederation of 
five regions is the only way 
you can run a country of just 
over 20 million people and the 
size of Canada.” 

Bennett, who met Prime 
Minister Trudeau Friday, said 
“Strong regions or strong 
provinces wfH make a strong 
country.” 

“It’s only where you’ve got 
weak provinces that you’ve 
got dissent and discord and 
people looking for solutions 
that I don’t think are the an¬ 
swer, and that is ‘break it up’ 
— it’s to allow those areas to 
solve their economic prob¬ 
lems or their cultural prob¬ 
lems and stay together.” 

The premier said that be¬ 
fore joining Confeederation, 
British Columbia had four 
areas “just kike the four Mari¬ 
time provinces,” but "we 
made our amalgamation into 
a single governable unit be¬ 
fore we entered Confederation 
and we thusly don’t have cost¬ 
ly govemmentt in British Co¬ 
lumbia.” 

“There’s been some discus¬ 
sion on studies under way on 
the Maritimes for some years 
but I’ve heard very little on it 
recently. It seemed a logical 
extension of trying to effect 
some consolidation. Now from 
British Columbia I’m not try¬ 
ing to force it on them but 
many people thought that 
they should rationalize their 
governments." 

Bennett said there was a 
feeling of alienation in British 
Columbia, but even in the 
event of Quebec leaving Cana¬ 
da, “I woiild still say to Bri¬ 
tish Columbians: stay part of 
Canada.” 

“If we become a separate 
country, by ourselves, we 
would be a land bridge, as we 
are, between Alaska and con- 
their U.S. eyes would be on 
joining the two parts of their 
country together . . . 

“Those who think we don’t 
have an opportunity in Cana¬ 
da as a province should look 
at the very limited opportuni¬ 
ty you would have as a state 
in the United States.” 

Bennett said British Colum¬ 
bia’s share of the world ex¬ 
port market dropped to .46 
per cent in 1975 from .71 per 
cent in 1972. 

He said many people still 
consider British Columbia as 
a wealthy province.

Abortion

decision 


OTTAWA (UPT) — Doctors 
will probably retain the right 
to decide for themselves 
whether to perform abortions, 
the chairman of the commit¬ 
tee examining the application 
of Canadian abortion laws 
says. - 

“Wefiaye not, In the past, 
chosen to force anybody, a 
physician or a doctor, to do 
something which they would 
not want to do and I don’t see 
really a change in those basic 
values in Canada,” said Dr. 
Robin Badgley in a radio in¬ 
terview Saturday. 

The committee found some 
doctors refused to recommend 
abortions for their patients on 
moral grounds. Regulations in 
many provinces require abor¬ 
tions to be performed in hos¬ 
pitals and some have refused 
for religious reasons. 

"I think it would be ex¬ 
tremely difficult” to remove 
the regional differences in 
access to abortion, Badgley 
said. 

He said he would make no 
recommendations to improve 
the quality or access to abor¬ 
tion sendees, saying the com¬ 
mittee's role was to gather 
facts. 

“There was a specific In¬ 
junction in our terms of refer¬ 
ence that were given by the 
privy council that we were 
not to deal, or make recom¬ 
mendations on the policy un¬ 
derlying the law,” Badgley 
said. 

“Most of the therapeutic 
abortions are done in a few 
hospitals and in those hospi¬ 
tals which tend to do more 
and liave highly specialized 
services, the number of com¬ 
plications associated with this 
operation are about half the 
level when this procedure is 
done in smaller hospitals or 
hospitals without these facili¬ 
ties,” said Badgley.

"That’s 
capacity plus in its present 
condition.” 

The street, now 39 feet 
wide, would be widened to 46 


feet with a fifth traffic lane 
added at certain busy inter¬ 
sections. 

Warren said "it would be a 
bit tight” to obtain sufficient 
land for the widening under 
existing zoning.

Better here 
—architects 


Victoria architects are look¬ 
ing to 1S77 as a year in which 
new projects will increase, 
but Vancouver and Ontario 
architects are finding the 
business climate a little less 
secure. 

Terence Williams, the new 
chairman of the Vancouver 
Island chapter of the Archi¬ 
tectural Institute of B.C., said 
in an interview Saturday that 
there were “a number of new 
and unexjiected projects” in 
the offing for Victoria firms. 

An upswing was in sight al¬ 
though several firms experi¬ 
enced layoffs of professional 
staff in 1976 because of a re¬ 
duction in the number of com¬ 
missions, he said. 

"The provincial government 
isn’t releasing funds for build¬ 
ing projects to the same ex¬ 
tent they have in the past, but 
there is the Helmcken hospi¬ 
tal, and one Victoria firm was 
chosen to work on the exten¬ 
sion to the Saanich Peninsula 
Hospital. 

Although Williams spoke of 
'aggressive and keen tender¬ 
ing” by Victoria’s construc¬ 
tion industry, be said the On¬ 


tario Association of Architects 
was bemoaning a shortage of 
commissions because of a 
slump in constructon and re¬ 
lated Industries. 

"Victoria is not subject to 
the east coast experience of 
boom and bust. In New York 
as well as eastemjCanada the 
situation is more insecure. 
Even in Vancouver it’s more 
insecure than on the Island.” 
Williams said. There several 
firms have laid off staff. 

"This happened last year in 
Victoria, but to a lesser de¬ 
gree. The majority of prac¬ 
tices in B.C. felt the reduction 
of commissions in 1976.” 

Few B.C. architects made 
"reasonable profits” in 1976, 
he said. 

Noting that Feb. 13-19 in 
Ontario was architectural 
awareness week, Williams 
said the objective of the B.C. 
association in 1977 would be to 
improve the public image of 
architects. 

He said the association was

Victoria council later 
agreed the one-way proposal 
was wrong and Saanich’s plan 
was right. 

Noting that bids for the 
long-awaited Blanshard Street 
extension would be called 
April 1, Warren quipped: "I 
only hope it's no April Fool's 
joke.”

to the new occupants. She 
joined the organization "to 
learn about people,” but soon 
reveals with touches of para¬ 
noia and alienation that she’s 
learned too much already. 

"I feel a closeness witlf 
her.” she says of one old 
woman, the town witch per¬ 
haps, "because I don’t know 
her . . . she's the only one I 
haven’t welcomed.” 


And Ms. .Bromlield is scon 
off showing us some of those 
she has met.

She makes these people 
more than just figures of lun. 
They share with Jules 
Feiffer's characters and at 
one time those of local car¬ 
toonist Sid Barron the desper¬ 
ation of people trapped within 
their environment. 

But the insights into these 
characters are only hall of 
Ms. Bromfield’s genius; the 
other is their articulation. It's 
hard to believe that the 
slouching punk or brittle hy¬ 
giene instructor are anything 
but themselves.

Bromfield, that person seems 
to have left the stage. 

Superlatives are bandied 
about in entertainment re¬ 
views to the point w f here they 
are often meaningless. Suffice 
to say. Valri Bromfield is a 
great talent. 

The only criticism for the 
show as it now plays is that 
the hour and a half length 
should be broken with an in¬ 
termission. Ms. Bromfield's 
impact is such that one must 
pull back and rest awhile, 
which just may make one 


think the woman has stopped 
being funny. She's a long way 
from ever doing that.

A campaign aimed at dra¬ 
matizing Canada's serious 
abuse of energy supplies will 
be started next week by Saan¬ 
ich Aid. Ian Cass. 

Plans for a leave-your-car- 
at-home-day campaign will be 
outlined Feb. 22 at a meeting 
of the Greater Victoria inter¬ 
municipal committee. 

Cass said Friday he would 
be "bouncing off a few ideas” 
and was hopeful of obtaining 
a commitment from neighbor¬ 
ing municipalities to partici¬ 
pate in the scheme. 

"There is no question we 
have to do something to pro¬ 
tect our remaining fossil fuel 
resources,” Cass said. “Some¬ 
thing more dramatic than 
turning down the thermostat 
is needed." 

In addition to enlisting the 
aid of elected people, Cass 
will be seeking support of en¬ 
vironment groups, ratepayers' 
organizations and the general 
public. 


Volume 
higher 
on bus

Passenger volume is in¬ 
creasing on all 27 routes 
served by B.C. Hydro in 
Greater Victoria, with the 
largest recorded on buses 
serving Gordon Head. 

"We are carrying an 
average of 5,000 passengers a 
day on the Gordon Head line 
compared to 4,300 passengers 
each day only a year ago. 
George Seright. Hydro’s 
operations superintendent 
said Friday. 

lfe said an increase in pas¬ 
senger load was being experi¬ 
enced on all routes, but it was 
most marked on the north- 
south route along Shelboume 
Street. 

Checkers would be starting 
Monday to survey load fac¬ 
tors. scheduling and passen¬ 
ger congestion on routes in the 
Hillside mall area, he said. 

But. Seright stressed. Hydro 
had no plans to increase ser¬ 
vice on any route at present. 

Checkers w ere constantly 
surveying routes, "but it’s a 
very difficult game trying to 
determine what to do and 
where.” 

Service was increased on 
seven routes late last fall, but 
“we have no plEins for addi¬ 
tional changes in the foresee¬ 
able future.” 

Seright said rapid transit 
was still a long way off in 
Greater Victoria and he said 
Hydro had no plans for the. 
western community. now- 
served by Vancouver Island 
Transit Services. 

Although Hydro had no liai¬ 
son with planning depart¬ 
ments of the core municipal¬ 
ities. "we watch all kinds of 
development very closely.” 

He said proposals for major 
commercial and residential 
developments in Saanich 
would be taken into account 
in future bus route changes. 


Aim of the campaign was, 
he said, "to get people think¬ 
ing for one day of a mode of 
transportation other than the 
car.” 

Cass would like to see the 
campaign achieve three 
goals; 

• Dramatize the need for 
phasing out the car, 'especial¬ 
ly the larger gasoline guzzler 
in favor of the smaller car. 

• Demonstrate that the 
public is not as apathetic to 
the problem as most politi¬ 
cians believe. 

• Obtain a commitment 
from neighboring councils to 
participate in the program. 

Cass said the whole ques¬ 
tion of transportation w r as one 
aspect of the Saanich commu¬ 
nity plan “that interests me 
no end.” 

Cass said Canadians should 
8top paying only lip service 
and start thinking seriously 
about public transit a^ an al¬ 
ternative to tiie car. 

While not expecting his 
campaign to produce any rev¬ 
olutionary change in the mo¬ 


toring habits of Greater Victo¬ 
rians, he does, however, be¬ 
lieve the campaign could be 
the start of an evolutionary 
change. 

"There ,is absolutely no 
question we have un energy 
crisis: all other talk is only 
clouding the issue. 

“If we only used what en¬ 
ergy we had sensibly there 
would be no shortage,” he 
said. 

"We can continue at our 
present rate for no more than 
five years,” he predicted. 

The energy problem was 
graphically illustrated recent¬ 
ly in the United States. "We 
had people dying from cold on 
one side of the continent while 
others were frittering away 
this essential resource.” 

Canada, he said, was lack¬ 
ing both a transiK>rtation and 
energy policy and the federal 
government was to blame for 
"this tragic situation.” 

Cass discussed his plans 
with B.C. Hydro transit of¬ 
ficials last week and went 


away pleased with the re¬ 
ception of the officials to his 
proposal. 

Recalling that the throne 
speech indicated formation of 
an urban transit authority. 
Cass hopes the authority "will 
be something more meaning¬ 
ful than another top level bu¬ 
reaucracy." 

He would like to see im¬ 
proved transportation in the 
western sector (Langford, 
Colwood and Sookei and be¬ 
lieves a light rail rapid transit, 
system from Victoria to that 
area should be established. 

Population of the western 
community would grow by 
Joaps and bounds in the next 
decade, he said, and "we 
should be planning for that 
growth now.” 

In his talk with Hydro of¬ 
ficials. Cass discussed plans 
for expansion of service in 
Saanich. 

He learned that there was a 
possibility of an alternate 
north-south route being devel¬ 
oped for buses adjacent to 
Shelboume Street.

SHIP IIS DISTRESS 


Canadian and United States 
rescue ships were heading for 
the American-registered coast¬ 
al freighter Snowbird wliich 
was reported in distress in 
heavy seas off the northern 
B.C. coast Saturday night. 

Die Rescue Co-ordination 
Centre said the Snowbird was 
battling waves of between 20 
and 30 feet here as she made 
a run for calmer waters in 
Dixon Entrance between the 
Queen Charlotte Islands and 
the Alaska Panhandle. 


The Snowbird, a 184-toot 
vessel with a crew of five 
Americans and a $3 million 
cargo of frozen crab, was 
bound for Seattle from Jun¬ 
eau. Alaska. 

The Snowbird’s wtieelhouse 
w indows were smashed by the 
towering seas and was taking 
water. 

Capt. Don Graham of the 
Rescue Centre said a U.S. 
Coast Guard C-130 Hercules 
aircraft had the vessel under 
surveillance by 10:30.

# College councils should 
continue to exist as governing 
bodies for colleges. 

• Die provincial govern¬ 
ment should continue to pro¬ 
vide a large portion of financ¬ 
ing for colleges. 

• Student fees should not 
become a burden to students, 
and financial assistance 
should be given students who 
ctin't pay fees.

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MONTREAL CANADIENS are the best draw in profes¬ 
sional hockey — the club most hockey fans want most, and it 
was quite a shock to read that they “can’t draw flies in Iheir 
own arena when the losing NHL clubs are in town.'" Well. 
Vancouver Canuck* were watched by 16,074 Montreal Forum 
fans a few days ago; late last month Montreal turned out 
15.761 fans for Detroit Reef Wings and 15,813 fans for Wash¬ 
ington Capitals in an early January visit to Montreal. There 
are always at least 15,000 fans when Canadiens are home . 

It looked like the hockey steal of the decade for a few weeks, 
but Andre Savard is playing so well, and both ways, that 
Buffalo Sabres don't think they lost in the trade which 
brought Savard for Pete McNab. who is having a great 
season for Boston Bruins ... it surprised to note that Hugh 
Campbell, who has returned to the Canadian Football League 
as coach of the Edmonton Eskimos, is only 35 years old.

famous wines are produced 
add to the feeling that some¬ 
how you’ve landed in a mani¬ 
cured comer of Germany’s 
Rhineland: Kroendorf, Bara¬ 
kas tel, Buring, Hoffman. 

The 23-rtiile-long Barossa 
Valley is a mere 35 miles 
northeast of Adelaide, the 
park-studded capital of the 
state of South Australia and a 
city with a distinct Anglo per¬ 
sonality. In character and 
feeling, however, the valley is 
another world, a German one. 

Looking at the valley from 
Scenic Drive above Mengler 
Hill, you can’t help but feel 
your eyes are wandering over 
one of those verdant, patches 
of wine-growing earth that 
turn much of southwestern 
Germany into rolling grids of 
purple and light green. 

Down from the lookout point 
and linked by neat and wind¬ 
ing roads are the area’s main 
communities — Tanunda, An- 
gaston, Nuriootpa and Lyn- 
doch. Around them cluster 
smaller towns and hamlets, 
all boasting a hand in the In¬ 
dustry that has made the 
Barossa Valley Australia’s 
premier wine-making area. 

The score of wineries In the 
area produce 70 per cent of 
the country’s wine and almost 
90 per cent of its brandy. 

As you drive around the 
valley you often find re¬ 
minders of Its origins more 
than a century ago as a ref¬ 
uge for a group of German 
Lutherans who had fled their 
homeland to escape religious 
persecution. 

Narrow Lutheran churches 
with typical slender spires 
abound, as do sturdy and old 
stone houses, neat gardens 
and streets as clean as the 
many trees on them are prop¬ 
erly trimmed. 

The phone book is crowded 
with Hoffmans. Seppedts, 
Henschkes and other Teutonic 
names. However, don’t make 
the mistake of thinking of 
these unfailingly friendly 
folks as Germans — let alone 
addressing them as such. 

Though proud of their 
ancestry and still retaining 
many of the traditions of their 
forefathers, the people of the 
Barossa consider themselves 
100 per cent Australian, 
which, of course, they are 
since the majority of them

LONDON (Special) — It is 
ironic that one of the oldest 
cities in the western world is 
also one of the trendiest. 

London’s music industry 
gave the world the Beatles, 
and its fashion industry pro¬ 
duced the mind - skirt and 
made Carnaby Street a world- 
renowned place name. 

Now the latest thing to whet 
the appetites of tourists and 
locals alike is the London 
Wine Bar. Countless wine 
bars have opened up around 
the city in the last year. 

Dispensing wine only, and 
in copious quantities at rock- 
bottom prices, they are vying 
with the traditional British 
pub as the principal watering 
holes for thirsty patrons. 

Not that the local pub is in 
any danger of extinction — 
the summer drought reaf¬ 
firmed its place in British 
life. 

But the wine bars are filling 
a small void created in recent 
years when the big breweries 
started buying up their outlets 
and handing them over to of- 
ten-indifferent managers who 
lacked the pizzazz of the old- 
time. friendly publicans. 


known formally as the Baros¬ 
sa Valley Vintage Festival. 
This year it will be held April

how important 
you are. 
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Skiing with the ghosts of miners 


PARK CITY, Utah - Down 
the tubes goes another old 
ghost town. 

Can this be the same Park 
City I visited a mere 10 years 
ago, the quaint village with 
the miners' shacks and all 
that Victorian gingerbread? 

From boom to bust to 
boom, it's come full circle. 

Transforming old mining 
towns into chic resorts has de¬ 
veloped into a lucrative pas¬ 
time for dozens of promoters. 
And although they’re respon¬ 
sible for reviving Park City, 
at the same time the old 
image is being eroded. 

Instead of colorful shanties, 
dozens at slick condominiums 
provide shelter for the skiers 
who make Park City a winter 
playground. 

As a result, sliver once 
mined from Treasure Moun¬ 
tain is being returned by va¬ 
cationers while developers 
aero in on still more raw land. 

Only at Park City it’s work¬ 
ing both ways. While skiers 
cut a swath overhead and the 
groan of the bulldozer echoes 
among the hills, the miners 
still dig for riches un¬ 
derground. 

The hills have produced 
nearly $500 million in ore. 
Still, more silver remains in 
the ground than has ever been 
carried away. 

In its heyday legions of 
characters roamed the streets 
of Park CSty — John the Bap¬ 
tist. Paddy the Pig and 
others. The population swelled 
to 15,000 and immigrant 
workers slept in tents and 
brush shanties. They were 
Chinese and German. Irish, 
Welsh, Scottish. Austrian, 
Czech, Italian, Spanish and 
Scandinavian. 

By the late 19th century 
Park City had become one of 
the world’s richest mining 
camps. Prospectors arrived in 
town penniless and walked 
away millionaires. George 
Hearst, the father of William 
Randolph, left town with more 
than $50 million. 

In the frenzy, the earth be¬ 
came honeycombed with tun¬ 
nels until today more miles of 
rail tracks are found un¬ 
derground than feed the en¬ 
tire Manhattan subway sys¬ 
tem. 

Until a few years ago skiers 
rode old miners’ trains deep 
into Treasure Mountain where 
an elevator hoisted them 1,800 
feet to the slopes overhead. 

Now they’re delivered to the 
snowy peaks by nearly a 
dozen chair lifts and the 
West’s longest gondola ride. 

Others hop helicopters that 
deposit them in the virgin 
powder of distant mountains, 
the tab varying from $40 to 
560 a passenger, depending on 
the location and the number 
of skiers. 

And for the diehard who 
r an't get in enough snowtime 
during the day. Park City pro- 
\ides night skiing down Pay¬ 
day, described as "the longest 
lighted run in the Rockies.” 

Two lilts operate seven 
nights a week and lessons are 
provided by Olympic gold 
medalist Stein Eriksen. His 
team witl take on the slow 
pacer as well as the hotdog- 
ger looking for a bit of coach¬ 
ing at the gates. 

Only 27 miles east of Salt 
Lake City, Park City has de¬ 
veloped into one of the West's 
major ski destinations. Of 
dozens of packages created 
for the snow buff, one being 


touted by Western Airlines 
sells for less than $100, which 
includes shelter for seven 
nights and a lift pass for six 

days. 

In Park City, accommo¬ 
dations range from shabby to 
sharp. Among the cheapies 
Mid-Mountain Lodge accom¬ 
modates up to 118 skiers & 
night. Operating European 
style, the lodge features bunk 
beds and rooms without baths 
(just toddle on down the hall 
to the community showier). 

While accommodations are 
Spartan, the price cannot be 
debated. Bunk, breakfast, din¬ 
ner and lift pass come to a 
mere $31.25 a day. 

A sign alongside the road on 
the approach to town suggests 
that new arrivals "park the 
body at Miner’s Hospital,” a 
dormitory-style setup that 
locals refer to as the Palace 
Flophouse. 

At the Palace Flophouse, in 
case anybody is curious, the 
nightly tab comes to $7.50. 

For the skier with plenty of 
silver jingling in his jeans, 
super condominiums go beg¬ 
ging for $75. $90 and $105 a 
night for one-, and two- and 
three-bedroom arrangements. 
Similar units are on sale 
starting at $55,000 and for the 
truly deluxe suite of the lot (a 
super penthouse overkooking 
the village shopping mall) the 
price is a hefty $195,000. 

Given my preference, I 
would rest the frame at Mine 
Camp, a cluster of 10 bunga¬ 
lows anchored to a hillside

above Main Street. Rates 
vary from $42 double for a 
one-bedroom cottage to $48 
for a two-bedroom unit roomy 
enough for six persons. 

Fashioned after Park City’s 
early miner cabins, the new 
bungalows feature push-but¬ 
ton fireplaces, brass beds. 
Franklin stoves, rocking 
chairs and plain old-fashioned 
goodness. 

Similar warmth is provided 
at Brown House, a restored 
100-year-old private home a 
few doors away. It’s propri¬ 
etors. Bonnie and Ralph 
Brown, have papered and 
pampered the old frame, com¬ 
bining tum-of-the-century at¬ 
mosphere with modem conve¬ 
niences. Victorian patterns 
shield the walls, white lace 
curtains hang at its windows 
and Colonial spreads cover 
the beds. 

Rates for each of its three- 
bedrooms come to $30 a night, 
double occupancy, and $5 
apiece for extra guests. 


An ex-boardinghouse for 
miners. Brown House pro¬ 
vides a splendid view from its 
hillside perch. Likewise, it 
was a splendid investment for 
the Browns, who bought it 16 
years ago along with four lots 
lor $850. 

The asking price today is a 
coo! $100,000. 

Among Park City's other 
entrepeneurs, 42-yearold ex- 
Angeleno Jim Carr is the inn¬ 
keeper at the Alpine Prospec¬ 
tor. a ticky-tacky albeit inex¬ 
pensive rooming house on 
Main Street. While lacking in 
elegance, it’s unquestionably 
reasonable, with rooms avail¬ 
able from $6 to $11.50 a night. 

Carr, formerly employed by 


Litton Industries, also has ac¬ 
quired a couple of old miner’s 
shacks into which he had sunk 
a goodly amount of cash. His 
remodelling endeavors have 
included knocking down the 
cobwebs and installing Tif¬ 
fany lamps, Franklin stoves 
and cathedral ceilings. 


Chalet Gaslight, which he 
rents for $40 a night (double 
occupancy), will sleep as 
many as six guests. For the 
extra persons he asks $5 per 
body. Besides its two bed¬ 
rooms the Chalet contains a 
fireplace, new furnishings and 
a string of antiques.

Rude staff out, 
hotelman warns 


(MONTREAL (CP) — "The 
occasional burnt steak is 
something that can happen,” 
says Peter Hollaus, ‘‘but a 
rude and impolite staff is in¬ 
excusable.” 

Hollaus, general manager 
of the Chateau Champlain for 
almost two years, should 
know. He was elected Hotel- 
man of the Year for 1976 by 
the Commerical Travellers’ 
Association. 

“So many young people now 
feel that it is an insult to 
serve,” he said. “But the 
name of the game is service 
and we have to strive for per¬ 
fection, nothing less.” 

Hollaus has been in the 
hotel business for 17 years. 
Bom and raised in a small 
town in Austria, he saw an ap¬ 
prenticeship with a hotel as a 
way of leaving home. 

At 15, he was working in a 
hardware store and taking a 
commercial course at night 
“to make my mother happy.” 

His dream was to be a 
porter at a hotel. “They 
looked so impressive in their 
uniforms atAhe entrance that 
I was afraid to walk past 
them.” 

After apprenticeship, he be¬ 


came a bellboy at the famous 
Hotel Sacher in Vienna. ‘Those 
were the days when my 
parents had to pay for me to 
work there.” 

‘‘Those were also the days 
when you took everything,” 
he said. “I once poured soup 
over a lady’s fur coat and the 
head waiter slapped me in the 
face. The lady gave me the 
biggest tip I ever received, 
though.” 

Fluent in German, English, 
French and Dutch, Hollaus 
said a hotelier should be expe¬ 
rienced in every stage of hotel 
administration.

ANTHENS — UNESCO (the 
United Nations Educational, 
Scientific, and Cultural Orga¬ 
nization) has launched a 
worldwide campaign to save 
the 2,500-year-old Acropolis 
from irreparable damage, 
caused mainly by atmospher¬ 
ic pollution. 

The campaign opened with 
an appeal delivered from the 
rock of the Acropolis Jan. 10 
by UNESCO director-general 
Amadou-Mahtar M’bow of 
Senegal. 

M’bow said: ‘‘This magnifi¬ 
cent monument, on which Ic- 
tino and Phidias left the im¬ 
print of their genius, is threat¬ 
ened with destruction as a re¬ 
sult of the damage which in¬ 
dustrial ci\ilization hps in¬ 
creasingly inflicted on it for a 
number of years past.” 

The damage has reached 
such projK>rtions that the tem¬ 
ples, sculptures, and founda¬ 
tions no longer can be pre¬ 
served unless a vast and com- 


The statues of Kecrops, Ka- 
liroi, and Pandrosos already 
have been removed from the 
western pediment of the 
Parthenon.Copies supplied by 
the British Museum eventual¬ 
ly will take their places. 

Molds of the Caryatids in 
the southern side of the 
Erecthium are being made so 
the statues can be replaced 
with duplicates made of more 
durable material. 

Experts say the Acropolis 
antiquities have been hurt 
more by air pollution in the 
past few decades than they 
were by exposure to the 
weather during the previous 
four centuries. Exhaust fumes 
from airplanes and au¬ 
tomobiles have been the worst 
offenders. 

Some steps have been taken 
to counter this and studies 
also are under way on the fea¬ 
sibility of covering the monu¬ 
ments with protective plastic 
domes. 


plex program of conservation 
is undertaken without delay, 
he said. The cost of the work 
could not be borne by the 
Greek government alone. 

He appealed to artists, sci¬ 
entists, institutions, and peo¬ 
ple everywhere to contribute 
their talents and financial aid 
to safeguard ‘‘the crowning 
glory of a civilization to which 
art, science, and philosophy, 
even in our modem world, 
still owe an immense debt of 
gratitude.” 

UNESCO acted after receiv¬ 
ing an appeal for help from 
the Greek government. The 
decision was approved at the . 
organization’s 19th session 
held in Nairobi, Kenya, last 
fall. 

An international fund is 
being set up and special stu¬ 
dies on the preservation of 
monuments are being carried 
out by leading scientists from 
various countries. 

The Greek government has 
earmarked $1.6 million, but 
UNESCO’s target is $25 mil¬ 
lion. A Greek working group 
headed by archeology Prof. 
Nicholas Platon is co-ordinat¬ 
ing the operations.

the temples on the Acropolis [ 
must be pulled apart so they I 
can be supjiorted by non-rust- | 
ing materials, Greek Culture I 
and Science Minister Constan¬ 
tine Trypanis said at the cam¬ 
paign-launching ceremony. 

Scientists are working to lo¬ 
cate the rusting rods with 
gamma rays. 

Salvage operations also 
have focused on replacing 
statues and sculptures with 
plaster-cast duplicates and on 
removing the originals to the 
safe and controlled environ¬ 
ment of museums.

Dead Sea offers 
space-age swim 


BIN GEDI, Israel - Swim¬ 
ming in the Dead Sea pro¬ 
duces the other-worldly sensa¬ 
tion of floating in an astro¬ 
nauts’ zero-gravity chamber. 
Due to high concentrations of 
minerals, the human body 
floats in the Dead Sea. 

When walking into it, you 
reach a point, usually when 
you are between waist and 
chest deep, when buoyancy 
sweeps your feet to the sur¬ 
face. Sun worshippers simply 
prop their hands behind their 
heads and soak up the rays 
with almost no distractions, 
except a hardy breed of flies. 
i For tourists in Israel, a 
visit to the 500-square-mile 
Dead Sea is as essential as 
going to the top of the Empire 
State Building is in New 
York. Apart from its quirky 
swimming qualities, the Dead 
Sea is the lowest point on 
earth, lying 1,202 feet below 
sea level. It is part of the 
great Jordan rift that cleaves 
the earth from Syria to south¬ 
east Africa. 

A head-first plunge Is defini¬ 
tely not the best waya to ex¬ 
perience this natural phenom¬ 
enon since the salt level is 10 
times greater than the open 
seas. Most bathers enter cau¬ 
tiously. trying to splash water 
above the neck. 

Dead Sea water is painful if 
a swimmer has cuts or sores. 
It's a literal case of pouring 
salt into wounds. 

Surrounded by the sparsely 
populated, lunar-like Judean 
hills, tiie Dead Sea is nearly 
dead quiet. Floating is a 
smooth spoil because of mini¬ 
mal wave action and because 
floaters don’t have to keep an 


eye out for sharks, crabs, jel¬ 
lyfish or other nuisances. 

Swimmers don't have to 
worry about slipping on algae- 
oovered stones because no 
plants or animals survive in 
this land-locked sea. 

There is a catch to the re¬ 
laxing sensation of weight¬ 
lessness. The body's balanc¬ 
ing mechanism becomes ac¬ 
customed to the buoyancy at 
the water and therefore when 
swimmers walk out of the sea 
they experience the clumsi¬ 
ness of a newborn animal. 

Returning from the dense 
water, bathers head for a 
shower to rinse off the potent 
mineral solution. Without a 
shower, hair begins to feel 
gritty and a chalky white 
powder api>ears on the skin. 

Only two inches of rain fall 
annually at the Dead Sea. The 
Jordan River pours 6.5 million 
tons of water daily into the 
lake, but all its living contents 
die soon after contact with the 
salt liquid. 

The water evaporates so 
fast in the baking sun that a 
permanent vapor cloud hangs 
over the sea. 


water-savers to save the 
country's sinking reservoirs: 
Shower heads that cut the 
spray down to half—you really 
don’t notice it. A half-gallon 
jar of sand in the toilet res¬ 
ervoir cuts down the flushing 
flow. 

At regular morning inter¬ 
vals I shouted up the stairs: 
"Turn off that shower and get 
ready for school!” 

The rains came while I was 
prowling the foothills of the 
Mother Lode country. And I 
headed for the land of skis 
and hot buttered rum. 

Skiing started early in Cali¬ 
fornia — though it’s more so¬ 
phisticated now. More expen¬ 
sive, too. 

It was the year 1867. Creed 
Raymond was a high-priced 
lawyer for the Southern Pacif¬ 
ic.

Die rich 
and respected — and often 
hated — leaving libraries, uni¬ 
versities and museums to the 
public.) 

In early days, Haymond 
had carried the mail on skis 
between La Porte and Poker 
Flat. He decided to hold a 
great ski meet. 

Robert Oliver of Sawpit was 
judged the best skier in Cali¬ 
fornia. He was presented the 
prize at Logan’s saloon. Creed 
Haymond wasc elected pres¬ 
ident of the ski club. 

"He made the boys a little 
speech through which ran his 
usual vein of humor,” wrote 
the correspondent. (The first 
ski reporter in the Golden 
State.) 

"'Hiis was fallowed by 
cheers for Haymond, cheers 
for the champion of the belt. 

"Cheers for the ladies were 
followed by songs among 
which were 'No Irish Need 
Apply’ and ‘Beautiful 6tar‘. 


"The band struck up a 
march. The meeting formed 
itself into a procession and 
marched to the Masonic Hall 
where a ball closed the festive 
scenes of the racing season. " 
The snow is not deep

"We need two more storms 
like this,” says a ski instruc¬ 
tor at Squaw Valley. 

Up on the mountain, above 
the big ski rerort, Alex Cash¬ 
ing is building a million dpllar 


ski lodge. Cushing hought the 
1960 Winter Olympics here in 
an amazing single-handed ef¬ 
fort. 

He was confident that it 
will always snow in the high 
Sierra.

History’s hotel on road to recovery 


LOS ANGELES — Experi¬ 
ence has made me rather 
leery of "renovated'’ hotels. 

Instinctively I lapse into a 
state of patient weariness 
when some aggressive public 
relations type extolls the vir¬ 
tues of the "new'ly refur¬ 
bished" or "beautifully re¬ 
stored" facility he or she 
would like me to inspect 
and write about. 

More often than not the hos¬ 
telry in question turns out to 
be a white elephant disguised 
by nothing more dramatic 
than a coat or paint, some 
new lamps and perhaps some 
new carpeting. 

Thus it was that I greeted 
the news of the Biltmore Ho¬ 
ld’s $16 million renovation 
project with something less 
than keen interest, and an in¬ 
vitation to stay at what was 
once one of America’s pre¬ 
mier hotels with something 
less than bounding enthusi¬ 
asm. 

True, as a youngster I had 
stood in the Biltmore’s cathe¬ 
dral-like lobby admiring the 
brilliantly hand-painted vault¬ 
ed ceiling, the cherubs and 
rams that lined its elaborate 
base above the friezed arches. 

I remember the twin stair¬ 
ways to what my eyes per¬ 
ceived as an altar but was, in¬ 
stead, a majestic portal lead¬ 
ing to the Galeria level. It 
was all very rich, very ele¬ 
gant and very artistic — an 
Italian Renaissance church of 
sorts whose congregation In¬ 
cluded the era’s biggest 
names and i»ocketbooks. 

Sendee, I recall, also was 
special, as were the large 
guest rooms. 

But all this was long ago, 
my first visits dating back to 
the 1940s and ’50s. Subsequent 
stays convinced me the hotel 
was slowly but perceptibly 
sliding down from the service 
and maintenance standards 
which, along with the Bilt¬ 
more’s renowned pieces of ar¬ 
chitectural and other art, es¬ 
tablished it as a landmark 
practically from the day it 
opened its doors in 3923. 

Let’s move now to the ar¬ 
rival t- with several million 
dollars and ideas to match — 
of two creative people whose 
profession makes them singu¬ 
larly unlike most if not all 
hotel owners: two architects. 

Phyllis B. Lambert of Mon¬ 
treal and Gene R. Summers 
of the California resort com¬ 
munity of Newport Beach 
bought the Biltmore for $5 
million and immediately 1 
agreed to spend more thfOj 
three times that much to com¬ 
pletely restore the hoteL ' \ 

"Both of us being archi¬ 
tects,” says Summers, "gives 
us the unique opportunity to 
participate in every phase of 
the project, from planning to 
construction to management." 

Ambitious is the word for 
the undertaking, a compre¬ 
hensive 18-month operation 
that ultimately will include 
every one of the hotel’s 1,072 
guest rooms as well as the 
various public facilities. 

'Two-thirds of the guest 
rooms already have been re¬ 
modelled and redecorated. Hie 
new Bernard’s restaurant is 
consistently collecting raves 
both for its outstanding conti-

nental cuisine and the gra¬ 
cious service. 

The famous lobby has been 
painstakingly restored to the 
Renaissance splendor which 
decades ago prompted its cre¬ 
ator, the late Italian artist 
Giovanni B. Smeraldi, to call 
it his finest work in this 
country. 

While every effort is being 
made to preserve the original 
character and mood of the fa¬ 
cades and the public rooms, 
Summers and Lambert decid¬ 
ed to go modem, or with a 
"new look,” as they refer to 
it, in the kitchen and other fa¬ 
cilities as well as in the guest 
rooms. 

Too, they tapped motion pic¬ 
ture designer Bill Jobe to 
create the handsome new uni¬ 
forms worn by the 450 men- 
and women on the Biltmore’s 
staff. 

Not being a devotee of what 
many hotels label new look or 
"modem” rooms, I was ready 
for utter disappointment on 
learning about the owners’ de¬ 
cision in this area. I need not 
have feared. Yes, guest room 
furnishings are contemporary, 


but they’re handsome. Too, 
warm earth tones and the 
presence of live plants add 
considerably to a feeling of 
gracious comfort. 

Blame it on my being a 
travel writer — rather than 
an art critic — that I failed to 
be favorably impressed by the 


prints and sculpture works of 
contemporary artist Jim Dine 
you find in all of the renovat¬ 
ed guest rooms. But I noticed 
them. And if the owners’ in¬ 
tention was to offer their 
guests a "visual experience,” 
they succeeded in my case. 

I wasn’t around 53 years 


ago when the Biltmore 
opened, or soon after that 
the finest hotels in this hemi¬ 
sphere. But, as I said earlier, 
I did stay many times when it 
still was an impressive home 
of fine service, outstanding 
food and works of art.

Back in the Golden Day* of 
the 1360s, winter cruises were 
gaining popularity but most of 
the traffic was out of New 
York to Nassau. Bermuda 
and the Caribbean. 

Then came the age of jet 
aiiplane travel and with it, 
vacations at sea dipped sig¬ 
nificantly. 

Now, it’s back to the sea 
again far the ideal rest from 
office labors and winter snows 
— even from California sun¬ 
shine. 

The cruise business is big¬ 
ger than ever, the choices are 
more numerous than ever, the 
foreign ship owners, including 
the Russians, are grabbing at 
North American passenger 
dollars, and steamship lines 
are co-operating with airlines 
to popularize what is called 
tiie sea-air vacation trip. 

Some steamship lines are 
paying part or all of air fare 
either to get an Easterner to 
Las Angeles or San Francisco 
for sea embarkation or to get 
Westerners to New Orleans, 
Miami, San Juan and other 
Eastern ports for cruises. 

Among the newcomers, the 
Russians are the most ener¬ 
getic in the invasion of Ameri¬ 
can markets. The Black Sea 
Shipping Co. experimented 
in 1375-76 with its spanking 
new motor ship Odessa sailing 
on seven - day cruises from 
New Orleans to Mexican and 
Honduran ports. 

So successful was this ven¬ 
ture that the Odessa is back 
this winter, and along with it 
| an even newer Soviet ship, 
the Dazakhstan, has joined 
the New Orleans run with 
both seven- and 14-day cruises 
that add distance and ports of 
call like (Montego Bay, Cura¬ 
cao, Grand Cayman, even 
Caracas. 

Also, the Soviet CTC Lines’ 
Mikhail Lermontov is taking 
on an even more ambitious 
adventure — 23- and 37»day 
nine-port trips from Van¬ 
couver, Seattle,, San Francis¬ 
co and Los Angeles to Acapul¬ 
co. Tahiti. Rarotonga, Auck¬ 
land and Sidney. 

National Airlines is co¬ 
operating with the Soviets 
on the Odessca and Kazahk- 
stan trips — jetting passen¬ 
gers at reduced fares from 
the West Coast and Eas¬ 
tern cities to New Orleans. 

Soviet competition, how- 
| ever, has not daunted other 
U.S.-based steamship lines. 
Sitmar, for one, has several 
14-day trans-Panama Canal 
trips scheduled for the 
winter. Their vessel is the 
Fairsea, and they will fly you 
free from the West Coast to 
San Juan to join a westward 
sea voyage, or from San Juan

Later in 1977 Sitmar will 
increase its 10- and U-day 
cruises in the Caribbean, re¬ 
ducing the number of its se¬ 
ven-day trips. Its Fairsea and 
Fairwind, 25,000-ton vessels, 
will show' slightly increased 
prices in ‘77, but as Liberian- 
registered vessels the rates 
still are some of the most - 
popular in the cruise business. 

Base price $4,425 South 
American cruises are being 
offered by Prudential Lines, 
and the attraction for some on 
these voyages is the 100-pas¬ 
senger limit of the liners 
used. Another line, Carnival 
Cruise Lines, is pushing the 
country and western theme to 
get business.

Lines also is going big for the 
air-sea bargain. It uses 
charter flights to jet passen¬ 
gers to places like San Juan 
for one week in the friendly 
seas of the Caribbean. 
Princess has a full list of 
other vacation opportunities 
and it is battling the Rus¬ 
sians, Sitmar and other lines 
for a full share of the air-sea 
bargain business. 

German, Norwegian and 
Dutch lines also are busy on 
both U.S. coasts garnering 
Caribbean winter bu¬ 
siness. Holland America, for 
instance, offers a 50-per-cent j 
air fare saving for one of its 
Caribbean sailings and free 
air passage from Los Angeles 
to New York for 10-day and 
11-day trips. 

Monarch Cruises calls their 
vacation “7th Heaven Fly- 
cruises” and the Los Angeles 
firm is working with National 
Airlines on the one-week and 
two-week trips out of Miami. 

Shipping lines report near 
full bookings on most winter 
trips. This is a remarkable re¬ 


covery from the situation of 
15-20 years ago when the 
cruise business was in the dol¬ 
drums because of the new ex¬ 


citing jet air travel lure. 

The competition is keen and 
with Soviet bargain prices 
now a part of the cruise 


scene; Printer vacationers on 
both th^Pacific and East 
Coast are getting the best 
part ot two worlds.

Casualties of sex liberajiiy 


VANCOUVER (CP)-The 
sexual revolution hasn’t 
brought liberation to today’s 
teenage girls, a Vancouver 
health worker said here: “All 
it had done for them is in¬ 
crease their sexual pres- 
ures.” 

Diana Lion, a staff member 
of Vancouver Women’s 
Health Collective, said in an 
interview teenage girls today 
are caught in a pressure play 
betw-een their parents’ coun¬ 
sel favoring pre-marital vir¬ 
ginity, and demands by boys 
in their peer group to “put 
out” sexually 

“All this so-called liberation 
has done for young girls is to 
sandwich them between two 
pressure groups — their 
parents and their peers,” Ms. 
Lion said. “They feel they are 
being pushed into sex when 
they don’t really want it. but if 
they refuse they feel they will 
be out In the cold socially.” 

“Some boys don’t feel ready 
for sex in their early teens, 
but they have to go along with 
the crowd or risk having 
doubts created about their 
manhood.” she said. 

Ms. Lion said she has ob¬ 
served these reactions in talks 
with boys and girls she has 
conducted in high schools on 
behalf of the collective. 

“It seems to me the sexual 
revolution hasn’t even ena¬ 
bled young boys and girls to be 
more open with each other,” 
Ms. Lion said. “This frank¬ 
ness may be occurring be¬ 
tween men and women in the 
25 to 30 age group but the 
teenagers don’t seem to com¬ 
municate any better with 
those of the opposite sex 
about sexual matters than 
their parents did." 

That’s why she feels a 
centre like the Vancouver Wo¬ 
men’s Health Collective per¬ 
forms a useful function. “We 
can counsel women about

things they want to know- 
birth control, venereal dis¬ 
ease, pregnancy and the care 
of their bodies,” she said. ”We 
don’t sit in judgment.

That doesn’t mean that men 
are excluded from the centre. 
“Men often phone us for infor¬ 
mation about vasectomies,” 
she said. “Or they come in 
with their wives or girlfriends 
to get first-hand information 
so that they may help them.” 


Ms. Lion and Helena Sum¬ 
mers are among trained lay 
workers who run the collec¬ 
tive with the help of volun¬ 
teers. They teach women all 
aspects of health care, in¬ 
cluding pre-and post-natal 
counselling and birth control. 
They also see about 200 
women a year at a free once- 
weekly self-help clinic where 
a doctor is on hand to give 
them advice or to refer them 
for treatment. 

Tops cm their list of 
“musts” for women of all 
ages are breast and cervival 


examinations for aerly detec¬ 
tion of cancer. At the collec¬ 
tive, trained women given in¬ 
struction privately in how 
women may do these exami¬ 
nations themselves. 

“Many women feel intimi¬ 
dated when they go to a doc¬ 
tor,” Ms. Summers said. 
“They want to ask questions 
but they are afraid of taking 
up too much of the doctor’s 
time. 

"Here at the collective the 
women feel at ease because 
they know' we can take time 
to answer their questions and 
teach them w+iat they need 
to know- about their own 
bodies.” Instruction is also gi¬ 
ven in diaphragm insertion 
and natural family planning 
for women who for reasons of 
health or religious beliefs are 
opposed to using other meth¬ 
ods of contraception.

Be that as it may, here’s a 
brief style guide to metric 
language taken from the Met¬ 
ric Commission’s book How to 
Write SI (SI is an abbrevia¬ 
tion for Systeme Interna¬ 
tional!. in case you're 
curious: 

' One of the main advantages 
of SI is that there is a unique 
symbol for each unit. These 
symbols remain the same in 
all languages. You will find it 
easier and in most cases 


faster to use the SI symbol in¬ 
stead of writing the name of 
the unit in longhand or in 
shorthand. 

“The basic rules for the use 
of SI symbols are: 

”1) The symbols are always 
printed in roman (upright) 
type, irrespective of the type¬ 
face used in the rest of the 
text: m (metre), g (gram), 
0C (degree Celsiusi, s (sec¬ 
ond). Exception: the symbol 
for litre, where the use of the 
lower case 1 (ell) may be con¬ 
fused with the number 1 (one) 
and a script 1 or the word 
“litre” is written out in full. 

“2)> Symbols are never plura- 
lized: 1 g, 45 g (not 45 gs). 

3) Never use a period after 
a symbol, except where the 
symbol occurs at the end of a 
sentence. 

5) Always use a full space 
between the quantity and the 


“4) Symbols should always 
be used and unit names not 
written out: 36 m2 (not 16 
square metres i. Exception: 
litre (see exception to rule 
No.il).

It is also encouraging for 
Victoria's Amalgamated Con¬ 
servation Society which is 
starting a small steelhead 
hatchery program on the 
Coldstream this winter. 

Harvey is adamant that all 
hatchery-raised steelhead 
should be tagged and 
marked before release, so re¬ 
sults can be assessed. 

Up to Jan. 31 this yeEir 160 
winter steelhead had been 
counted over the Big Quali¬ 
cum hatchery fence. 

Some of them were trapped 
at the fence and checked for 
marks. Forty-six of those 
were unmarked wild fish and 
26 of them were marked (adi¬ 
pose fin removed) steelhead, 
which showed they were 
hatchery reared fish. Eight¬ 
een were kelts that had al¬ 
ready spawned and left the 
system. 

That indicates that 36 per 
cent of the steelhead return¬ 
ing to the Big Qualicum this 
year are hatchery produced, 
nearly all lie-ocean year, fish 
from the 1974 brood. 

Anglers have been catching 
three to five steelhead a day. 

The hatchery fish have been 
averaging seven pounds and 
have been as heavy as 15 
pounds, about the same as 
natural wild steelhead in the 
Big Qualicum. 

“Everyone says they can’t 
tell the difference in fight,” 
says Harvey. 

“The only way we have 
been able to tell is by the 
missing adipose fin. All the 
hatchery fish were marked 
before release and all have a 
coded wire tag in the nose 
and a missing adipose fin.” 

American anglers say they 
can tell the difference be¬ 
tween wild fish and hatchery 
fish because hatchery steel¬ 
head have a drooping dorsal 
fin, but Harvey says that 
doesn’t appear to apply to Big 
Qualicum hatchery fish. 

He explains that hatchery 
fish raised in the Big Quali¬ 
cum are raised under condi¬ 
tions as similar as possible to 
those reared in the natural 
river. 

But, there Is a big dif¬ 
ference. 

The number of steelhead 
produced in the Big Qualicum 
River naturally each year is 
between 2,500 and 3,000 in the 
entire 6 J 1- miles of river. 

And they come from 200 to

fish are-the very best,” says 
Harvey. “What we are trying 
to do is grow fish as close to 
natural fish as possible, and 
also maintain for as long as 
possible the natural producing 
fish in the system. That ap¬ 
plies to all species.” 

The fertilized eggs are 
placed in a small Heath in¬ 
cubator and the eggs develop 
in 114 to two months. 

When the eggs are hatched 
the steelhead fry are placed 
in a hatchery rearing tub for 
one month until the fry are 
large enough to be moved to 
the rearing channel, where 
they are kept for an addi¬ 
tional 12 months before re¬ 
lease. 

The 2,400-foot rearing chan¬ 
nel was built in 1964 for a 
spawning channel, but has 
been let go back to semi-na¬ 
tural condition and converted 
to a rearing channel with 
1,400 feet of it used for one 
million 90-day Chinooks, one 
million 13-month rearing coho 
and 25,000 steelhead. 

The old channel is kept as 
close as possible to a natural 
state.

“But, by feeding in the natural food as .well as the 
rearing channel we can put pellet feed from the hatchery, 
out 20,000 to 30,000 smolts Naturally raised steelhead 


from one very small section 
(about 50 yards) of the chan¬ 
nel.” Harvey says. 

And those smolts come 
from only nine to 10 females 
and about 20 male steelhead. 

The steelhead are taken out 
of the trap when they are ripe 
for spawning, anesthetized, 
the eggs and milt are 
squeezed out and fertilized, 
and then the fislh are re¬ 
leased back into the river. No 
fish are Wiled and the 30 
steelhead are all that are 
needed for the steelhead 
hatchery program. 

Only natural wild returning 
fish are taken for the hatch¬ 
ery program in order to main¬ 
tain the wild characteristics 
of the steelhead in the Big 
Qualicum. 

“I still maintain natural 


spend two years in fresh 
water, but the Big Qualicum 
hatchery steelhead are re¬ 
leased after only one year, 
because by intensive rearing 
and feeding they can be 
raised in that year to the 
10-ounce to one-pound smolt 
size for release. 

The Big Qualicum steelhead 
hatchery program started in a 
small way in 1972 when eggs 
were taken for a 1973 release 
of 5,000 smolts.

■Richard m closed Saturday 
night amid justifiable ap¬ 
plause and comments that it 
was one of Bastion Theatre’s 
too-few triumphs. 

And it can’t be too vehe¬ 
mently denied that the pro¬ 
duction as seen Thursday 
night was visually stunning, 
thanks in great part to Jack 
Simon’s evocative designs and 
Edwin Stephenson’s liquid 
staging. 

Yet with all the applause 
Stephenson deserves for pull¬ 
ing off this monumental pro¬ 
duction. he still must be held 
to blame — who else could it 
be? Surely not Shakespeare — 
for the production’s ultimate 
flaw. For all its competence, 
the production was without 
soul. 

In a word, this tragedy was 
not one. Despite all Richard’s 
devious manoeuverings and 
subsequent bloodshed. the 
gross deeds seemed reduced 
to almost the prank level. 

Jim McQueen’s perform¬ 
ance for all its elasticity and 
appeal ultimately fails to sat¬ 
isfy. His rascally Richard 
seems almost to have been 
inspired by something out of 
Butch Cassidy and the Sun¬ 
dance Kid. He humors with 
his aides but never conveys 
the horror of Richard. 

Are we really meant to 
think this man evil? Naw, 
he's just an engaging delin¬ 
quent whose mom didn’t love 
him enough to make up for all 
those physical deformities. 
Ultimately Stephenson’s pro-

VANCOUVER (OP) — 
Super-Valu will challenge the 
B. C . Broiler Marketing 
Board’s authority in B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court following board 
seizure of about 1,000 import¬ 
ed chickens according to com¬ 
pany spokesman Shirley Anne 
Brown. 

Ms. Brown said it was the 
company's understanding that 
the board “has no authority 
over imported chickens.’’ 

The supermarket company 
began selling Missouri-grown 
birds Wednesday at its 45 
Vancouven-area stores as an 
“ in-store special” 

The imported chickens cost 
the store about 55 cents a 
pound, compared with a 
wholesale cost of 75 cents a 
pound from RC. processors, 
and were to sell at 59 cents a 
pound. 

Martin McNeil, a marketing 
board inspector, entered sev¬ 
eral stores Thursday and 
placed seizure tags on the 
birds, forbidding anyone to 
move them. 

“We are simply carrying 


out our job as the consumers’ 
buying agent," said Ms. 
Brown. “Our first responsi¬ 
bility is to our customers." 

She said the chickens, 
which were cleared by federal 
health and agriculture auth¬ 
orities, were fresh, whole, 
U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture Grade A chickens. 

Ms. Brown, noting that im¬ 
ported chickens had been sold 
in Ontario, Manitoba and Al¬ 
berta, said the entire 20-cent 
saving Super-Valu made on 
the U.S. purchase was being 
passed on to consumers. 

Bruce Me An inch, a chicken 
farmer and chairman of the 
marketing board, said Kelly 
Douglas Co. Ltd. asked the 
board in November for per¬ 
mission to import U.S. chick¬ 
ens and was refused. The 
wholesaler is part of the Wes¬ 
ton food group which owns 
Super-Valu. 

McAninch said the board 
agreed to a joint study with 
the food industry of high B.C. 
chicken prices in December 
and understood the super¬ 


markets would continue sell¬ 
ing B.C. chicken while the 
study was being carried out. 

The chicken seizure was fol¬ 
lowed by local chicken farm¬ 
ers setting up picket lines at 
Super-Valu stores at two area 
shopping centres. 

McAninch said Super-Valu’s 
action could jeopardize the 
jobs of 1,000 workers in the 
B.C. processing industry, in 
addition to the 230 chicken- 
meat producers in the prov¬ 
ince. 

"They (Super-Valu) are 
supposed to be a Canadian 
company doing something for 


the Canadian economy," said 
McAninch. 

Meanwhile, Cyril Keetch, 
vice-president for food for 
Woodward’s Ltd., said his 
company did not intend to 
change its policy of support¬ 
ing B.C. producers while the 
price study was continuing. 

Marilyn Chilvers, a spokes¬ 
man fen: U.S.-owned Canada 
Safeway, said the company 
had no plans to sell imported 
chickens, but if Super-Valu 
successfully challenged the 
board’s authority, “We ob- 
jviously would have to assess 
our position."

Drop rollback—union 


British flex navy muscle in Anguilla 


MONTREAL (CP) —With 
bread rationing in effect in 
Montreal, union officials have 
asked Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau to overrule an Anti-Infla¬ 
tion Board decision Friday 
confirming an earlier wage 
rollback ior some of Mon¬ 
treal’s strllgjg flourmill wor¬ 
kers. 

'Hie board’s decision not to 
reconsider its earlier ruling 
which rolled back wages for 
37 employees of Phenix Flour 
Ltd. affects 475 flour workers 
at other Quebec companies 
who are also striking because 
of similar rollbacks. 

Meanwhile, quotas have 
been placed on bread pur¬ 
chases in most Montreal area 
stores as the supply of flour 
from Ontario rapidly dwin¬ 
dles. 

Nort)ert Rodrigue, president 
of the Confederation of Na¬ 
tional Trade Unions which 
represents the strikers, told a 
news conference a telegram 
had been sent to Trudeau de¬ 
manding direct cabinet inter- 
vention. 

A telegram was also sent to 
Quebec Finance Minister Jac¬ 
ques Parizeau asking the 
Parti Quebecois government to 
•■Increase pressure on the fed¬ 
eral government to end these 
wage controls,” said Rodri¬ 
gue. 


Dissident’s 
arrest 
plained 


Employees of four mills— 
Ogilvie Mills Ltd., Maple 
Leafe Mills Ltd., Robin Hood 
Multifoods Ltd., as well as 
Phenix—have vowed to strike 
until the wage rollbacks are 
cancelled.

MOSCOW (UPI) — The So¬ 
viet News Agency Tass said 
Friday human rights activist 
Yuri Orlov was arrested for 
not obeying a summons order¬ 
ing him to appear for ques¬ 
tioning. 

Dissident sources said Or¬ 
lov's wife, Irina, went to the 
attorney’s office Friday and 
was told her husband was at 
Moscow's Lefortovo prison, 
but was not advised of the 
charges against him. 

Orlov, who was arrested in 
Moscow Thursday, is the lead¬ 
er of a unofficial group moni¬ 
toring the Soviet Union’s com¬ 
pliance with the 1975 Helsinki 
Agreement on human rights. 

A week ago, two other 
members of the monitoring 
group — poet Alexander Gin* 
burg and Midola Rudenko, 
leader of Organization’s 
Ukranian branch — were 
arrested in an apparent Soviet 
crackdown on dissidents. 

Orlov’s arrest threatened to 
further strain relations be¬ 
tween Moscow and the new 
Carter administration, which 
has spoken out against Soviet 
harassment of dissidents. 

Tass said Orlov was sum¬ 
moned to the city attorney’s 
office Feb. 1 for questioning 
following a search of his 
apartment last month that 
turned up “anti-Soviet and 
slanderous’’ materials. 

At the Feb. 1 meeting, 
Orlov “conducted himself pro¬ 
vocatively, insulted represent¬ 
atives of the attorney's office 
and did not appear at the of¬ 
fice, when summoned again, 
which is i>unishable by law,” 
Tass said. 

“In view of this, Orlov was 
detained on Feb. 10 in confor¬ 
mity with legal procedure 
operating within the country," 
Tass said. 

Another prominent dis¬ 
sident, former Soviet Army 
Maj. Gen. Pyotr Grigorenko, 
has warned authorities plan 
“mass arrests” of human 
rights activists. 

Grigorenko predicted auth¬ 
orities would go into action 
before a scheduled June meet¬ 
ing in Belgrade, where the 35 
nations signing the Helsinki 
Agreement will examine the 
human rights situation in 
Europe since the 1975 confer¬ 
ence. 

“Now- nothing can be guar¬ 
anteed,” she said. “In order to 
prevent the word of truth in 
Belgrade, the Soviet repres¬ 
sive organs will stage further 
mass arrests.” 


Catalytic 
devices 
may fail 

DETROIT (Reuter) — Ford 
Motor Co. says it is notifying 
owners of 4.4 million 1973-74 
cars and light trucks with V-8 
engines using leaded gasoline 
that an emission control de¬ 
vice should be replaced in in¬ 
stances in which the com¬ 
ponent has failed because of 
perforation. 

Ford said the owners may 
be eligible for reimbursement 
of charges paid previously for 
replacement of the device. 

In Oakville, Ont., a Ford 
Motor Co. of Canada Ltd. 
spokesman said about 784,000 
vehicles were similarly affect¬ 
ed in Canada. 


The workers, whose 
average wage of $5.63 an hour 
was to reach an average of 
$7.12 later this year after ne¬ 
gotiated settlements, are bit¬ 
ter over rollbacks averaging 
about 40 cents an hour. 


Phenix had granted its 37 
workers increases of 11.88 per 
cent in the first year of a two- 
year contract, and 11.95 per 
cent the second year.

THE VALLEY, Anguilla 
(UPI) — A British warship 
steamed into Anguilla harbor 
Friday in a show of force to 
prevent further riots such as 
the one led by ousted prime 
minister Ronald Webster at 
the inauguration of his succes¬ 
sor. 

The HMS Tartar, a British 
naval frigate which carries a 
Wasp helicopter and is armed 


with two Seacat missiles, 
dropped anchor in the port of 
this 35-square mile island of 
6,000 persons. 

The arrival of die warship 
followed riots at the swearing- 
in of new’ Prime Minister 
Emile Gumbs, who was ap¬ 
pointed by the British gover¬ 
nor to succeed Webster. Po¬ 
lice had to fire tear gas to 
break up the riots and Gumbs 
had to flee the ceremony be¬ 


fore giving his inaugural 
address. 

Officials said Webster, who 
successfully fought a British 
attempt to give Anguilla its 
independence in an association 
with the islands of St. Kitts 
and Nevis 10 years ago, had 
led the disturbances. 

They also said Webster sup¬ 
porters planned a campaign 
to prevent the new adminis- 
tration’s ministers from 


reaching their office! by 
force. 

The helicopter off t he 
Tarter carried Royal Navy of¬ 
ficers to the residence of the 
British commissioner, David 
Lebreton, shortly after it an¬ 
chored. Officials said they 
were briefed on the latest 
developments by Gumbs, Le¬ 
breton and Anguilla police 
chief Joseph Norris Payne.

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English press free 

Quebec seeking 
news control, 
specialist claims 


MONTREAL (CP)-The 

go\ r emment wants Quebecers 
to control the news media in 
the province but does not in¬ 
tend to hinder freedom of the 
English-language press, say* 
a Parti Quebecois cultural 
specialist. 

Pierre de Bellefeuille, PQ 
member for Deux-Montagnes 
and a legislative assistant to 
Cultural Affairs Minister 
Louis O’Neill, said Quebec 
control of TV and radio sta¬ 
tions would riot be too difficult 
to achieve, but that control of 
the written press was a more 
complicated problem. 

He said taking control of 
Quebec newspapers currently 
owned by Canadian chains 
probably could not be dcsie 
while Quebec was still a part 
of Canada. 

The government did not in¬ 
tend to impose restrictions on 
investment in the news media 
while the province was in 
Confederation, he said. 

At a conference sponsored 
by the Women’s Press Club of 
Montreal, de Bellefeuille 


himself a former journalist, 
said despite the government’s 
intentions, there would be “no 
restrictions to block a free 
press.” 

However, in a warning 
aimed at unilingual English- 
language journalists, he said: 
‘Quebec society canhot toler¬ 
ate indefinitely the presence 
of anglophone journalists who 
don’t have a working knowl¬ 
edge of Quebec.” 

He also said there would be 
no CRC in a sovereign Que¬ 
bec. 

“In a sharing of assets, we 
would hope to acquire all its 
installations in Quebec, and 
have them run by an agency 
like Radio-Quebec or a group 
of agencies.” 

The English media in Que¬ 
bec had traditionally been the 
support of English economic 
power in the province, he 
said. 

The government was look¬ 
ing at ways to give Quebec 
magazines more prominent 
display in newstands as one 
way of fostering homegrowTi 
journalism. 


Air licensing field 
considered by Quebec 


OTTAWA (CP) — Quebec is 
considering stepping into the 
air licensing field, an area 
now entirely under federal au¬ 
thority, according to Quebec 
Transport Minister Lucien 
Lessdrd. 

The minister, who was at¬ 
tending a federal-provincial 
transport ministers’ meeting, 
said the new' Quebec govern¬ 
ment was thinking of includ¬ 
ing this provision in an outline 
of the government’s transport 
policy later this year. 

The federal government 
now issues aircraft and pilots’ 
licences and the Canadian 
i ransport commission hands 
out route licences to air carri¬ 
ers. No prouncial govern¬ 
ment has yet entered the air 
licensing field. 

Asked w hether the provin¬ 


cial government had the 
power to give air licenses, 
Lessard said Quebec believed 
the British North America Act 
gave the province the right to 
license people operating with¬ 
in Quebec boundaries. 

The Quebec minister did not 
elaborate on his air plans, 
which he said would be 
spelled out in the Parti Que¬ 
becois government’s transport 
policy statement.

player ever to win this event, 
and definitely the youngest 
since Bobby Fischer to win a 
major tournament at such an 
early age.

1 , 600 -year-old body 
shows pollution ills 


BBC’s outer home-grown programs lauded 


LONDON (CP) The 
BBC’s policy of producing 
home-grown programs in' the 
outlying regions of Britian 
was praised Friday by Cana¬ 
dian Communications Min¬ 
ister Jeanne Sauve. 

“It seems that Britain atta¬ 
ches more importance than 
we do” to making programs 


in the regions to serve region¬ 
al interests, she told report- 
errs. 

“We tend to centralize all 
the time.” 

Mme. Sauve completed two 
days of meetings with the 
heads of the state-owned BBC 
and the commercial television 


network, and with Lord 
Harris, minister responsible 
for broadcasting. 

She* spoke approvingly of 
the BBC’s establishment of 
major production centres in 
such areas as Wales and Scot¬ 
land, where many of the TV 
and radio programs are local¬ 
ly-produced. 


BBC Wales also produces 
programs for TV and radio in 
the Welsh language. 

It was a policy that should 
be studied in Canada, Mme. 
Sauve said. 

The minister, a former CBC 
broadcaster, also endorsed 
the British practice of sharing 


production and transmission 
facilities between the BBC 
and the private Independent 
Broadcasting Authority. 

She said such facilities were 
w asted in Canada because the 
CBC and private broadcasters 
insisted on building their own 
installations even if they were 
under-used. 


FAIRBANKS. Alaska (AP) 
— The frozen remains of an 
Eskimo woman who lived 
1.600 years ago show that air 
pollution was a problem even 
then. 

“She definitely had severe 
black lung.’’ said George 
Smith, a National Park Ser¬ 
vice anthroj)ologist. Black 
lung, caused by inhalation of 
coal dust, is common among 
mind's. 

Smith said the woman, who 
apparently died in a landslide 
or earthquake, probably ac¬ 
quired the lung condition by 
Inhaling fumes that ac- 
cumulatedaari constricted liv¬ 
ing qtMCt&rs from lamps that 
burned seal oil or whale blub¬ 
ber. 

He said the remains found 
on St. Lawrence Island in the 
Bering Sea—the oldest human 
body ever found in Alaska— 
also indicated that the woman 
suffered from coronary ath¬ 
erosclerosis and emphysema. 

Dr. Michael Zimmerman of 
the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania Hospital, who did an 
autopsy, said he found the in¬ 
ternal organs “remarkably 
well preserved." indicating 
that the body was frozen im¬ 
mediately after the woman 
died. 

Three Eskimo brothers 
found the body, partially .ex¬ 
posed. in October 1972. They 
re-buried it in the permafrost, 
then told Zorro Bradley, a re- 
learch anthropologist with the 
park service, of their find. 

The body was exhumed, 
shipped to the University of 
Alaska near here and placed 
In a deep freezer. Scientists 
from around the U.S. were 
recruited for a detailed exam¬ 
ination. 

Bradley said the body will 
be re-buried this summer 
near where it was found. 


Schools 
reject 
program 

TORONTO (CP) - More 
than a dozen Toronto second-* j| 
ary schools have refused to 
participate in Birth Control 
Week this week, the city de¬ 
partment of health says. 

Dr. Peter Cole, director of 
the department’s family ser¬ 
vices division, said the de¬ 
partment had not anticipated 
that school principals would 
he reluctant to allow distribu¬ 
tion of birth control literature. 

A senior public health of¬ 
ficial said that “some prin- 
cipals said literature like that 
would make the students 
more promiscuous.” 

Cole said that “some prin¬ 
cipals are under the mistak¬ 
en impression that the majori¬ 
ty of parents are against the 
idea of teaching birth contrdl 
to students.” 

The Toronto board of educa¬ 
tion was not asked for approv¬ 
al by the health department 
because there was not enough 
time, but Cole said next year 
the department would go di¬ 
rectly to the school board. 


Last looks 
of jumpers 
toward city 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Nine out of every 10 of the 
nearly 600 persons who have 
jumped from the Golden Gate 
Bridge faced toward the city 
of San Francisco instead of 
the Pacific Ocean when they 
leaped. 

Because’ of that, bridge 
director John Molinari. who is 
also a member of the San 
Francisco board of super¬ 
visors, has suggested that the 
east walkway on the span 
should be barred to pedestri¬ 
ans for a 30-day. period to see 
whether it cuts down on sui¬ 
cides. 

Within the past week, four 
persons leaped to their deaths 
from the span, bringing the 
total since it was built 40 
years ago to 591. 


Heavy trip 
for thief 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
greedy thief who broke into 
Pandora’s Box boutique in 
Gas town on Thursday man¬ 
aged to pile $20,875 worth of 
jewelry, jade and carvings 
into a trunk, but then couldn't 
move the trunk itself. 

Police said the thief had 
fled when they arrived, but 
the goods were intact. 

Kenneth Goodfriend, 26. of 
Vancouver, was later charged 
with breaking and entering. 


-A MESSAGE FROM THE 
MINISTER OF HEALTH 

About the New Victoria Hospital 



It's taken over 10 years of talking and more than 
$100,000 in consulting fees to arrive at the decision to build a 
300-bedt hospital on the Helmcken Road site. I think we 
owe it to the residents of Southern Vancouver Island to get 
on with the job. 

Some critics have said the government is building "a 
minor facility in the boondocks." This is not true. This will be 
a major hospital, with future accommodation of up to 500 
beds, located on a choice 34-acre site, only minutes from 
downtown Victoria. 

The consultants for the new hospital will be instructed 
to design the main services to the site to ultimately serve a 
500-bed hospital. The reason we can't do this right away is 
due to the constraints of capital funds available to the 
province. Capital projects in this Regional Hospital District 
have been allocated $58 million over the next five-year 
period. This is a large sum relative to money allocated to 
other areas and shows that we appreciate the need to catch 
up. But to completely transfer the Victoria General Hospital 
to the Helmcken Road site at this time would require an ad¬ 
ditional $20 million of capital funds which we do not have 
available unless we reduce capital programs elsewhere in 
the province. 

If we agreed to immediate construction of a 500-bed 
hospital on Helmcken Road this would boost the com¬ 
munity's share of the cost by $8 million. I leave it to the local 
taxpayers to calculate the effect on their mill rate. 

I want to emphasize that the Victoria General Hospital 
will continue to operate fully with its existing services until 
the new hospital is completed. There will be no reduction in 
services at the Victoria General Hospital until that time. 

As for the Victoria Medical Society's campaign against 
the new hospital, report after report favors the decision for a 
new major hospital to service Victoria District. No matter 
what the final decision is, there will be critics who disap¬ 
prove. We just can't waffle any longer on an issue as vital as a 
new hospital. 

Numerous committees, at both local and regional 
levels, have been involved in the decision-making process. I 
fully recognize the countless hours and the tremendous 
contribution made by the medical community who have had 
a representative on each and every committee. But now it is 
inconceivable to me that after all the reports, and all the dis¬ 
cussions, over the past 10 years, we are going to involve a 
question dealing with people's lives in further controversy. 
With full co-operation from the Capital Regional Hospital 
District, we have got the site. We have settled the immediate 
number of beds. We have got the capital funds — let's get 
the hospital built. 

In arriving at our decision, we have relied on reports by 
Agnew Peckham Associates, a highly regarded firm in the 
field of hospital planning. 

A report made in March 1969 said that the complexities 
of trying to provide a satisfactory master plan on the existing 
hospital site (the present Victoria General) with uncertain¬ 
ties about available land and highway routes, led the consul¬ 
tants to the conclusion that an alternative plan should be 
developed. At that time there was prolonged discussion 
between the city, region, and province regarding roads in 
the surrounding area. As this matter was never satisfactorily 
resolved, the road issue became a further handicap to the 
planning for Victoria General. 

The report went on to say that the balance of beds 


between the existing hospital and facilities that might be 
retained on the present site should be replaced in new con¬ 
struction elsewhere. "The site chosen for the new hospital, 
should be ... a minimum of 20 acres and 30 acres is recom¬ 
mended," added the report. 

"We have no doubt about the quality to operate an ef¬ 
ficient, economical, and high quality hospital in two loca¬ 
tions at least for a number of years," the report said. 

Another study by Agnew Peckham Associates in March, 
1975, considered several options to provide active treatment 
facilities in the area. This report concluded that Victoria 
General Hospital should be moved and that it should be as 
far west as possible from the Royal Jubilee Hospital. The 
report said: "The disadvantage to this solution would be to 
separate the Victoria General Hospital from its "downtown" 
image in terms of a major size. It would still be a community 
hospital for the approximately 50,000 people living in that 
area ... The role could continue to be developed." 

The report concluded that the new hospital should be 
constructed elsewhere as soon as possible and that "the total 
hospital" would emerge on the new site before many years 
had elapsed. 

The Capital Regional Hospital District concurred 
generally with this role study, as they did also with the subse¬ 
quent Master Program of July, 1975, by Agnew Peckham As¬ 
sociates. This Master Program considered Victoria General 
Hospital in the context of a split operation, saying the 
Southern Division of the hospital should "act as any general 
hospital of 200 to 250 beds." It emphasized that the life of 
this southern hospital, particularly for in-patient care, must 
be limited to 10 to 15 years. 

I think our decision to relocate the hospital is well sup¬ 
ported. This brings us to the other issue — dividing the 
hospital on two sites. i 

The Medical Staff of Victoria General Hospitals have said 
publicly that they are prepared to leave the choice of loca¬ 
tion to others provided the whole of Victoria General 
Hospital is located there as one unit. I understand that they 
say they know of possibly only one other instance in which 
the facilities of a major hospital are divided. I don't think this 
is accurate, and our consultants back this up in their report 
of March, 1969. 

There are numerous illustrations in Canada of Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals which have separate buildings. Admittedly, the 
separation is not as distant as now contemplated but with 
good planning this should not be a significant factor. 

A good example of the division in the U.S.A. of hospital 
care under separate arrangements is the Kaiser System. The 
fundamental ingredient here is the use of satellite hospitals 
referring to the parent hospital. Perhaps another example is 
the Fairview Hospitals in Minneapolis and Edina, Minnesota, 
where two physically separated hospitals are operated by 
the same board. Many of the services and departments of 
the two hospitals enjoy shared facilities and joint programs 
of operation. 

In any case, there should be no doubt in anybody's 
mind that eventually the new hospital will have 500 beds and 
will be the major facility. At the same time, we are not slam¬ 
ming the door on health services for people in the down¬ 
town area. We are asking the planners to look at several 
long-term options. Among these are long-term care and artH 
bulatory care.

LONDON. Ont. (CP) — By 
June 1, 130 London public 
school children expect to have 
jogged all the way from St. 
John’s, Nfld., to Victoria. 

They will have covered the 
4,500-mile trip without leav¬ 
ing the playground of Boyle 
Memorial public school 
The trip is a combination of 
physical fitness, social studies 
and metrics that Boyle’s 
teachers and principal de¬ 
vised last June. 

Their brainstorming session 
resulted in a 12-by-eix-foot 
splash of lime green and 
orange that dominates the 
school’s main hall as a map 
of Canada showing the chil¬ 
drens’ route, major cities and 
stop-off points. 

Every time a teacher or 
student completes five laps 
around a measured course in 
the school yard, the group 
moves a kilometre further in 
the journey. 

Principal Allan Speare said 
the children seem to love it 
and that it is a painless way 
to administer knowledge of 
Canada. The four top runners 
have covered 169 kilometres. 

Pam Tozer, an eight-year- 
old Grade 3 studenty, said it 
is a project that means “you 
can run and it’s fun and when 
you grow up you can join the 
Olympics.” She has ac¬ 
cumulated 43 kilometres. 

Speare said the children re¬ 
ceive certificates as they 
complete various distances. 
The school wrote chambers of 
commerce in major cities the 
children will run through to 
gather Information. It intends 
to let the chambers know as 
the children reach their cities. 

The school left St. John’s 
the first week in October — 
nobody seems to remember 
the exact date — and by Nov. 
22 had run 520 kilometres 
across Cabot Strait to Sydney, 
N.S., en route to Halifax. 

For Grade 6 teacher Arthur 
Hennessey who arrived in 
London in December from an 
Australian summer, jogging 
through snow' has been a dra¬ 
matic change. 

As he tramped over the 
course with the children a fel¬ 
low teacher cheered him on: 
“Run, Arthur, it doesn’t count 
if you walk!” 

For a more direct route, 
children will run across Lake 
Superior, over the Rockies 
and through the Strait of 
Georgia to get to Victoria. 

Speare sees the project as a 
booster tor school spirit that 


gives all students a common 
goal. 

*You’d be surprised how 
many children stop and read 
the literature put out on the 

ties they run through.” he 
said. “While this winter’s 
heavy snowfalls have slowed 
down the running, things will 
pick up when the weather 
gets good.’*

Chesnut’s 

arden Notes 




EXHIBITION LEEKS 

(A.C.. Colwood) 

Leeks are not blanched in 
the later stages of growth like 
celery: the blanching process 
should commence as soon as 
the plants are set out in the 
garden. 

One stunt much favored by 
exhibitors is to use old drain 
pipes for blanching, slipping 
one over the head of each 
plant. The standard pipe is 
too tall at first, so it is sunk 
into the ground deeply enough 
to expose some of the leek 
foliage, and is eased up gra¬ 
dually as the plants grow 
taller. Some keep gardeners 
fill the pipe with clean, dry 
sand: others just use the pipe 
as is. 

This Is for exhibition speci¬ 
mens. you understand. Ordi¬ 
nary leeks for the kitchen are 
usually blanched, hereabouts, 
by pulling earth up around 
them with the hoe. Another 
good way, very common in 
the Old Country, is to punch 
holes in loose, rich soil, about 
three inches in diameter and 
nine inches deep, drop in a 
leek seedling, then pour in a 


little water. The holes are 
spaced about 10 inches apart, 
and are not filled in but be¬ 
come gradually filled with 
earth falling in during routine 
cultivations. 

BOTANICAL TERM 
(G.N., Victoria) 

The letters FI. PI. following 
the name of a plant are an 
abbreviation for the word 
"flore pleno,” meaning double 
flowers. For example, Prunus 
triloba fl. pi. is the double’flo- 
wered form of the ornamental 
flowering almond, with blos¬ 
soms like little pink rosebuds. 
HOUSEPLANT PRIMULA 
(J.Y., Victoria) 

No variety of houseplant 
primrose is very long-lived. 
Primula malaeoides (the 
Fairy Primrose) and P. sinen¬ 
sis (the Chinese primrose) 
cannot be held over and both 
should be discarded after they 
finish blooming. New plants 
are not particularly difficult 
to grow from seed. 

I imagine your gift plant is 
probably Primula obconica. 
which can be held over for 
more than one season of 


bloom. It likes a shady, cool 
situation outdoors in summer 
and a sunny window of a real¬ 
ly cool room in winter. Main¬ 
tain the soil evenly but only 
just barely moist, never 
sloppy wet. 

I should mention once 
again that this particular 
primrose has a rather sinister 
reputation for causing a skin 
rash. I suggest you keep a 
close watch on your hands 
and the hands of your family 
for a while, and if a rash 
should apepar, gert rid of your 
plant. 

Quite a few folks are aller¬ 
gic. to Primula obconica, but 
the rash, while itchy and irri¬ 
tating. is not persistent and 
should Clear up of its’ own ac-V 
cord when the plant is re¬ 
moved. Give it to someone 
who isn’t sensitive to it. 

DWARF IDBELIA 
(V.McN, Nanaimo) 

Lobelia is handled a little dif¬ 
ferently from the other half- 
hardy annuals which are 
started from seed under glass 
or indoors. The seeds are 
started in the ordinary way, 


sown thinly in pots, but when 
the time comes for “pricking 
off ,r — this is a gardener's 
term for transplanting the 
crowded baby seedlings from 
a pot to spaced-out positions 
in boxes or seed flats — they 
are lifted and transplanted in 
little bunches, rather than sin¬ 
gly, with anywhere from four 
to eight seedlings in each 
bunch. 

Eventually, these are trans¬ 
planted to die open garden in 
the same way —• in bunches 
rather than as single plants. 
FIRETOORN PRUNING 
(M.E., Victoria) 

The best time to prune Pyra- 
cantha rogersiana is in lata 
June or early July, immedi¬ 
ately after the blossoms fade. 
I should point out, though, 
that Rogers’ Fire thorn seldom 
requires much in the way of 
pruning, as it is the daintiest 
and least “pushy’’ of the 
Pyracantha tribe. 

Unless your wall shrub is 
very old and neglected, all 
you need do is cut away any 
dead or diseased wood and do 
a little shping to promote 
neatness and symmetry.

Gerald R. Ford, who used 
to run the country for a liv¬ 
ing, has now decided to move 
here to Palm Springs, Calif. 
It’s a very interesting com- 
m unity. 

Many people feel that Palm 
Springs is as pretty as Las 
Vegas and the local architec¬ 
ture certainly compares fa¬ 
vorably with Barstow, Tono- 
pah or even Carson City. The 
surrounding mountains are at 
least as mountainous as the 
vast majority of mountains in 
the Great Southwest and the 
desert, which stretches as far 
as the eye can see in certain 
directions, offered a bound¬ 
less variety of fascinating 
sand. 

The mild climate is ideal 
for the cultivation of artificial 
flowers which bloom in profu¬ 
sion in every living room, 


patio and restaurant. Indeed, 
the well-kept orchards on the 
outskirts of town are believed 
to be the prime source at the 
plastic lemons and limes one 
finds in refrigerators. 

It is hard to believe that as 
little as 100 years ago the only 
Inhabitants of Palm Springs 
were the Niblik Indians, prob¬ 
ably one of the most primitive 
tribes on the North American 
continent. 

Armed solely with crude 
wooden clubs and small round 
rocks, these primitive people 
were primarily occupied in 
raising grass. This led to an 
extraordinarily indolent lifes¬ 
tyle. 

Each morning the Nibliks 
would arise and wander about 
their fields of grass aimlessly 
striking their rocks with their 
clubs while muttering, wailing 


and cursing. They would thus 
carry on until darkness fell 
when they would repair to 
their huts to gorge themselves 
on alcohol and tasteless food 
until rendered unconscious. 

They were therefore no 
match for the first white 
settlers led by Colonel Jacob 
Parr (whose name is still re¬ 
vered locally) — the newcom¬ 
ers being equipped with such 
technological advance* as the 
steel-shafted five iron and the 
gutta-percha ball. 

And so the Nibliks lost their 
land, mostly through bets, 
and have vanished into the 
pages of history, not being 
able to afford even a motel 
room in nearby Thermal. 

Today, less than a century 
later, Palm Springs boasts a 
population of 30,000 people. 


several of whom are even 
younger than Mir. Ford. Of 
these. 212 are engaged in 
manufacturing, approxi¬ 
mately 10,000 use the service 
entrances and the remainder 
devote their dayss to playing 
golf and their evenings to 
cocktail parties and dining out 
at any of the community’s in¬ 
digenous French. Spanish, 
Chinese, steak and lobster or 
combination-of-above restau¬ 
rants. 

To some, this may sound 
like a somewhat pointless way 
of life for the former leader of 
the Free World. But one 
should always bear in mind 
the perceptive saying of the 
ancient Niblik Indians, "Ai- 
eeta Pai-ah Pai-ah” — or, in 
English, “What the hell else 
is there to do around here?”

It took Baldemar G. Huerta 
about 20 years and one 
change at name before suc¬ 
cess came his way.

.Michigan, pickles in Ohio, 
haled hay and picked toma¬ 
toes in Indiana and picked 
cotton in Arkansas. 

He dropped out of school at 
16 and .joined the marines for 
three years. 

"I got to see California, 
Japan and Okinawa, but 
mainly I got my point of view 
from the time I spent in the 
I brig,” recalled Fender. "It 
1 seemed that I just couldn’t 
l adjust myself to such a dis- 
ciplined way of life. I always 
| liked to play the guitar in the 
| barracks and to drink, so 
much so that sometimes I for¬ 
got where or who I was.” 

Amazingly, he cut his 
biggest hiit, Wasted Days and 
Wasted Nights, in 1959. 

I Things went just fine for 
! Fender until Friday, May 13, 
1960, when he was busted for 
; marijuana in Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana. 

■.’I’m not bitter,” Fender 
l said, "but if friends ask, I 
| still say that the three years I 
i had to sjiend in Angola State 
I Prison was a long time for 
such a little mistake.” 

He got out in 1963, returned 
to Louisiana and sang on 
| Bourbon Street in New Or- 
| leans until 1968, when he 
j headed back to "the valley.” 

There he worked as a me- 
| chanic and played his music 
on weekends. He even found 
time to get his high school 
diploma and went to college 
for two years.

Access to personal files a ‘farce’

OTTAWA (OP ) — Proposed 
legislation to give Canadians 
access to government files on 
themselves was denounced in 
the Commons Friday as a 
farce. 

Andrew Brewin (NDP- • 
Toronto-Greenwood) said the 
so-called personal privacy sec¬ 
tion of the bill is so "full of 
exemptions and exceptions 


that they render those provi¬ 
sions . . . worse than a worth¬ 
less piece of paper.” 

"We regard that part of the 
bill as being a farce,” 
Brewin told Justice Minister 
Ron Basford, who opened de¬ 
bate on the proposed human 
rights legislation. 

Gordon Fairweather (PC 
Fundy Royal) said the gov¬ 


ernment'could also expect the 
Conservatives to propose a 
substantial number of amend¬ 
ments to the privacy section 
of the bill when it went to 
committtee for clause-by- 
ciause study. 

However, both parties gen¬ 
erally praised the major 
thrust of the bill, aimed at 
preventing discrimination. 


It would establish an anti- 
discrimination code and a 
human rights commission 
with power to investigate 
complaints of discrimination 
and to impose penalties on 
guilty Individuals, companies 
or Institutions under federal 
jurisdiction. 

One section of the five-part 
bill would give people the 



right to see government files 
on themselves, ask for correc¬ 
tions were errors existed and 
find out what the information 
had been used for. 

Brewin said grounds the 
government could use to 
refuse opening files to individ¬ 
uals amount to "a blanket of 
secrecy.” 

The bill would allow' a cabi¬ 
net minister to suppress all or 
part of a file if it contained a 
Privy Council confidence, in¬ 
formation about another i>er- 
son or facts that might help 
impede the functioning of a 
court or quasi-judicial board, 
among other things. 

In addition, a file could he 
withheld if it contained legal 
opinions or advice to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Earlier-, Basford defended 
the privacy provisions as 
"more effective protection 
against administrative misuse 
of personal Information in 
government files than that 
now enjoyed by citizens of the 
United States.” 

As on the U.S., a federal 
index of personal informa¬ 
tion banks would be set up hv 
the government and all its 
agencies. 

Basford said the Cana¬ 
dian system would be superi¬ 
or because exemptions from 
access could only be granted 
by an elected minister. In the 
U.S., non-ele*cted bureaucrats 
have the control. 

Information banks in even 
the most sensitive govern¬ 
ment agencies, such as the 
RCMP. would not automat i- 


rally be excluded, he 
stressed. 

The RCMP is one of 89 gov¬ 
ernment departments, minis¬ 
tries. agencies and other insti¬ 
tutions that would contribute 
files to the Information banks. 

Others range from the Na- 
tionl Parole Board to the Un¬ 
employment Insurance Com¬ 
mission, the Bureau of Pen¬ 
sion Advocates, and the Royal 
Canadian Mint. 

The new law would prohibit 
discrimination on grounds of 
race, national or ethnic ori¬ 
gin, color, religion, age. *ex, 
marital status, physical hand¬ 
icap or criminal conviction 
from which a person had been 
pardoned. 

Basford said he wanted the 
law passed by June 30.

VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
B.C. Supreme Court judge has 
awarded 57,300 to the holder 
of a doctorate in literature for 
work she did on a book being 
written by the man with 
whom she lived. 

The award went to Barbara 
McDaniel, who won her PhD 
at North Texas State Univer- 
tily. It was against Stephen 
Ames Black, an associate 
professor of English at Simon 
Fraser University in nearby 
Burnaby. 

In making the award, Mr. 
Justice George Murray 
suggested the two were on a 
collision course from the 
start. 

When they met, Black was 
writing a book about thp 
American poet Walt Whitman 
and McDaniel was doing a 
doctoral dissertation about 
the American author John 
Steinbeck. 

Black’s book was entitled 
Whitman's Journeys into 
Chaos while Mrs. McDaniel’s 
dissertation was called Self- 
Alienating Characters in the 
fiction of John Steinbeck. 

"The mere titles of these 
works should have indicated 
to the parties that their rela¬ 
tionship would eventually end 
in disaster,” Murray said. 

"But they agreed that the 
defendant (Black) would 
assist the paintiff (Mrs. 
McDaniel) in completing her 


dissertation while the plaintiff 
would assist the defendant in 
publishing his manuscript." 

Their relationship ended 
and Mrs. McDaniel sued 
Black tor the hours she said 
she spent editing his book, 
which was later published. 

During the trial, Black con¬ 
tended Mrs. McDaniel had vo¬ 
lunteered to do the work with¬ 
out expectation of any reward 
other than the satisfaction of 
having contributed to a schol¬ 
arly work. 

"Not only do I accept the 
plaintiff’^ evidence that the 
defendant agreed to pay for 
her editing services, but I 
also find that, even without 
such a finding on my part, 
that there are sufficient facts 
to enable me to infer a mutu¬ 
al understanding that the ser¬ 
vices would have paid tor,” 
the Judge said. 

Murray also pointed to a 
change in the acknowl¬ 
edgement contained in the 
professor’s book. 

In the initial manuscript the 
acknowledgement said: "Most 
of all I am grateful for the 
hundreds of hours Barbara 
McDaniel has taken from her 
scholarship to make this book 
clearer, shorter and more 
. readable." 

When the book came out, 
the acknowledgement read: 
"Barbara McDaniel provided 
editorial help.”

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Polygraph: Just truth? 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Given a choice between the 
door-jamb or the Stoelting De- 
cep tograph, one veteran city 
detective would favor the 
door-jamb. 

"The most effective lie-de¬ 
tector machine is the door¬ 
jamb,” he says. "You put the 
suspect’s fingers in it.” 

Other police officers have 
adopted the more sophisticat¬ 
ed polygraph (lie-detector test 
which, by monitoring a sus¬ 
pect’s pulse, breathing and 
perspiration, is said to detect 
If he is consciously lyinfi^** 
Although criticized by de¬ 
tractors who warn that 
stresses unrelated to the su¬ 
spected offence can affect the 
test, the polygraph is stan¬ 
dard equipment in most U.S. 
police departments. 

Across Canada, city police 
departments in Vancouver, 
Edmonton, Calgary and Re¬ 
gina employ a full-time poly- 
graphist, while the RCMF has 
15 operators deployed in most 
provinces. 

In the private field, where 
the polygraph is used by law 
firms, business corporations 
and industry, there are two . 
experienced consultants in 
Vancouver, one in Calgary, 
two in Winnipeg, four in | 
Toronto and one in Montreal. 

Because of the growing in¬ 
terest in the technique, and 
the danger of misuse by inex¬ 
perienced operators, the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia attorney- 
general’s department has 
commissioned and received 
an extensive report on the 
polygraph. 

One recommendation in the 
report is that the government 
should implement licensing 
legislation to regulate the pri¬ 
vate use of polygraph testing. 

"Any individual with suf¬ 
ficient funds can purchase 
and obtain a machine for ap¬ 
proximately $2,500. read a few 
books on the technique, and 
set himself up as a poly- 
grapher,” the report warns. 

"This situation can lead to 
biased and incompetent opin¬ 
ions being forwarded by the 
testers and the province must, 
if it is to adopt the technique, 
take steps to fend against this 
potential misuse.” 

Although the modem poly- ! 
graph machine was invented 
in 1921, officials in ancient 
China and India had already 
used scientific methods to de¬ 
tect lying. 

The Chinese used the dry 
rice technique, a principle 
based on the lessening of sali¬ 
va in the mouth when a sus¬ 
pect is under nervous tension. 

The mouths of several sus¬ 
pect* were filled with dry 
rice, and the poor wretch ex¬ 
hibiting the greatest difficulty 
in spitting it out had to be the 
liar. In India, the slspects 
were sent into a darkened 
room and directed to pull the 
tail of a sacred ass which, 
they were warned, would bray 
when the liar pulled. 

Unaware that the animal’* 
tail had been dusted with 
black powder, the truthful 
suspects readily pulled and 
the liar did not. The suspect 
with clean hands was clearly 
guilty. 

The modem polygraphist 
has replaced the black 
powder and the ass with an 
electronic box of tricks which 
is really a refinement of the 
dry rice technique. 

One such expert is Harold 
Stevenson, a former detec¬ 
tive-sergeant with the Van¬ 
couver city police, who re¬ 
tired last year alter 28 years 
with the department. 


Detective prefers door-jamb 


Stevenson tests reporter 


Stevenson, who spent nine 
years as the police depart 
merit's polygraphist, now 
operates as a private consul¬ 
tant and says there is a grow¬ 
ing demand for his services. 

With his wide experience in 
the field, plus a deceptively 
low-key manner that tends to 
relax the subject, Stevenson is 
acknowledged as the ideal 
polygraphist. 

The $1,700 electronic Decep- 
tograph rests on a table and 
Stevenson seats the subject of 
the test in a chair he had 
specially designed to induce a 
relaxed state. He then places 
a conventional blood-pressure 
cuff on the subject’s upper 
left arm, a breathing tube de¬ 


tector around the rib cage 
and two small electrodes on 
the fingers. 

The Deceptograph is de¬ 
signed to measure the 
changes that occur in the 
three physiological indices 
when the subject undergoes 
emotional stress (lying) and 
record them on a graph. 

The purposes of the blood- 
pressure (pulse) cuff and the 
breathing detector are self- 
evident. 

The electrodes, through 
which an undetectable elec¬ 
tric current is passed, enable 
the Deceptograph to record 
the resistance in the current 
fingers wet with inspira¬ 
tion provide less resistance. 


The polygraphist puts the 
subject through a series of 
pre-test questions designed to 
assess his responsiveness. 
One of the re-test methods 
Stevenson uses is the playing- 
card technique in which he 
asks the subject to select one 
of 10 cards and lie about the 
one he took. 

A lie produces a noticeable 
jump in the blood-pressure 
tracing on the graph and Ste¬ 
venson’s trained eye can also 
detect minute changes in the 
breathing and skin-resistance 
lines. 

A real examination ^normally 
takes 90 minutes to two hours, 
including a long interview in 
which the subject is en¬ 
couraged to tell his story in 
his own words. 

Stevenson then explains the 
written set of actual ques¬ 
tions, making sure the subject 
understands them and the De- 
ceptograph’s functions. 

Stevenson said the pre-test 
questions, using the Decep¬ 
tograph. were important be¬ 
cause they tended to convince 
the subject that the lie-detec¬ 
tor did work. 

•‘That knowledge tends to 
calm the truthful person, 
while the liar may become 
agitated and more easily re¬ 
veal himself in the real 
tests." said Stevenson, adding 
that nre-test questions could 
be affected by hidden stress 
r.nd had to be selected with 
care. 

Thus a smoker who answ ers 
truthfully to the question, "Do 
you smoke?” may record a 
deceptive tracing because he 
feels guilty about the threat of 
lung cancer. 

Stevenson views the poly¬ 
graph as an investigative tool 
that reduces the time lost in 
pursuing dead-end leads, but 
"would never support its use 
for determining guilt in a 
court of law.” 

With his fee set at $75 for 
an in-office test and $125 if he 


takes his equipment to the 
subject, Stevensoni s now con¬ 
centrating on the private 
field. 

He acts for law' firms and 
insurance companies, does 
pre-employment ' screening, 
and tests employees who vol¬ 
unteer for the polygraph after 
thefts at their places of busi¬ 
ness. 

A growing number of Van¬ 
couver law firms use Steven¬ 
son, or John Weller, a former 
Canadian Armed Forces i>oly- 
graphist. to test clients who 
inssit on their innocence. 

Jim Hogan, a city lawyer, 
said the polygraph was a 
valuable investigative took, 
but should be subjecct to leg 
lative controls in the private 
field and as evidence in a 
court. 

In 1973, a client, after being 
committed for higher court 
trial on a rape charge, asked 
for a polygraph test and with 
it demonstrated his in¬ 
nocence. The attorney-general 
ordered a stay of proceedings. 

The current report to the at¬ 
torney-general concedes that 
there is a small percenrage of 
known error in toe technique, 
butsays' Theweightof au- 
thoritypointstowardsahigh 
rate of accuracy” in poly¬ 
graph examinations. 

It suggests that the attor¬ 
ney-general authorize a pilot 
project and provide funds for 
the training of at least five 
operators and the purchase of 
a similar number of poly¬ 
graph testing dewices. 

The report says polygraph 
testing could be used indeter- 
ming the metit of parole, pro¬ 
bation and bail applications, 
as it is in the U.S., but should 
be limited in its application to 
court trials because toe 
process of a trial is justice 
and not simply truth. 

“If truth were the only con¬ 
sideration, other methods 
could be employed which 
would be just as effective as 
the polygraph. Truth serums, 
hypnosis, trial by immersion 
and the rack are vehicles to 
the truth, but not necessarily 
to justice."

RITA Giliion at end of 
hostage incident. 


CINCINNATI (UPI) A 
marijuana-smoking gunman, 
searching for a son he aban¬ 
doned 20 years ago, surren¬ 
dered Saturday to a police¬ 
man impersonating his son 
after holding eight persons 
hostage in a home lor unwed 
mothers. 

The gunman was identified 
as Jessie Coulter, 39. Detroit, 
who had served time in a Mi¬ 
chigan prison on charges 
stemming from a 19li8 gun 
battle with police. 

Coulter was accompanied 
by his former wife. Rita Gi- 
toion of Detroit, 37-year-old 
mother of hie lost son. Police 
did not know whether she 
came voluntarily or was 
forced to accompany Coulter 
to the Catherine Booth Salva¬ 
tion Army home Friday night. 

Homicide detectives said 
the pair was being held in 
“investigative detention” and 
would probably be charged 
this morning. Detectives di<J 
not say what charges would 
be lodged. 

Coulter was talked into sur¬ 


rendering shortly after six of 
his hostages escaped by jump¬ 
ing him and taking away his 
sawed-off shotgun while he 
was rolling a marijuana cig¬ 
arette. He was still armed 
with a knife and held a man 
and a woman. 

"Believe me it could have 
been a real tragedy." said po¬ 
lice Lieut. H. W. Mills. 

“We tricked him into giving 
up by having a police officer 
imitate his son,” said police 
Capt. Robert Morgan, shortly 
after the 15-hour ordeal 
ended. “He stood outside the 
locked door and pretended to 
be his son and talked to him 
for about 20 minutes. 

"When the gunman and his 
ex-wife came out, one of 
them, I don’t know which one, 
said, 'Is that really my son?” 
said Morgan.

Don’t meddle, Russia warns U.S. 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The So¬ 
viet Union Saturday bluntly 
told the West to mind its own 
business and stop interfering 
in Soviet internal affairs. 

A lengthy, unsigned article 
in the Communist party news¬ 
paper Pravda also accused 
the West of giving "pay and 
supixnt” to dissidents in an 
attempt to undermine the So¬ 
viet system. 

Pravda hinted darkly at 
more arrests following the de¬ 
tention of three prominent So¬ 
viet human rights activists in 
the past 10 days and the ex¬ 


pulsion of an American cor- 
resfiondent with close ties to 
the dissident community. 

The whole issue threatened 
to further strain Soviet- 
American relations at a time 
when the new Carter adminis¬ 
tration is trying to reach 
agreement with Moscow on 
arms control. The current 
crackdown on dissidents could 
be the Kremlin's major test of 
President Carter’s resolve. 

Police action has been 
directed mainly at an unof¬ 
ficial group set up to monitor 


the Soviet Union’s compliance 
with pledges it made on 
human rights at the 1975 Eu¬ 
ropean Security Conference in 
Helsinki. 

The head of the group, 
physicist Yuri Orlov, was de¬ 
tained Thursday. Another 
member, author Alexander 
Ginzburg, was arrested one 
week before. Also picked up 
was the head of the Ukrainian 
branch of the organization, 
Mikola Rudenko. 

Western diplomats and the 
dissidents themselves are at 


odds over why Soviet authori¬ 
ties launched the crackdown. 

After Ginzburg’s Feb. 3 
arrest, his colleagues blamed 
Carter and U.S. State Secre¬ 
tary Cyrus Vance for "open¬ 
ing the door to repression” by 
showing indecision on the 
human rights question during 
the first weeks of the new ad¬ 
ministration. 

The arrests, they said, were 
a test of Carter's resolve, a 
challenge to his administra¬ 
tion. 

But the diplomats suggested 
the Kremlin might be trying

Young, the first black U.S. 
ambassador lo the United 
Nations, said he felt the Unit¬ 
ed States had been unfair to 
Britain. "Dr. Kissinger put a 
burden on Britain’s back and 
then abandoned them,” the 
former Georgia congressman 
said. 


Cablecar rescue 
takes six hours 


TOKYO (UPI) - Police 
rescued 44 j>eople 248 feet 

above ground by lowering 
them one-by-one in a canvas 
basket Saturday, a procedure 
that took six hours. 

Six others trapped in a sec¬ 
ond cablecar on the slopes of 
Mt. Okogiri across Tokyo Bay 
from the Japanese capita! 
were rescued alx>ut an hour 
after the cars stalled. There 
were no injuries. 

The two cablecar* stalled 
abruptly Saturday morning, 


trapping 43 tourists and a con¬ 
ductor in the upper car and 
five tourists and a second con¬ 
ductor in the low*er car. 

"I thought they had stopped 
it deliberately so we could 
enjoy the scenery,” said 
Kumio Namao, 28, after being 
rescued from the upper car. 
"When we learned it had bro¬ 
ken down we got scared. 
Even looking down from the 
window scared us. The trees 
and everything down below 
looked very small.” 
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He told reporters in London 
before departing for the Unit¬ 
ed States: "This was not in¬ 
tended, but I think Dr. Kis¬ 
singer thought they (the Re 
publicans) would win the pre 
sidential election.” 

Young appeared to imply 
that Kissinger’s southern Afri 
ca shuttle last September to 
deal with the Rhodesia situa¬ 
tion was partly calculated to 
help win the election. If the 
Republicans won, Young in¬ 
dicated, Kissinger would still 
be in office and thus able to 
help ease the role Britain had 
assumed. 

Instead, “The British have 
been very lonely” because 
there was a vacuum after the 
democratic victory in No¬ 
vember, he said. 

Meanwhile in Salisbury 
Rhodesia’s defence minister 
resigned in the middle of an 
uproar over his decision last 
month to call up men in the 
38-50 age group for military 
service. 

Minister Reg Cbwj>er, 45. 
announced his resignation and 
declared in a statement that 
it is "neither sought nor 
suggested” by Prime Minister 
Ian Smith, head of the white 
minority regime. 

Smith “still has my support 
and I still think that what he 
is doing is in the sincere be¬ 
lief that it is for Rhodesia's 
benefit,” Cowper said. 

Cowper Is Rhodesia’s third 
defence minister since war¬ 
fare with black nationalist 
guerrillas started four years 
ago. 

The decision to call up men 
in the 38 to 50 age group came 
under heavy attack by the as¬ 
sociation of Rhodesian Indus¬ 
tries, which said it would 
cripple lousiness. 

Cowper said his main con¬ 
cern in ^signing is national 
morale.

NICOSIA (CP) — Greek - Cyriot and Turkish- 
Cypriot leaders agreed Saturday to resume talks to 
bring peace to this politically-divided island following 
a four-hour meeting with UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim. 

A joint statement said, “Instmctions have been 
worked out lor the representatives in the inlercom- 
munal talks as the basis for future negotiations.” It 
added the representatives will meet in Vienna at the 
end of March under Waldheim’s auspices but gave no 
further details. 

The late-night meeting was attended by Cyprus 
President Archbishop Makarios; Raouf Denktash, 
president of the self-proclaimed Turkish-Cypriot state, 
and Waldheim. The UN secretary-general arrived in 
Nicosia from Cairo at the end ok Middle East tour 
where he tried to get the Arabs and Israelis back to 
their adjourned peace talks in Geneva. 

Makarios and Denktash met last month for the 
first time in 13 years, and their meeting raised hopes 
that the stalled negotiations would get under way 
again. 

Differences arising from the 
Turkish invasion of Cyprus in 
July, 1974, and the continuing 
occupation of 38 per cent of 
the island, have complicated 
a Greek-Turkish dispute over 
oil exploration in the Aegean 
Sea — a split which has 
brought the virtual collapse of 
the eastern wing of the NATO 
Alliance. 

The Cypriot talks first began 
after an earlier Waldheim 
peace effort immediately 
after the Turkish occupation. 
They collapsed last February. 

The meeting late Saturday 
was held on neutral ground in 
an officers’ mess of the UN 
peace force in Cyprus at Nico¬ 
sia International Airport. 

The airport has not been 
used since the 1974 invasion. 
It is part ol the heavily-for¬ 
tified Atilla Line, dividing the 
Turkish-occupied north and 
the Greek-Cypriot south. Ma¬ 
karios and Denktash travelled 
separate roads to reach the 
dining hall, which was ringed 
by white UN armored cars. 

Relatives of some of the 
more than 2,000 Greek- 
Cypriots listed as missing in 
the fighting demonstrated for 
their return outside the Nico¬ 
sia Hilton Hotel, where they 
thought Waldheim would be 
staying. They dispersed after 
being told he would not visit 
the hotel. 

Some of the demonstrators 
held placards saying “UN 
Save Our Beloved Ones” and 
"Bring Back Our Missing 
Husbands, Brothers and 
Sons,” while others held pho¬ 
tographs of their relatives, 
mostly young soldiers. 

Makarios has stressed the 
missing persons issue recent¬ 
ly. but Denktash calls it a 
propaganda exercise and says 
almost all the 2,000 have been 
accounted for. 

Serious negotiations be¬ 
tween the two Cypriot factions 
— if they get off the ground — 
will cover such issues'as the 
Turkish-Cypriot demand that 
a future Cyprus have a weak 
central government and two 
zones with strong powers, and 
Makarios’s demand for the re¬ 
turn of territory taken by Tur¬ 
kish troops in 1974, and now 
inhabited by Turkish-Cypriots.

DETROIT (UPI) — A University of Detroit com¬ 
puter says no Valentine’s Day celebration can be com¬ 
plete without swallowing a boiled egg with its shell, put¬ 
ting bay leaves under the pillow or reciting corny 
verses to appease the gods of love. 

The computer is billed as the world's only mem¬ 
ory bank crammed with bits of folklore collected from 
antiquity by university students.

Americans associate 
eggs with Easter and with children’s pastimes, but 
elsewhere eggs have played an important role in the 
serious business of courtship and marriage.” 

The professor also said either substance should l>e 
liberally sprinkled with salt, which throughout history 
has been considered a mystical agent for accomplishing 
everything from curing an earache to getting rid of vis¬ 
itors.

A coast guard spokesman 
said 9.000 of 15.540 gallons 
that spilled into San Francis¬ 
co Bay from a ruptured valve 
on a drydocked freighter had 
been recovered by skimming 
ships, barges and vacuum- 
equipped trucks, but that 
“heavy concentrations’’ of oil 
still polluted the waters. 

The spill, which began 
Thursday when fuel began 
gushing from the Matson 
Line’s Hawaiian Progress, 
spread a blotch three miles 
long and a mile wide off Alca¬ 
traz. 

About 100 birds were report¬ 
ed in distress, according to 
Jack White, spokesman for 
the California Fish and 
Games service. He said at 
least four birds had been 
killed by the spill and seven 
more were recovered for de¬ 
toxification, “but we’re sure 
we’re going to get a higher 
death toll.” 

Many birds in the area of 
the spill “appear not to be 
acting normally,” he said. 

■ The birds included canvas- 
back ducks, swan-like grebes, 
gulls and cormorants, a sea 
| fowl. 

i The recovered birds are 
warmed by a heavy-duty 
dryer, given antibiotics and 
then force-fed with water and 
food. After they begin to 
preen their feathers, they are 
placed in a pond to see if they 
have fully “sobered up” be¬ 
fore being set free.

Make businesses welcome

DUNCAN — Cowichan 
Valley Region Board 
chairman and city of 
Duncan Major Ken Pas- 
kin, said last week that 
the boat'd'is going to have 
a serious look at ways to 
attract employers, in¬ 
stead of forcing them to 
locate elsewhere. 

“We have got to look 
at giving business men 


and businesses a place to 
locate rather than bring¬ 
ing in mQi'e restrictive 
legislation that will result 
in them leaving the Cowi¬ 
chan Valley,” P a s k i n 
stated. 

Comments relating to at¬ 
tracting industry arose during 
a discussion of North Oow- 
ichan municipality’s request 
of the provincial cabinet to 
pass an order-in-council to 
make law the 1974 Cowichan 
Estuary Task Force report. 

The Cowichan Valley Re¬ 


gion Board endorsed the mu¬ 
nicipal request for no more in¬ 
dustrial development on the 
estuary, but the board chair¬ 
man said during the coming 
year the local governments 
are going to have to sit down 
and establish other alterna¬ 
tives. 

**I, personally, would like to 
see a further rollback in the 
present development on the 
estuary,” the chief magistrate 
of Duncan stated, “but we 
also need employers in the 
Cowichan Valley to employ 
those people we represent.” 


North Cowichan alternate 
director, Alderman Ron 
McKinnon, agreed, saying 
that the Cowichan Valley 
can’t continue to depend ex¬ 
clusively on the logging in¬ 
dustry for employment. 

”We (North Cowichan Coun¬ 
cil) are already looking at 
other alternate sources of em¬ 
ployment. We have sent let¬ 
ters to various companies and 
have already received one let¬ 
ter back from an interested 
large manufacturer,” McKin¬ 
non stated.

BELT-HIGH: Regarding a 
recent spate of arguments on 
the subject of automobile 
seatbelts, it seems to me that 
some of those in favor have 
missed a point on personal 
liberties.

By its cost I mean the 
impact of alcoholism, which 
would likely be eradicated 
once alcohol was out of 
bounds. 

And indeed. there are 
hundreds of thousands of peo¬ 
ple who are drinking them¬ 
selves silly and eventually be¬ 
coming our burden, much 
more so than those not wear¬ 
ing seatbelts after entering 
their cars.

NANAIMO — Developers 
who plan subdivisions without 
adequate provision for park 
areas have raised the ire of 
Nanaimo’s Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Commission. 

Chairman of the comis¬ 
sion, Bill McGregor, says that 
the plans for a 450-lot sub¬ 


division near Long Lake, 
viewed by the commission 
last week, have convinced the 
commissioners to try to do 
something about the whole 
problem of subdividers and 
parkland. 

The commission has asked 
Aid. Nelson Allen to bring up' 
the subject with city council, 


with an eye to approaching 
the provincial government 
over the matter. 

Neither the commission nor 
the city has the power to re¬ 
quire that subdividers include 
park areas in their plans. 

McGregor said that the 
commission was particularly 


unhappy with the quality of 
parkland planned for the sub¬ 
division between Long Lake 
and Rutherford Road. Much 
of It is swampy or mountain- 
top land, that Is not usable for 
rocreation, he said. 

The 450-lot subdivision is 
planned in five stages. 
McGregor said that the only 


piece of parkland planned for 
the subdivision that the com¬ 
mission found acceptable was 
a piece of property along 
Long Lake. 

The commission would also 
like to view crown land in the 
city of Nanaimo that will be 
turned over to the city. The 
commission will ask the city 


“The details are not avail¬ 
able. but it has been reported 
that the survey disclosed that 
there are much better areas 
to invest in than the Cowichan 
Valley,” Meredith said. 

The way Meredith sees it. 
this could have been a big 
reason behind Kingsview Es¬ 
tates Ltd.’s move last week to 
stop work on its gargantuan 
1.200-lot subdivision. 

“No sjiecific reason has 
been given, but when you con¬ 
sider they will probably put 
another million dollars into it 
before the lots are on stream. 

I would also think twice. 

“Some of the principals of 
this company are known na¬ 
tionally fqr their financial 
acumen, and I would not be 
surprised if they decided to 
sit back and lick their wounds 
until the economy improved, 
Meredith observed.

Community-school vote now certain 


SHAWNNIGAN LAKE — A 
proposed $663,000 referendum 
for a community school here 
will go ahead definitely after 
a well-attended meeting last 
week of residents indicated 
positive support. 

Sbawnigan Lake electoral 
area director on the Cowichan 
Valley Region Board, Dick 
Stephenson, reported Friday 


that more than 125 people at¬ 
tended the meeting on short 
notice and only two residents 
opposed the unique school 
with a total capital outlay of 
$1.2 million. 

The Cowichan School Dis¬ 
trict (No. 65) board will pick 
up the remaining $531,000. 

Stephenson told the Colonist 
earlier in the week that the 


referendum approved by the 
Cowichan Valley Region 
Board would not go ahead 
unless there was support lor 
the proposal at last week’s 
public information meeting. 

“Everybody was pleased 
and that includes the elderly, 
the middle aged and the 
youngsters that attended,” he 
stated, adding that the only 


real concern expressed was 
related to the proposed agree¬ 
ment between the community 
and school district on the use 
of the facility. 

He said residents wanted to^ 
make sure their interest iiT 
the facility, was protected, 
along with the school dis¬ 
trict’s. 


to put a freeze on any devel¬ 
opment of the land until the 
commission has studied it for 
parks purposes. 

Meanwhile, eight Young 
Canada Works and two Cana¬ 
da Works projects proposed 
by the Nanaimo Parks and 
Recreation Commission would 
bring .jobs to 61 local people, 
for periods as long as up to a 
year. 

The commission last week 
approved the 10 applications 
for projects ranging from 
totem pole-carving to theatre 
and dance programs. 

The longest-term project 
would be special wilderness 
park and totem pole-carving 
program, which is proposed to 
extend for 52 weeks. 

The project would see walk¬ 
ing trails and rnstic fencing 
installed in the city's larger 
parks, " such as Westwood 
Lake, as well as employ 
totem pole carvers. The totem 
pole carving has been a popu¬ 
lar project sponsored by the 
Commission in years past. 

Expected to last six months, 
a patrol-information program 
would help reduce vandalism 
in the parks, while placipg 
personnel in the various parks 
who could give the public 
parks information. 

The wilderness-totem pole 
and patrol-information proj¬ 
ects have been applied for 
under the Canada Works pro¬ 
gram, and would provide 18 
jobs. 

Eight Young Canada Works 
projects would provide 43 jobs 
for young people, for 14 to 16 
weeks during the summer. 

These include a leisure in¬ 
formation program, children's 
sports camps, recreation for 
special people and an environ¬ 
mental education project. 

Also sought are funds for a 
theatre and dance program, 
tehnis service, arts and crafts 
and neighborhood leisure ser¬ 
vices. 

Also on the agenda last 
week at the parks and recrea¬ 
tion commission was approval 
of a $1,881,443 provisional bud¬ 
get, which has been passed on 
to the city for consideration. 

The commission also ap¬ 
proved the building of a 
$10,000 footbridge at the col¬ 
liery dam in Harewood. 

A request from Protection 
Island, for renovations to the 
recreation area of the firehall. 
also met with the commis¬ 
sioners’ approval.

PARIS (CP) — Nancy 
Garapick, 15-year-old swim 
sensation from Halifax, led a 
Canadian swim team that col¬ 
lected four golds and two 
silver medals during the first 
day of competition at an in¬ 
ternational swim mee't Satur¬ 
day. 

Garapick personally ac¬ 
counted for two gold-medals 
with Canadian record per¬ 
formances in the 100-metre 
butterfly and 200-metre indi¬ 
vidual medley. 

She posted a time of one 
minute, 2.63 seconds in the 
butterfly event and opened up 
a lead from the blocks in post¬ 
ing a time of 2:17.50 in the 
medley race that saw Canadi¬ 
an team-mate Joann Baker of 
Thunder Bay, edge Blast Ger¬ 
many’s Ulrike Taubert for 


second place, 2:20.18 to 
2:20.93. 

The other Canadian finalist 
in the women’s 1Q0 butterfly, 
Jill Quirk, 21, of Pointe 
Claire, Que., finished fourth in 

1:05.19. 

"Nancy's was a perfect 
swim and went exactly as we 
planned it,” assistant coach 
Ron Jacks of Vancouver said 
following her butterfly victo¬ 
ry. 

Cheryl Gibson, 17, of Ed¬ 
monton. who was seventh in 
the individual medly with 
time 2:23.75, later added an¬ 
other Canadian gold, winning 
the women’s 100-metre back- 
stroke in a head-to-head duel 
with Holland's Diana Edelijn. 
Cheryl’s time was 1:04.93. 

The fourth Canadian gold 


medal—first of the day for the 
Canadian team—went to Bill 
Sawchuk, an 18-year-old from 
Thunder Bay, in the men’s 
200-metre freestyle. 

Canada took another silver 
as Saw'chuk, facing one of the 
world’s top individual medley 
swimmers, Andras Hargitay, 
had to settle for second be¬ 
hind the Hungarian, whose 


winning time of 2:07.29 was 
almost three seconds faster 
than the second-place Canadi¬ 
an’s time of 2:10.33. 

The short-course (25 
metres) competition has at¬ 
tracted world-ranked swim¬ 
mers from the United States, 
the Soviet Union, East Ger¬ 
many. a number of other Eu¬ 
ropean countries and several 
African nations.

lar lifestyle these days, but a 
University of Florida sociolo¬ 
gist says the arrangement pro¬ 
vides neither a guarantee of 
continuing love nor insurance 
against the divorce court later 
on. 

Felix Berardo, editor of The 
Journal of Marriage and 
Family. said researchers 
found no difference in the di¬ 
vorce rate between those who 
had cohabitated and those 
who hadn’t. 

*n» study, scheduled for 
publication in the journal’s 
May edition, deals with a 
sample ot young men bom be¬ 
tween 1944 and 1954 — 18 per 
cent of whom lived with a 
woman six months or more 
without being legally married. 

Based on this study and the 
1,600 professional pa|>ers a 
year that he reads, Berardo 
said he dosen’t believe living 
together prepares couples for 
the pressures of society that 
accompany the formal bonds 
of matrimony. 

“Bits and pieces from the 
manuscripts I’ve seen, small 
samples measuring material 
aatisfaction, plus talking to 
young people who have lived 
together indicate that living 
together doesn’t make for bet¬ 
ter marriages." he said. 

Research has exploded 
other misconceptions about 


marriage and the family, said 
Berardo, who also teaches 
graduatt and undergraduate 
sociology courses at the uni¬ 
versity. 

’The idea that family size 
has anything to do with child 
intelligence, that mothers are 
better 1 parents and that old 
anti-divorce line claiming that 
kids raised in single-parent 
homes are handicapped in 
some way or another have all 


fizzled In the face of re¬ 
search."

Casualties of sex liberality 


VANCOUVER (CP)—The 
sexual revolution hasn’t 
brought liberation to today's 
teenage girls, a Vancouver 
health worker said here: “Ail 
it had done for them is in¬ 
crease their sexual pres- 
ures.” 

Diana Lion, a staff member 
of Vancouver Women’s 
Health Collective, said in an 
interview teenage girls today 
are caught in a pressure play 
between their parents’ coun¬ 
sel favoring pre-marital vir¬ 
ginity. and demands by boys 
in their peer group to “put 
out” sexually 

“All this so-called liberation 
has done for young girls is to 
sandwich them between two 
pressure groups — their 
parents and their peers.” Ms. 
Lion said. “They feel they are 
being pushed into sex when 
they don’t really want it, but if 
they refuse they feel they will 
be out in the cold socially.” 

“Some boys don’t feel ready 
for sex in their early teens, 
but they have to go along with 
the crowd or risk having 
doubts created about tiieir 
manhood.” she said. 

Ms. lion said she has ob¬ 
served these reactions in talks 
with boys and girls she has 
conducted in high schools on 
behalf of the collective. 

“It seems to me the sexual 
revolution hasn’t even ena¬ 
bled young boys and girls to be 
more open with each other.” 
Ms. Lion said. “This frank¬ 
ness may he occurring be¬ 
tween men and women in the 
•25 to 30 age group but the 
teenagers don’t seem to com¬ 
municate any better with 
those of the opposite sex 
about sexual matters than 
their parents did.” 

That’s why sh$ feels a 
centre like the Vancouver Wo¬ 
men’s Health Collective per¬ 
forms a useful function. “We 
can counsel women about

things they want to know- 
birth control, venereal dis¬ 
ease, pregnancy and the care 
of their bodies,” she said. "We 
don’t sit in judgment. We are 
completely neutral. We help a 
woman make up her own 
mind about what is best for 
her and her body.” 

That doesn’t mean that men 
are excluded from the centre. 
‘ ‘ Men often phone us for infor¬ 
mation about vasectomies.” 
she said. “Or they come in 
with their wives or girlfriends 
to get first-hand information 
so that they may help them.” 


Ms. Lion and Helena Sum¬ 
mers are among trained lay 
workers who run the collec¬ 
tive with the help of volun¬ 
teers. They teach women all 
aspects of health care, in¬ 
cluding pre-and post-natal 
counselling and birth control. 
They also see about 200 
women a year at a free once- 
weekly self-help clinic where 
a doctor is on hand to give 
them advice or to refer them 
for treatment. 

Tops on their list of 
“musts” for women of all 
ages are breast and cervival 


examinations for aerly detec¬ 
tion of cancer. At the collec¬ 
tive, trained women given in¬ 
struction privately in how- 
women may do these exami¬ 
nations themselves. 

“Many women feel intimi¬ 
dated when they go to a doc¬ 
tor,” Ms. Summers said. 
“They want to ask questions 
but they are afraid of taking 
up too much of the doctor’s 
time. 

“Here at the collective the 
women feel at ease because 
they know we can take time 
to answ’er their questions and 
teach them what they need 
to know about their own 
bodies.” Instruction is also gi¬ 
ven in diaphragm insertion 
and natural family planning 
for women who for reasons of 
health or religious beliefs are 
opposed to using other meth¬ 
ods of contraception.

— in the early twenties 


I can well imagine 
present day youngsters 
asking the question: 
'‘Stump ranching, what 
was that?” 4 question I 
too might be asking if I 
were their age. 

II was a time when many returned 
service men were trying to assimilate 
and carve a niche for themselves or. 
as Old Bill would have phrased it. 
were "lookin' for a better ’ole" This 
was also a period of transition 
between the early pioneer era and the 
approach of the mechanical age. 
something dreamed of. but not yet . 
materialized. 

In view of a strong possibility that 
the Cowichan Creamery would soon 
establish a jam factory at Duncan re¬ 
quiring quantities of small fruits. I ac¬ 
quired a block ot land off Telegraph 
Road in the Cobble Hill district There 
was some clearing with a few good 
apple trees, plenty bush, lots of 
stumps, some slash and a good water 
supply from active springs in the 
creek. 

* * * 

With money in those days being 
about as scarce as the proverbial hens 
teeth, the task might well have ap¬ 
peared formidable had it not been ac¬ 
cepted as a challenge. It was quite a 
new and captivating venture to cut 
and split cedar fence posts, to cut and 
haul poles and fence the firstfmost 
accessible 10 acres. 

There were cedar shakes to split, 
using a fro and a bludgeon cut from a 
knotted wild crab apple limb a pole 
and shake chicken house to build, and 
a horse shelter of the same material. 
There were also seven-foot cedar 
slats to split for fencing the chicken 
runs, for chicken wire was expensive 
even in those days. 

With a little expert tuition it did 
not lake me long to acquire the art of 
keeping a keen edge on crosscut saws 
and on axes, and where to place a 
charge under a stump for best results 

Having plowed and harrowed most 
of the cleared land, several hundred 
spring cabbage plants and 350 one- 
year-old currant bushes were planted, 
with a later addition of raspberry 
canes. More stumps could now be 
cleared in preparation for future 
plantings. Strawberries would go in 
(he following spring.

The cabbage which had got away 
to a good start, proved to be a 
welcome change of diet for the deer, 
and were no doubt sadly missed by 
them when the last few were 
digested. 

But the deer never gave up and 
with the neighbors few and far 
between, the whole countryside was

With the warm spring days and the 
currants developing a fine and 
promising growth an entirely new 
menu became available to the deer, 
all this supplemented with a variety 
dI new vegetables and herbs it is still 
a matter of conjecture whethei the 
new rose shoots and leaves nibbled 
from the bushes around the house 
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were intended to neutralize the odor 
of the onions Whoever eventually- 
cooked the venison were indeed for¬ 
tunate to have it ready seasoned on 
the hoof 

The currants did. at least, have a 
start in life, as did the raspberries, 
but not so the strawberries 

Planting these proved to be a 
rathei futile effort from the start The 
soil was well prepared and in good 
tilth, but as each plant was set out In 
the row and firmed, a few yards 
behind would come an adorable young 
fawn, pulling out each new plant as it 
went along, eating a few of the most 
appetizing ones and leaving many of 


the others lying on the ground to dry 
up iri the sun. the adults coming in at 
night to assure themselves the fawns 
had done a good job 

Chase the fawn and it would only 
run back a few yards, kick up its heels 
in an acrobatic gambol, then come 
right back to continue its purpose. All 
this was fun and games to the fawns 
which, after all. were doing their best 
to provide friendly entertainment, 
even though it was not in the least ap¬ 
preciated. 

By the end of summer, conditions 
were almost back to square one with 
the ground nearly as bare as on 
starting the previous fall, all of which 
coincided with the decision to 
abandon the jam factory project. 

The deer however were not respon¬ 
sible for all the destruction Herds of 
rattle roamed the woods, and 
although the pole fences were sub¬ 
stantially built, there were times 
when they would break in The pound 
laws had only recently been amended 
to prohibit the bulls from running at 
large with the herds One big Holstein 
usually spearheaded the attack which 
was really well organized She would 
rise up on her hind legs and drop her 
weight across a panel of fence A few- 
such assaults, and the whole herd 
were through It the attack was 
organized, the withdrawal was cer¬ 
tainly not. this operation usually 
ending in disorder and chads.

While the job itself was absorbing, 
it was the skid road that held the most 
fascination at all times This is not to 
be confused with skid row, even 
though that too. at times, might 
provide moments of ecstacy for 
some The skid road was only as wide 
as the length of the skids the bush 
coming right up to them so it took 
some practice to “dot and carry one" 
and acquire a rhythm of stepping 
either on. or over each skid. 

A well-built skid road was always 
a piece of work to admire not as one 
might admire some stately edifice, 
but for the maximum efficiency it 
provided These bush crews with a 
team and a scraper and a few simple 
hand tools, had long since mastered 


the art of laying down their skids to 
an even grade, each skid evenly 
spaced and levelled to allow the neat¬ 
ly “sniped” logs to travel smoothly, 
true to centre and not weave from 
side to side, all avoiding a lot of un¬ 
necessary effort for the horses. 

At night, when at times It became 
necessary to respond to some 
emergency at the plant, the skid road 
could be awesome, especially when a 
crane perched in a tree top high above 
your head, let off a sudden and ter¬ 
rific squawk. 

Get off the beaten track at night 
and there would be nothing to do but 
sit it out until daylight, for with rum¬ 


running activity prevalent along the 
nearby shoreline, it was not safe to 
expose even a glimmer of light 
anywhere in the vicinity. 

There was some confusion 
between Christmas and St. Valen¬ 
tine's Day that first winter, heavy 
rains pouring down the whole of the 
festive season and an even five-foot 
snowfall on St. Valentine's Day with a 
surfeit of Christmas-card scenery.

Early evening, the silence would 
be broken by a few odd croaks, as if 
giving the pitch for the “choir" to 
tune to.

Returning home one hot summer 
day on emerging from the dense bush 
into a newly-logged area, attention

Young Jack Sproul was bom in Ontario in 1904 
He came out west as a two-year-old in 1906 when his 
family moved to Caron, some 23 miles west of 
Moose Jaw Saskatchewan. 

When I asked Jack where he went to school. he 
gave a short laugh It sounded more like the snort 
of a startled bronc. "School!” he said "That's a 
bad word with me. I hated school every day f went

At 10 years of age. Jack Sproul was driving 
four and six-horse teams out in the wheat fields 
"I’d much rather do that." he said, “than go to 
school. Far better ” 

Taking to the fields at such an early age. Jack 
was the one who did all the walking in the windy 
dust behind the wide, six-section set ol harrows 
My two older brothers," he chuckled,'"drove the 
drills and the cultivators They had riding "ieats 
But the seatless harrows were always mine 1 didn’t 
mind too much, although 1 was always hoping my 
dad would buy a harrow cart I was just happy to be 
driving horses ”

When I asked Jack how he got into horse train¬ 
ing, he paused to collect his thoughts "It seems so 
long ago now J was 15 years old when I left home I 
told my dad 1 was going to leam to drive horses not 
herd them. All he said was You’ll learn a lot of 
things, young fella " 


Jack Sproul is a quiet, soft-speaking, very plea¬ 
sant fellow Courteous. His horse training theory 
revolves around feelings of instinct, thoughts of 
wisdom, and inspiration from his Creator. The

"Here’s what I think.” he said. "Instinct is 
wisdom, and that creator of everything on this 
earth, has created a communications system so 
that every kind of living thing, man. beast or insect, 
can communicate with its own 1 had the knack of 
communicating with horses." 


Jack Sproul continued with farm work until 
1929 By this time he had graduated to driving 10-12 
horse hitches He quit farming that year

That was the year he got his first taste of the 
joys of showing horses. When his boss, who had 
some very fine heavy horses, demurred at dressing 
them up and showing them because he thought they 
were not good enough. Jack spurred him on. “Who 
cares about winning?" he argued. "We can put on a 
good show, anyway ” 

The upshot was that his boss entered his horses 
in the local fall show, Jack groomed them, put them 
through their paces in the show ring, and won the 
blue ribbon. 

This achievement, small though it may seem, 
started Jack Sproul on his real career — breaking 
and training horses 

Jack began breaking and halter breaking green 
broncs at the Moose Jaw stockyards. The horses 
came in by the carload. “I worked on contract with 
the owners.” he explained. "Three and a half dol¬ 
lars a head for halter breaking and gentleing. I’d 
work over four to five head a day It really just took 
me an hour and a half to halter break most horses 
Took longer to catch them in the corral. Some of 
those wild ones would come at me with wide-opened 
teeth: they would kick, bite and strike."

Jack Sproul never used a whip, a club or harsh 
words to train any horse. He did It all by quiet 
steps, gentle actions, soft wo/ds and an uncanny 
ability to communicate with each animal. 

"The tone of voice has a lot to do with success 
in training a wild one," said Jack. "Imagine 
yourself in a barred circle with someone whirling to 
throw a rope over your head, and snub your neck 
into submissiveness You would fight I guess Well, 
that’s the way a horse's mind works. He'll fight — 
and fight damn well, too!" 

After a spell at the stockyards. Jack Sproul 
broke and trained horses for the delivery wagons of 
Johnstone Dairies.

"It's real horse training when vou 
can make milk delivery horses out of untamed wild 
horses, teach a range horse to stand and wait," 
Jack explained "It took me one week to break and 
train one Then, four days on the delivery wagon 
After four days, that horse could memorize from 
135 to 200 calls on his milk route. That's how smart 
a. horse can be."

“In 
those early Saskatchewan years, our mail used to 
get mixed up with a neighbors, down at La Fleehe 
My dad started tacking an E on it.

Jack Sproul joined the RCAF in 1939. He went 
all through the war with his personal documents 
lost from the day he joined the RCAF establishment 
at Penfold, Alta.

While stationed at Moncton. New Brunswick, 
he ran a riding school at Shediac and was prominent 
in the doings of the Moncton Riding Club, where he 
taught many members bits and pieces of his 
mastery over horses. The president of the Moncton 
Riding Club called Jack Sproul’s horse knowledge 
accurately when he exclaimed “It’s a gift." 

To which. Jack adds, "a God given one, too ” 

After his air force training he was posted to 
Bomber Command, somewhere In Lincolnshire. 
England. It was not long before Jack, on his 
furloughs, got to know the local horse people. He 
did a thing or two with recalcitrant, outlaw types, 
shod some kickers and established his reputation as 
a gifted horse handler and trainer. 

★ ★ * 

Jack just had a way with horses 

Near D-Day, In 1945, saw Jack and his outfit en 
route from Lincolnshire to the south of England, for 
embarkation to France. "When we arrived at the 
sea coast harbor,” recalled Jack, “and saw those 
fleets of barges and landing craft waiting for the 
take-off order, the sea seemed an extension of the 
earth, so closely together were the readied units 
moored." 

Countermanding orders sent Jack and his group 
back to Bomber Command in Lindolnshire, where 
he drove crash tenders. On D-Day, he got into a 


truck at 7 a m. and never got out of it until 9 the 
next morning. He was hauling bomb tails right off 
the assembly lines of a factory near Leeds. The 
bomb tails were trucked direct to the waiting 
bombers at Lincoln, revved up and ready to take off 
when their bombs were loaded. 

★ <r * 

Returning to Canada at war’s end, Jack Sproul 
went horse training on his own. Things were a bit 
slack, so he tried railroading “I didn't like that at 
all,” he said. “When I'd make a quick move, perhaps 
to run to a switch leva-, the foreman would shout 
’Hold it. Don’t you go running on this job. Slow down, 
there.’ It was no place for me. I quit, and went back to 
horse training " 

“That was your first love, anyway." I sug¬ 
gested 

"Call it my meal ticket,” be replied 

Turning aside from the broncs. Jack signed up 
with the R. M. Spence horse ranch, at Calgary, in 
1949. They raised American saddle breds. This job 
led to Jack’s first visit as a show man to Canada's 
Royal Winter Air, In Toronto. Mis horse expertise 
produced a blue ribbon winner for R. M. Spence. 
“We won two thirds, two firsts and a cham¬ 
pionship," recalled Jack. "I had to show one of our 
firsts against the other for the championship.” 

Jack made four appearances at the Royal 
Winter Fair, but his heart was not really set on win¬ 
ning ribbons. He just liked to handle horses. 

By this time in his life, he had been in the 


business of bronc training and related horse ac¬ 
tivities, on and off, from 1929 to 1954 — 25 years He 
had enjoyed it all, but he was getting tired. He just 
suddenly realized he was growing too old for the 
horse hassle. 

Jack and his wife moved to British Columbia’s 
Okanagan Valley country in 1957, bought acreage at 
Summerland, and built a motel and gas station 
which he operated for 10 years. 

The Sprout's retired to Vancouver Island in 
1972, where they bought a temporary home at 
Brentwood, and began looking around Saanich 
Peninsula for a settling spot. "It was two years 
before the right thing came along." smiled Jack 
We are settled and happy here now at Saanich X 
Road." 

I asked Jack if he missed the horses now "No 
Not any more,” he replied 

I wondered about that, to myself, as he added, 
that one of his big thrills during his bronc training 
days used to be when an owner would bring his 
horse to him, and tell him how bad the horse was. 
how unruly, how unpredictable, how unmanageable, 
how no good he was. “And then," said Jack softly. 
"I would take the horse, turn around and train him 
successfully, and show the owner just how smart 
his horse really was.” 

“Oh!” said Jack, his eyes shining, “that was 
the best." 
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Popular writers occasionally feature the treachery of 
aboriginal people at the time of early contacts with Europeans. Many 
readers are familiar with the perfidy of west coast tribes who mas¬ 
sacred the unprepared mariners of the Boston and Tonquin and the 
slaughter of shipwrecked seamen from the John Bright and there are 
many recorded attempts to seize vessels. These events are heavily 
burdened with sympathy for the slain. There is a dark area in the 
commerce between traders and Indians not often mentioned. The fol¬ 
lowing account gives the other side of the story at one place , one point 
in time. 


FATAL ENCOUNTERS 


The earliest known preserved 
references to the Nitinaht Indians 
are to be found in the voyages of 
the Columbia to the Northwest 
('oast between 1787 and 1793. 
The ship was an American vessel 
trading for sea otter skins. 

At 5 a m on June 2*. 1791 the Colombia lay in 
proximity to the village of Nittenat (usual spelling 
for those times) due east four or five leagues dis 
tant Nittenat probably indicated the village of 
Whvack at the ocean entrance to Nitinat Lake Both 
in historical references and in recent time* Whyack 
is often referred to as Nitinat A league was three- 
nautical miles in 18th century sailing directions 
This would make the ship’s position in the Juan de 
Fuca Strait 


Presently a canoe from Nitinat with 10 men 
came alongside. They were whale hunters out¬ 
bound Finding converse with the traders and learn¬ 
ing that sea otter skins were sought the whalers 
said there were plenty at the village and returned to 
it to announce the ship's arrival. 

At 2 p.m. they were within two or three miles of 
the village and several canoes came off. In one of 
them was Chief Caasacan and his wife. The ship lay 
to until evening while several very valuable skins 
were purchased for copper and clothing 

Reader should here be reminded that the sea ot¬ 
ter (Enhydra lutris) were generally from four to 
eight feet long Specimens seen today hi California 
and Alaska usually are about five feet long and 
weigh 80 to 90 pounds By stretching them, pelts 
sometimes attained a length of 12 feet The fur was 
very soft, delicate, dense and usually of a jet black 
color though some animals had fur with a slightly 
brownish tint. Also traded on the occasion referred 
to were a few fine halibut for trifles. 

The writer of the journal. Hoakin. observed that 


the village of Nitinat lay in latitude 48 degrees 40 
minutes north, longitude 124 degrees 8 minutes 
west On modem hydrographic charts it occurs in 
longitude 124 degrees SI minutes west. As anyone 
who has visited that part of the west coast of Van¬ 
couver Island knows it has no harbor or sheltered 
anchorage. Hoskin remarked that the only natural 
feature by which it could readily be found was the 
large cataract or waterfall a few miles 
northwestward along the coast The landmark is to¬ 
day know as the Tsusiat, meaning waterfall in the 
Nitinaht language. 

Cassacan, the writer observed, was "troubled 
with venereal disease to a great degree " Hoskin 
thought this remarkable as on previous visits to 
other tribes along the coast the women were "ex¬ 
ceedingly modest and nothing could tempt them to 
come on board ship." 

The cause of the mischief was explained by 
Cassacan who had sometime since sold a female 
prisoner or slave girl to the captain of a passing 
vessel for a few sheets of copper. When the vessel

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departed the girl was sent ashore again. Cassacan 
afterwards cohabited with her and caught (he fatal 
disease himself and infected his wife who. he said, 
had it equally as bad as himself. Evidently 
syphilitic the slave girl had died from the infection 
Hoskin feared that the disease would spread 
throughout the village. That it would before long 
prove fatal to the pair seemed certain. 

There are several mentioned instances of female 
prisoners or slaves being purchased by white 
traders for use of ship's men. Far from being hid¬ 
den the alternative was often resorted to when 
seamen grew mutinous. 

★ ★ ★ 

One such instance is mentioned in the Fur Book 
of the Hudson's Bay Company vessel. Beaver, when 
slave girls were openly recorded as being 
purchased from the Newttty Indians in 1838 and 1839 
for use of that vessel's men who were getting 
troublesome. Articles given in trade were quite 
valuable and numerous on the occasions referred 
to. On some occasions, evidently, the greedy, lust¬ 
ful chiefs got more than they bargained for. 

Out of compassion for Cassacan they treated 
him with medical dressings but he would not permit 
them to treat his wife. They gave him several 
medicines for which he thanked them profusely 
Cassacan also bore evident marks of smallpox. 

According to another writer of the latter part of 
the 18th century, Bolt, the marks of smallpox were 
quite prevalent among the natives living along the 
west coast of Vancouver Island. A doctoral thesis in 
the B.C. Archives maintains that smallpox may 
have been brought to the northwest coast by 
seamen on Juan Perez' ship in 1774 and it spread 
from the Tlingit south. 


★ ★ * 

There are indications that the disease was run¬ 
ning unchecked through the tribes in the later 1770s 
In actual fact the Nitinahts were reported as having 
become Infected with smallpox in 1782 as a result of 
contacts with the Makah of Cape Flattery who con¬ 
tracted the disease from tribes south of them. A 
widespread epidemic was rampant among North 
American people in 1781-82 say Hudson's Bay Com¬ 
pany records. 

That June evening of 1791 Hoskin, who had evi¬ 
dent compassion for the bewildered Nitinahts, 
wrote somewhat in the romantic style of Jean Jac¬ 
ques Rousseau: “Infamous Europeans, a scandal to 
the Christian name, is it to you who bring and leave 
in a country with people you deem savages the most 
loathsome diseases? Oh, miserable inhabitants! 
You, by being in a state of nature, are considered as 
savages, but from your intercourse with men who 
dare call themselves civilized have you not become 
more wretched than the beasts of the forests'’ 
Where is your native happiness? You so long inter¬ 
ruptedly enjoyed, is it not gone never, never more 
to return?” 


•k -k -k 

Another observer on the Columbia who left 
notes that have been saved wrote that a "vast 
many" natives came off with sea otter and other 
furs for which they bartered with the same articles 
as before. The Nitinahts told him that the Spaniards 
introduced smallpox among them. It will be recall¬ 
ed tbat Martinez brought the first Spanish garrison 
to Nootka in June, 1789, two years before the 
Columbia made the visit to Nitinat discussed here. 

It may reasonably be assumed that whaling 
parties and canoe-borne groups on other missions 
saw and contacted Spanish vessels and there was 
smallpox on them. The disease could easily have 
been contracted by the means already described or 
even by contact with infected trade goods. Oc¬ 
casional visits by Nitinaht hunters to Nootka are 
not unlikely although harmonious relations between 
the tribal groupings were at times questionable 

Hoskin's narrative continued a few days after 
the meeting referred to. The Columbia was again 
off Nitinat on her way back to Clayoquot when four

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canoes came out. This time Cassacan was in a 
churlish mood. A few skins were bought from other 
hunters but the chief after three hours on the vessel 
carried his own pelts off again though he was of¬ 
fered more than he demanded for them 

* * * 

Both Cassacan and Chief Tatoosh. who dwelt on 
the island named after the Makah leader off the tip 
of Cape Flattery, were well known for perverse 
behavior. It was evidently their intention to provoke 
quarrels, though it is by no means clear what the 
motive was from meagre descriptions of the 
meetings. 

When the Columbia had passed the village of 
Nitinat in April, 1789, Cassacan came out to the ves¬ 
sel with nearly 200 good sea otter skins but on that 
occasion the traders had no goods left to barter 

Sea otter were apparently abundant along the 
part of the coast dominated by the Nitinahts. We 
are reliably informed that they controlled the 
coastline from Pachena Bay on the northwest then 
called Chadukutie or Klootis to Wawa-hades near 
the Walbran Creek about 40 miles distant to the 
southeast 

★ * ★ 

There was a village consisting - of five 
longhouses situated at Walbran Creek (possibly the 
Echwatasof Cmdr. Robt. Brown, 1884.) Longhouses 
of the Nitinahts were 80 to 80 feet long with six or 
more families living in them. The Nitinaht popula¬ 
tion was at time of first contacts with Europeans 
between 1500 and 2000 people. 

Whether the numerous sea otter population was 
a migratory phenomenon or if the large kelp beds 
located in Nitinaht territorial waters and abun¬ 


dance of spiny sea urchin that are a staple of the 
animal s diet made them seasonal foragers is an in¬ 
teresting question 

As the coast between Barkley Sound and Port 
San Juan has no protected bays or islands it is 
probable that a sea otter population would only be 
able to remain there in the months from April to Oc¬ 
tober. Traders said there was a Nitinaht village on 
Barkley Sound, then called Nettenat Sound 
Whether this was a sea otter hunting station is un¬ 
known. 

While they did not often go ashore preferring to 
float on their backs in the lee of protective reefs, 
stormy weather sometimes compelled them to seek 
the security of rocks out of reach of the surf. Young 
were bom singly on rocks, but soon sought the 
safety of the sea 

k k k 

At preferred places on the exposed coast, seals 
and sea lions seek rest on haul-out rocks in winter 
months nowadays. Some of these species find 
shelter in Nitinat Lake (a tidal inlet I or enter the 
Klanawa River when conditions become too tur¬ 
bulent in high surf 

Whether we ever shall know if the fabled sea ot¬ 
ter found refuge in Nitinat Lake, there feeding on 
crustaceans and molluscs, or obtained protection 
farther northwestward in Barklay Sound, is an in¬ 
triguing question that may only be answered when 
and if transplanted sea otter are widely distributed 
on the west coast. 

It is a wonder today that the Nitinaht native 
pedple themselves were not as completely 
decimated as were the sea otter they hunted so 
relentlessly at the urging of fortune-seeking 
traders

CRANBERRY APPLE MOLD . . two 
packages (three-ounce each) of raspberry jello 
powder, two cups boiling water, one cup cold water 
OR cranberry juice cocktail, one-quarter tsp. cin¬ 
namon. one-eighth Up. ground cloves, halved 
blanched almonds, three-quarters cup diced, peeled 
apple, one-half cup diced celery, one-half cup chop¬ 
ped blanched almonds and one-half cup whole 
cranberry sauce. Dissolve jelly powder in boiling 
water. After all crystals are dissolved add the cold 
water. Pour three-quarters vup into a four or five- 
ring mold. Chill until partially set around edges 
Add spices to remaining jelly and chill until sl¬ 
ightly thickened. Arrange halved almonds around 
the edge of the partially set jelly in the mold and 
press then down gently into the jelly Chill until set 
but not firm. Fold chopped apple, celery, chopped 


almonds and cranberry sauce into the slightly 
thickened jelly and spoon into mold. Chill until 
firm, about four hours. Unmold on large plate. Fill 
the centre with mayonnaise or for dessert with 
shipped cream. Makes eight to 10 servings. 

I call this dessert Cranberry Blossoms . . . It is 
put together on individual plates and the finished 
product does look like a flower. First make your 
recipe for a lemon pie filling, but use one cup less li¬ 
quid called for in the recipe. Fold into the cooked 
filling three-quarters cup well drained crushed 
pineapple and one half cup cream stiffly whipped 
Pile Oils heavenly fluff on squares of angel food, 
sponge or butter cake Top with a scoop of cranber¬ 
ry sherbet This tastes as good as it looks 

Valentine’s Day or aot. Cranberry Sherbet 
is always a treat.

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Although it was gold that brought this wilderness of river and 
mountain to the attention of the world , it was the pr'omise of gold in 
an entirely different form — furs — that initially attracted the notice 
of outsiders.

HALF A CENTURY BEFORE the discovery of gold focussed world attention on the Yukon, furs had at¬ 
tracted the Hudson's Bay Co. 


INol until 1825 did the first 
white man arrive in the future 
Yukon Territory, when Sir John 
Franklin called at Herschel 
Island during his second voyage 
in Arctic waters. There, he was 
told by Eskimos of other white 
men who, far to the west, traded 
furs. 

The western territory was Alaska, the white 
Russian traders and. in due course, word of their 
activities reached the Hudson's Bay Co. 

Seventeen years after Franklin. Robert 
Campbell, a bewhiskered young chief trader for the 
HBC. proceeded to the Yukon by way of the 
Mackenzie, Liard and Frances Rivers. Some 8fl 
miles north-northwest of Watson Lake, he built 
Yukon Territory's first permanent settlement. Fort 
Frances. 

Actually; HBC Interest in the great 
northwestern reaches had been aroused as early as 
1789. with Alexander Mackenzie's discover}' of the 
mighty waterway which bears bis name. By the 
tum of the century, the fur empire had established 
several trading posts along the Mackenzie, and it 
was to one of these. Fort Simpson, that 26-year-old 
Campbell had been assigned late in 1834. 

Situated at the junction of the Liard and 
Mackenzie. Campbell was a long, long way from 
f’erthsire, Scotland, where, until four years before 
he had herded sheep for his father. But 
sheepherding had quickly palled when Campbell's 
cousin, a chief factor of the HBC. gave him a spel 
Ibinding description of the Canadian wilds during a 
visit to the Old Country Immediately. Campbell 
had been swept up by his kinsman's tales of "the 
free and active life that awaited one there; of the 
Hudson's Bay Company and the Fur Trade, the 
boundless prairies roamed by tribes of Indians and 
herds of Buffalo, the vast Lakes and giant Streams, 
the sublime majesty of the Rocky Mountains . .." 

In short. Campbell was hooked; or, in his own 
words, "possessed with an irresistible longing to go 
to that land of romance and adventure." 

The result of this newly-awakened longing for a 
life in the land of romance and adventure was one 
of the more remarkable careers as fur trader and 
explorer. 

* * * 

His introduction to life in the New World, 
however, was not quite what he expected, the com¬ 
pany sending him to its Red River farm, where he 
toiled, and stagnated, until his eventual transfer to 
Fort Simpson. Finally, on Oct. 16.1834. with heart 
soaring, he paddled his canoe to the island settle¬ 
ment to begin an apprenticeship as fur trader 

Campbell's posting to Fort Simpson coincided 
with his employers' designs on the Alaskan Panhan¬ 
dle and northwestern British Columbia; an interest 
frustrated when the Russians, who laid claim to 
much of this region, refused the company access to 
the Panhandle, and compelled the HBC to work 
overland. Between lay the Rocky Mountains, and 
Fort Simpson's location at the mouth of the Liard 
made it the main trading depot for the entire 
Mackenzie River district. One of the men chosen to 
lead this westward push was Robert Campbell, 
whose natural abilities had earned him promotion 
lo temporary charge of Fort Simpson in just two 
years. 

He soon showed himself to be a natural ex¬ 
plorer as well by reconnoitering the Dease Lake 
country of northern B.C., where he established a 
trading post, some 90 miles south of the present 
B.C.-Yukon boundary, in 1838. Throughout this vast 
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region, Campbell and his men had endured one 
hardship after another. More than once, the fur 
traders had been reduced to near starvation along 
the tributaries of the Liard and Stlkine. Just how 
close they came to disaster is graphically depicted 
In his journal; such as the day in February of 1839. 
when he reached camp, to find its occupants in 
poorer condition than his own men; 

“Not a track of game- was to be seen far or 
near. On one occasion all they had among 9 for 1 
day s rations was 1 squirrel." Their only "blessing" 
had been their resulting "immunity from the visits 
of the pillaging Indians who made our lives a 
burden to us . .” 

Three months later, they were reduced to boil¬ 
ing down the rawhide netting from their snowshoes 
and the parchment windows of the "Dease's Lake" 
outpost. Campbell caustically noting that the 
resulting mess had the consistency of glue. 

At that, they survived without fatality; not the 
case during another winter, years after, when three 
of his men and several Indians died of starvation, 
some of the latter having been driven "by their un¬ 
speakable sufferings" to acts of cannibalism. 

A more direct threat had been that of the un¬ 
friendly "shakes" Indians. Although the Nahannis 
were, as a rule, friendly enough (a state of peace 
which Campbell worked hard to maintain, not only 
for reasons of personal safety, but in the interests 
of tradel, the Shakes were quite another matter. 
Led by a notorious chieftain, they had surrounded 
the traders, who gripped their weapons and 
prepared for the worst, Campbell being painfully 
aware that their muskets would be little defence 
against the Shakes' overwhelming numbers. For¬ 
tunately for the whites, the Nahannis came to the 
rescue. Stronger than the Shakes, they warned the 
latter's chief against harming the visitors, then es¬ 
corted them from the camp 

★ ★ ★ 

Campbell s party owed their lives on several 
other occasions to the Nahannis. who were dis¬ 
tinguished not only by their friendliness, but by the 
fact that they were led by a woman; "... A fine 
looking woman rather above the middle height and 
about 36 years old. In her actions and personal ap¬ 
pearance she was more like the whites than the 
pure Indian race. She had a pleasing face lit up with 
fine intelligent eyes, which when she was excited 
flashed like fire. She was tidy and tasteful in her 
dress. To her kindness and influence we owed our 
lives more than once ” 


Once, this remarkable chieftalness had had to 
save the traders from her own tribesmen. Campbell 
recounting how he and A. R. McLeod Jr. were in 
their quarters at Dease Lake. Seemingly, all had 
quieted down for the night, (when) yell after yell 
suddenly broke the silence, the now furious savages 
rushed into the room where McLeod and I were sit¬ 
ting. loading our guns; some of them seized our 
weapons from the racks on the wall and would as¬ 
suredly have shot us had not the Chieftainess, who 
was lodged in the other end of the house, rushed in 
and commanded silence. She found the instigator of 
the riot, walked up, and stamping her foot on the 
ground, repeatedly spat in his face, her eyes blazing 
with anger. 

"Peace and quiet reigned as suddenly as the 
outbreak had burst forth. 

"I have seen many far-famed warrior Chiefs 
with their bands in every kind of mood, but never 
saw one who had such absolute authority or was as 
bold and ready to exercise it as that noble woman 
She was truly a born leader whose mandate none 
dared dispute " 

* ★ ★ 

The Nahannis' sudden treachery had not only 
taken the traders by surprise, but has left 
something of a mystery as to their about-face. For 
their very presence at Fort Dease Lake bad been to 
save the post from starvation, their grand lady hav¬ 
ing hurried to Campbell's rescue with fish and 
caribou meat. 

With the abandonment of the Dease Lake post. 
Campbell was assigned to Fort Halkett, at the forks 
of the Liard and Smith Rivers. In the meantime, 
great changes had been taking place in the west, 
where Sir George Simpson, HBC governor, had suc¬ 
cessfully negotiated access to the Alaskan Panhan¬ 
dle with the Russian-American Company. For an 
annual fee of 2,000 land otter pelts, this lease 
enabled the HBC to serve this region by sea. On 
June 16. 1839. Sir George posted Campbell to the 
northwest, acknowledging, by letter, his good work 
to date “on the West side of the Mountains." 

Accompanied by his French-Canadian in¬ 
terpreter. Francois Houle, and the faithful Indians 
Kitza and Lapie, Campbell set out in the spring of 
J840. Heading up the Liard, they poled as far as 
Frances River, then followed the Liard's main 
tributary to Finlayson Lake, headwaters of the 
Frances. Upon crossing the divide, Campbell and a 
single companion sighted a large river in the dis¬ 
tance which flowed to the northwest This, he

christened Pelly River, after Sir H. Pelly. Upon 
naming this vantagepoint Pelly Banks, Campbell 
descended to the river's edge, where, after toasting 
Her Majesty and the Hudson's Bay Co.. he drank of 
the Pelly's "pellucid” waters. 

Constructing a raft, the explorers drifted 
downstream for a few miles, where Campbell 
further marked the occasion by enclosing a 
memoranda" of their discovery and the date in a 
tin can and laurchlng the vessel in the river On the 
chance that th< can might be recovered by human 
hands, he included a request that the discoverer 
"make the find known." Then, after taking posses¬ 
sion of the territory in the name of the HBC by blaz¬ 
ing a tree with the company's initials and the date, 
July 25,1840 land flying the company ensign all the 
while), the explorers, "highly delighted with our 
success," retraced their steps. 

★ ★ ★ 

Upon returning to Frances Lake, Campbell'was 
pleased to find that his men had made good 
progress in constructing a cabin below a high ridge 
they had named Simpson's Tower. Situated on a 
narrow peninsula between the east and west arms 
of the lake, “Glenlyon House," named in honor of 
his hometown, was Yukon Territory's first perma¬ 
nent dwelling. It also was the beginning of Fort 
Frances, or Frances Lake House, which was to 
serve as his headquarters during further explora¬ 
tions of the great Pelly River region 

Fort Frances was intended to be the base for 
his western explorations but, during the next three 
years, Campbell was committed to establishing 
new posts on the eastern side of the divide, and it 
was late in 1842 before he was able to return his at¬ 
tention to the west when he instructed Houle to 
build a cabin at Pelly Banks In June of 184.1 
Campbell, with Lapie and Kitza. arrived at Pelly 
Banks Days later, paddling canoes which Houle 
had made during the winter, they drifted down the 
Pelly River On June 18, the explorers came to 
another, larger river. This was the Yukon: 
Campbell naming it after yet another HBC gover¬ 
nor. J Lee Lewes. 

After a night's sleep, they proceeded down the 
"Lewes." until they met a band of Indians The 
natives, who apparently had never seen white men 
before, were friendly, the two parties com¬ 
municating by sign language When, however. 
Campbell pantomimed that he intended to continue 
downriver, the Indians motioned him to go back: 
that other Indians were not only killers but can¬ 
nibals. When this news upset his men. Campbell 
reluctantly agreed to return to Frances Lake 

Three days later they encountered a second In¬ 
dian band. Unlike the first group, these were un¬ 
friendly. but allowed them to pass unharmed, and. 
continuing upstream, the explorers did not stop to 
rest until overcome by exhaustion Even when his 
companions pitched their tents and turned in. 
Campbell could not sleep and volunteered to act as 
sentry. Climbing a tree, he made himself comfor¬ 
table and. illuminated by the midnight sun, whiled 
away the hours with a copy of Hervey’s Medita¬ 
tions. The night passed uneventfully and. early the 
next morning, the fur traders proceeded on their 
way Campbell quite unaware that he and his com¬ 
rades had been watched closely the entire time 

Just how closely, he did not leant until two 
years after, when he became friendly with these 
very Indians and they told him how they had 
watched hts every move throughout the nighi Had 
he lowered his guard for even an instant by kneeling 
to drink from the river they had assured him. they 
would have rushed upon me and made away with 
me and the sleeping inmates of the tent 

* ★ * 

When Campbell reported his latest journey, and 
his discovery of the Yukon, Sir George Simpson 
selected Pelly Banks as the site of a new trading 
post Thus Fort Pelly Banks, situated on the right 
limit of the river, was bom in 1846 Like Fort 
Franees, it consisted of a log stockade, comer bas¬ 
tions and a cluster ot sturdy log cabins with great 
stone chimneys Only the stones of one of these 
fireplaces, and a trench on the riverbank. mark the 
site today. 

For the career of Fort Pelly Banks was cut 
short by fire, in 1849. when all but the barracks 
were consumed This mishap led, a year after, to 
the post being abandoned In 1851 the order was 
given to evacuate Fart France* Within 10 short 
years, the little outpost was history But Fort 
Frances at least boasts the distinction of being 
Yukon Territory's first "ghost town. " Today a cen¬ 
tury and a ball later, little beyond overgrown 


depressions in the ground indictate the lochtions of 
its cabins and storehouse A full cenlurv was to 
pass before this histone site was again used, when 
a weather station was established there during the 
Second World War 

Over the years, it became accepted as fact that 
both Fort Frances and Pelly Banks had been fired 
by hostile Indians a legend pul to rest by the great 
Canadian surveyor. George Dawson, who visited 
the site of Fort Frances in 1897 The Indians, be 
said, had been friendly and eager to trade The 
reason for the trading post having been abandoned 
was its location, navigation of the Liard having 
been both arduous and dangerous." and. on 
several occasions, fatal to those attempting it 


Notwithstanding a detailed description of the 
fort's location, as personally given him hv 
Campbell, who. upon his retirement from the HBC. 
ranched near Winnipeg until his death in 1894. 
Dawson had experienced some difficulty in tinding 
it This was the result of its being "so completely 
overgrown with bushes and small trees The out- 
lineol the old stockade with bastions at the corners, 
is still visible, though all trace of the structure 
itself has disappeared ” 

"Thus, in less than half a century, the Yukon 
had reclaimed its own 
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• To assist us in our second walk along the picturesque Es¬ 
quimau Road , from the Inner Harbor to the Dockyard , / have 
researched a 1910 directory.

The Lugrins had a summer camp along the Es¬ 
quimalt shore, and it was a gathering place for 
many during the summer months 


Mr Hutchison tells of Victoria Times editor 
B. C. Nicholas at that camp, singing around the 
beach fire in his “mellow tenor voice." 

The Lugrin girls were famous for their 
charades. 

We left off our last Esquimalt walk at Oakdene. 
on the north side of the Esquimalt Road, between 
Head and Lampson. 

These two streets, by the way, were named after 
two noted vessels of their time, Lady Head and 
Lady Lampson. 

Oakdene. was the home of Mr. and Mrs. W 
Fitzherbert Bullen. 

Mr. Bullen owned the first shipyard in Es¬ 
quimalt, and built the vessels Princess Royal and 
Princess Maquinna. 


Mrs. Bullen was a granddaughter of Sir James 
Douglas, founder of Victoria and father of British 
Columbia. 

Her parents were Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Bushby 
It was my great good fortune to have been Mrs 


In her later years, Mts. Bullen was blind and 
badly crippled by arthritis, but so stoical was she 
that not a pill did she down, she said she would 
rather suffer physically than have her God-given 
mind impaired. 

Anyone who ever visited Mrs. Bullen at 
Oakdene wall never forget her, or the fascinating 
old home in which she lived so manv years; and 
there she died, into her 90s. in 1956! On mv last 
visit to her, she took one of her paintings off a wall 
and gave it to me. It is one of my prized posses¬ 
sions. It's a delightful scene of rocks and beach at 
William Head, a green rowboat its focal point 


Mr. Lock's butcher store was along this part of 
Esquimalt Road, on the south side. 

It was a gathering place for the gentlemen of 
Esquimalt; in those days the men of the house 
mostly did the meat buying. They were said to know 
the various cuts better than women. 

Up from the comer of Esquimalt and Lampson 
was Fernhill, the Pooley place Charles E. Pooley 
was the Legislature's Mr. Speaker for years, and 
his son Harry was the 1929-33 attorney-general of 
British Columbia. 

Where the Esquimalt arena and shopping plaza 
are now were the Fairview greenhouses. 

Now, a little to the west, comes the Beaumont

I see listed in the directory the Coach and 
Horses, in charge of Mrs May Saunders, and just 
about across the road was St Joseph's Catholic 
Church. 

There was a sailors' hostel on the comer of Ad¬ 
mirals and Esquimalt, in charge of Mrs Ranns Dr 
McCallum lived along here, tool 

Norman Hardie was another resident on this 
part of the Esquimau Road. He was in the 
steamship business, and went from here jo live in 
San Francisco 

St. Paul's Anglican church — a little gem of 
glass and brass — is listed in the directory as being 
under pastorship of Rev Mr. Baugh-Alien 

Esquimalt town itself, which once rivalled Vic¬ 
toria. was swallowed up by the navy in the Second 
World War

The 1910 directory says: “Esquimau — a sta¬ 
tion four miles from Victoria, connected by electric 
railway, making trips every 15 minutes. 

"Has money order post office, with two malls 
daily, telegraph office, and telephone connection 
with Victoria. 

"It is the chief naval station of the Royal Navy 
on the Pacific Coast, has a drydock, length, 450 
feet, width at entrance, 66 feet, depth 26 feet. 


Has arsenal and naval hospital Has lime kilns 
and oyster beds, station for Canadian cruiser Rain¬ 
bow. 

Esquimau town was a bustling place Its main 
street ran down to the waterfront, where there was 
a dock built out over the rocks. 

In later years, before the Navy gobbled it up. it 
was called Pioneer Street. 

There was a hotel built over the rocks - the Es¬ 
quimau. It was turned into a beer parlor after 
prohibition, and. in the vernacular, was called “the 
bucket of blood" That was said to be very salty, en¬ 
tirely becoming the navy. 

In the 1930s it was the custom of high society 
folk in Victoria to go what they snobbishly called 
"slumming" 

They always visited the Bucket, and ladies in 
furs and satins shivered in frightened delight and 
panted "aren't they cute?" as they ogled the 
sailor boys in their bell-bottom trousers 

I see listed in the 1910 directory, in Esquimau 
town, photographer John W. Jones, boat builder 
Grank Beck, grocer. James Mesher: the British 
Columbia foundry and engine works: the BC. 
Marine Railway office.

John E Day ran the Esquimau Hotel He later 
went into the brewing business, and bought a fine 
home, with white pillars, on Cook Street, opposite 
Beacon Hill Park, and he called it “Mira Flores." 

This house was built by a retired madame for 
her retirement; but tunes got tough, and she had to 
open up again, in her mansion. 

The police took a very dim view of such an es¬ 
tablishment In a good district, and closed the Joint 
down. 

In Esquimau town, was the Howard Hotel 
Joseph Ball, proprietor Other listings are Luck 
Yick, laundry; the Mah Yen laundry, the customs 
office in charge of John Oliver; Samuel Rome. • 
blacksmith; and S’etson's Saloon. 


Three Esquimau town residents listed 
themselves as gentlemen — GuyG. Powell, JohnG. 
Sweeney. Johannes Wullttsobn. 

Inside the dockyard gates is still the big red 
brick house, built in 1885, where now lives the of¬ 
ficer in charge of the defence establishment. 

In 1910, George Phillips, official agent for the 
British Admiralty, lived in this house. He had a fine 
voice, and was prominent in local theatricals. 

1 see Capt Josiah Goose lived in Esquimau 
town He was lightkeeper at Fisguard Island, off 
Fort Rodd Hill, and he rowed there and back each 
day He was called "Skipper Si," and came from 
Newfoundland

later on the club members built an addition to 
the building, providing both working space display 
areas and room for meetings. 

It is significant that the club continues to meet 
on these premises, perhaps indicating its rock-like 
resolve to believe in firm foundations ot tradition 
and good, old values that today are so often ignored 
Meetings are held in the clubhouse every se¬ 
cond Monday of the month at 8 p m . with George 
Conrad presiding 

The Rock Hounds, as they are affectionately 
known, have frequent workshops, continuing in¬ 
struction series, study groups, numerous outdoor 
excursions to search for rocks, or to visit new areas 
on Vancouver Island or the mainland 

The big December meeting put a final stamp of 
approval on another big season as the club 
emphasized its membership of 100. 

That's a far cry from the original 15 club 
founders, and the members celebrated the event 
with plenty of socializing and dancing 

They were particularly thankful to Alice I’oole. 
Ihe club's refreshments convener who organized 
the social event and took care of its programming 
With only 15 members in the club at its founding 
in 1964. there are now up to 50 attending meetings 
every month

Such is the enthusiasm that the extension to the 
clubhouse was built by volunteer labor, following 
complete renovation of the building in 1966 

The members' enthusiasm is further reflected 
in the gifts of furnishings and equipment, which 
have made the clubhouse comfortable for meetings 
and efficient as a workshop area 

What's more, a donation of technical books by 
Roy Poole in 1966 was a start of a library, which has 
been used frequently by members, and has also 
been expanded 

Another boost to the club was a gift of a 
tumbler by Fred Olkovlck and purchase of a slab 
saw. which was installed by volunteers Bert 
Morgan. Roy Poole and Jim Gordon 
What are the members interested in? 

The Rock Hounders have a particular yen for 
collecting, identifying and linishing their finds, in 
crafting gem rocks into beautiful jewelery and 
burls; in attending Rock Hound meetings and jam¬ 
borees up and down the coast, and even as far as the 
interior of British Columbia 

Courtenay club members have enjoyed field 
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trips to such exotic places as Texada Island in 
Georgia Strait. Horne Lake. Miracle Beach. Mount 
Washington copper mine workings, then on to Horn¬ 
by Island. Cruishank Canyon and Sayward 

Courtenay Rock Hounds have panned gold on 
ihe Oyster River; searched for rhodonite in the 
Nanaimo area, and visited Buttle Lake and other 
north Island rock outcroppings frequently 

Members have attended and shown their 
findings and finished articles at many official dis¬ 
plays. and have received complimentary reviews of 
their work 

The club has sponsored lapidary courses in 
district schools and has always been eager to have 
young people accompany regular club members on 
field trips and to take part in the club's monthly 
programs 

In December of 1965, members chose a north 
Island type of Felspar stone as the year-old club's 
emblem, and received official sanction to name the 
stone Gordonite. in recognition of Mr and Mrs Jim 
and Joan Gordon, who had solved the club's 
meeting-place woes 


A little later the members designed a beautiful 
crest for the club. The crest was registered in 1967. 
The large crest hangs in the clubhouse on Marsden 
Hoad, a tribute to the members' skill, artistry and 
imagination 

The club members also initiated the first Rock 
Hound Jamboree held on Vancouver Island It took 
place at Miracle Beach between Courtenay and 
Campbell River in June of 1967. More than 125 rock 
hounders registered for the three-dav event 
it it it 

The club was also instrumental in mounting a 
protest against exporting B.C. jade to the Orient 
Members felt the quality of B.C. s jade was use and 
felt it should be used within the province to provide 
industry and prestige 

The government was asked to limit or deny ex¬ 
port to other countries, and the club's members feel 
the protest alerted both government and citizens to 
the value of the native gem rocks 

And most of all. it’s a friendly club and if in¬

INSECTIVOROUS HANTS - The Sundew (Drome 
rotundifolia) and the Pitcher Plant (Sarracenia 
purpurea) ere two strange insectivorous plants 
which grow in bogs. 

Insects attracted to the Sundew are trapped by a 
sticky fluid secreted by glandular hairs on the 
leaves. The leaves gradually fold around a trapped 
insect and absorb Its juices. 

The Pitcher Plant has hollow pitcher like leaves 
half filled with water. The inside of the "pitcher" 
and the lips around the rim are covered witlj down¬ 
ward pointing hairs, which help to trap insects.

The practice of SPRING AND PALL BURNING of 

road allowances, fence rows and marsh edge is 
detrimental to many forms of wildlife, including 
waterfowl. Early nesting ducks, such as Mallards 
and Pintails, utilize the dead vegetation from the 
previous year as cover in which to build their nests. 
Burning destroys this cover, decreasing the amount 
of nesting habitat available to them. The ducks are 
then forced to nest in less suitable areas resulting 
in an increased incidence of nest predation. In 
addition, many duck nests are destroyed if burning 
is carried out during the spring nesting period.

Marsh World 


WINTER COVER — Marshes provide a haven for 
wildlife in winter. Winter residents such as sharp¬ 
tailed grouse, ringnecked pheasants, grey partridge 
and whitetailed deer are attracted to marshes be¬ 
cause of the cover provided by rank growth of 
cattails. Additionally, seed from plants such as 
the bulrush will provide food for game birds and 
smaller birds such as the snow bunting. Voles take 
advantage of the toft blanket of snow which 
accumulates in marshes, tunnelling among the plant 
stems for food. The presence of these rodents in 
turn attracts their predators, the owls, weasels, and 
mink.

FOIL THOSE 
OUTDOOR CHORES 


Tired of scrubbing dirty, soot- 
covered pots and pans on overnight 
fishing trips or when camping? Here's 
a way to eliminate the worst part of 
the problem. Leave your heavy, cast- 
iron skillet at home the next time, and 
take along a foil of heavy-duty 
aluminum foil. 

This suggestion may sound like 
blasphemy to fishermen and campers 
who think there's nothing that beats a 
skjllet for cooking. But the truth is 
that you can cook almost anything in 
foil which you can in a skillet or pot. 
and there's nothing to clean when 
you're finished. 

Take fish, for example. AH you 
need do to prepare delicious broiled 
fish is to dress the meat lightly with 
salt and pepper, coat it outside and in 


with butter, and wrap it in aluminum 
foil. Fold the edges tightly so the but¬ 
ter won’t leak out as it melts. 

Fish fixed this way can be cooked 
by laying the foil packets on a bed of 
coals in a campfire, and then piling a 
layer of coals on top. Or you can put 
the foil-wrapped fish directly on the 
grill of your camp stove and broil it 
over an open flame. Either way, cook¬ 
ing time is about 20 minutes per pound 
of fish. It's best to cut large fish into 
smaller portions so they'll be done 
when you're ready to eat. 

Aluminum foil is also Ideal for fry¬ 
ing eggs, cooking vegetables and 
other meats, and for warming left¬ 
over foods. Take a roll along next 
time you're outdoors for a weekend 
and see if it doesn't help shorten the 
time spent doing chores. 


BORROW METHODS 
FOR BETTER FISHING 


Float fishenpen are innovators 
They have to be in order to catch any 
fish. Unlike lake anglers, the river 
fisherman is seldom in one spot long 
enough to work out a pattern and lure 
that is best for that particular place. 
So he experiments until the lucky 
combination of method and lure Is dis¬ 
covered. 

One of the most successful types of 
lures used by float fishermen is the 
spinner. And while the usual weighted 
spinning lures work fine a bucktail fly 
and spinner combo, similar to that 
used by flycasters, is a deadly lure for 
stream fishing. 

The spinner/bucktail can be 
adapted to spinning and spin-casting 
tackle. The trick is to make the lure 
heavy enough to cast accurately, and 
also to descend in the water deep 


enough to tempt fish from beneath 
logs and rocks. The current, and the 
speed of your boat floating 
downstream, play a part in how 
quickly the lure reaches the fish. 

Again borrowing from the 
fly fisherman, you can add a strip of 
lead wire to the shaft of the spinner to 
increase the weight of the lure. Be 
careful to wind it on so that It will not 
impede the revolving blade. If lead 
wire isn't handy, small split-shot can 
be substituted, although It must be 
pinched on the line ahead of the spin¬ 
ner. 

A large, full-bodied bucktail fly Is 
attached behind the spinner. Brown, 
black or grey with a touch of red 
showing are excellent colors. Size de¬ 
pends upon what kind of fish you are 
seeking. 


If Fish Could Talk 


If fish could talk, they'd have a lot 
to say. For one thing, they might com¬ 
plain about being fooled by artificial 
lures. But since they can't speak, 
fishermen have to turn to other 
sources to learn about fish behavior 
And one of the best places to gather 
information is at a fishing dock 
Almost every angler spends part of 
his day at a fishing dock. It’s a place 
to refuel the outboard motor, get hot 
coffee, and ask questions of other 
anglers and the dock operator. 

An example of the odd — but useful 
— kinds of information you'll find at 
fishing docks was recently noted by 
Mercury outboards' fishing experts. 
During a visit to a southern impound¬ 
ment they learned that fish caught 
and released suffer injuries that will 
inhibit their feeding for several days. 

This was the observation of a 
fishing dock operator who likes to 
keep several bass on live display. 
When he catches a large bass he puts 
it in his bait holding tank for several 
days. He noticed that freshly caught 
fish all suffered discoloration of the 
lips where they had been hooked. Ap¬ 
parently a massive bruise, this condi¬ 
tion lasts three to four days. 

During this time the bgsL don't 
bother the minnows in the biff tank. 
However, as the discoloration fades, 
the bass begin feeding and will clean 


out a tankful of minnows in a couple of 
days. 

The dock operator also tested his 
observations by trying to get the cap¬ 
tured fish to strike an artificial lure. 
The same thing happened. For 
several days nothing. Then, as the 
bruise healed, the bass would try to 
eat the hookless lure. 

Assuming that the same things 
happen when a bass is released by a 
fisherman, it's easy to see that the 
fish isn't likely to strike another ar¬ 
tificial lure for at least three days.

It seems that John liked to save things When he 
died boxes full of cards that had been sent to the 
family in celebration of various events were dis¬ 
covered. (Newspapers fascinated him too like the 
one proclaiming the assassination of Abraham Lin¬ 
coln!) So we have this gentleman to thank for a 
glimpse into the past and Mrs. Larrigan who 
decided to preserve the cards in albums 

The Valentine collection numbers 30, all neatly 
mounted except for six on view in a glass frame To 
accompany them — more evidence of John's savii^ 
passion - are most of the envelope they were 
mailed in more than 100 years ago, Yellowed a bit. 
parchmentlike to the touch but with fine, still- 
distinctive handwriting, the cards are heart- 
shaped. square and oblong . . . frilly, delicate and 
some with a covering of paper lace. A gold one with 
plump, white cherubs surrounds the plaintive verse 
of Forget Me Not. 

Forget Thee! Net while the sky Spans its 
sacred vault an Ugh Sa, dearest Lave, never 
doubt me Foadty ever da I lave thee. 

Enough to bring on the swoons and vapors of 

any Victorian miss! 

But this is 1*77 and did you ever wonder bow it 
all began, or where it started? Like most legends, 
the origin of St. Valentine's Day Is shrouded in the 
mists of time. For even though St. Valentine is 
known as the patron saint who befriended lovers 
more than 1,700 years ago. scholars attribute it to 
the pagan festivals of Luperealia, Homan feasts in 
honor of Pan and Juno. 
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Lotteries flourished even then and amid a 
variety of riotous February celebrations young 
Romans drew the name of a maiden from a basket- 
and thereby kept her for a year. Such 'favors' and 
goings on would never have been sanctioned by St 
Valentine who was a restrained and kindly man 
But for all that the-poor soul had his head chopped 
off for his efforts — hardly an auspicious beginning 
for a festival of love!

(No doubt It took a bit of 
finagling to make sure that meeting was with your 
sweetheart. 1 Another popular custom — depending 
on how desperate the girt was — thrived in Merrie 
England too. The trick was for young maidens to 
pin bay leaves to each corner and centre of her pil¬ 
low; supposedly this ensured marriage to her love 
within the year. If the poor thing was allergic to bay 
leaves, heaven knows what her fate was! 

In the middle ages the custom of exchanging 
messages of love took hold. But by the last century 
it was sadly lamented by one and all, that the occa¬ 
sion was not as joyous as it once had been — es¬ 
pecially when they remembered the festivals of 
Luperealia ... 


So great — Grandma hid her Victoria decorum, 
tenderly painted hand-made cards of ribbon and 
lace, composed a sonnet vowing eternal love and 
blushingly tucked it inside. She never signed it for 
the whole affair was deliciously secret.

The so-called verses are enough to 
make the patron saint himself cringe: “Don't plav 
leapfrong with my heart " Or. how does this grab 
you — "You're quacking my heart Valentine!" 
lanvwhere but the heart strings I'm sure I

year he thought he had It made - then discovered 
they were ail sent by darling youigf things all under 
seven years of age. 

But, happily, all is not lost and that cherub 
Cupid is still sharpening his arrows to aim at those 
who are backward at coming forward, male and 
female, young and old, swarm around colorful 
card racks before Feb. 14, so it's obvious the 
thought is there — whatever the wording.
